REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  COUNSEL 

January  9,  1956 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

Gentlemen: 

Herewith  is  a  brief  Report  of  Town  Counsel  for  the  past  year 
for  inclusion  in  the  Annual  Town  Report. 

During  the  past  year,  the  volume  and  complexity  of  work  in 
the  Legal  Department  increased,  as  was  expected.  It  is  fair  to 
assume  that  this  trend  will  continue  with  the  growth  of  the 
Town. 

During  the  year,  all  cases  tried  were  resolved  in  the  Town's 
favor  and  no  financial  liability  was  sustained;  in  one  case  the 
Town  recovered  a  sum  of  money. 

During  the  year  1956,  I  expected  that  several  pending  cases 
against  the  Town  will  be  brought  forward  for  trial  and  there  is 
some  possibility  that  the  Town  may  be  held  liable  for  damage 
in  one  or  two  of  them.  Accordingly,  it  seems  wise  that  a  sum  of 
$500.00  be  appropriated  and  set  aside  for  the  settlement  of  small 
cases,  especially  since  experience  shows  that  early  settlements 
can  often  be  effected  at  nominal  figures,  if  payment  can  be  made 
promptly.  Heretofore,  the  legal  department  has  not  been  in  a 
position  to  make  use  of  this  mode  of  disposal  of  litigation,  since 
no  funds  were  available. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  say  again  that  all  of  the  De- 
partments with  which  I  have  worked  have  been  most  co-operative 
and  helpful.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  for  the  year 
1955  is  hereby  respectfully  submitted. 

The  year  1955  was  marked  by  a  greatly  increased  amount 
of  varied  highway  activities  which  are  comprehensively  sum- 
marized in  accordance  with  their  respective  categories  as 
follows: 

BRUSH:  The  Highway  Department  has  resumed  the  res- 
ponsibility of  mowing  and  cutting  roadside  brush.  The  pur- 
pose of  controlling  the  growth  of  brush  is  primarily  to  eliminate 
obscured  vision  of  motorists,  particularly  at  intersections  and 
to  prevent  damage  to  vehicles  due  to  overhang  along  the 
traveled  ways.  In  1955  the  sum  of  $2500.00  was  requested  but 
only  $2000.00  was  appropriated  which  sum  was  insufficient 
to   complete   the  work. 

Based  upon  the  experience  and  the  insufficient  appropria- 
tion of  1955,  it  will  be  necessary  to  appropriate  an  additional 
$500.00  for  1956  in  order  to  control  roadside  growth. 

SIDEWALKS:  A  new  sidewalk  was  constructed  under 
contract  on  the  easterly  side  of  North  Street  between  Pine  and 
Dale  Sreets  for  a  distance  of  525  feet.  Because  the  existing 
footpath  was  abandoned  by  the  1948  Relocation  and  because 
an  installation  in  accordance  with  the  new  line  would  place 
the  sidewalk  too  near  the  travelled  way,  the  Selectmen  retook 
the  strip  of  land  on  which  the  sidewalk  is  now  located. 

The  Highway  Department  constructed  a  sidewalk  on  the 
easterly  side  of  Spring  Street  from  Main  Street  to  Curve 
Street,  a  distance  of  2800  feet.  Consideration  was  given  to 
the  feasibility  of  constructing  the  sidewalk  back  to  the  County 
relocation  line.  In  addition  to  the  destruction  of  healthy  trees 
and  the  disturbance  to  abutting  property,  the  primary  rea- 
son for  the  selection  of  its  present  location  was  that  to  build 
the  sidewalk  on  the  line  would  have  exceeded  the  appropria- 
tion of  $6,300.00. 

There  was  considerable  delay  and  inconvenience  in  finish- 
ing the  project  due  to  both  the  necessary  priority  assigned  to 
other  additional  projects  and  the  flood.  An  unsuccessful  at- 
tempt was  made  to  incorporate  an  asphalt  curbing  which 
would  have  afforded  protection  to  pedestrians.  As  a  substi- 
tute posts  and  reflectors  were  set  along  the  edge  of  the  side- 
walk to  direct  traffic  from  interfering  with  pedestrian  travel. 

Because  it  appears  that  the  number  and  distance  of  isolated 
sidewalks  will  increase  it  will  be  necessary  in  the  future  to 
purchase  another  piece  of  equipment  suitable  for  plowing  them. 
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DRAINAGE:  A  large  culvert  on  South  Street  near  Noon 
Hill  which  was  broken  as  well  as  inadequate  to  carry  the  addi- 
tional surface  water  from  the  Longview  Development  was  re- 
placed with  a  36"  x  22"  metal  arch  type  culvert. 

Two  catch  basins  were  installed  in  Pleasant  Court  and  150 
feet  of  pipe  were  laid  to  connect  the  system  to  the  "Oak 
Street"  system  which  discharges  under  the  railroad  tracks. 
The  cost  of  the  drainage  in  and  from  Pleasant  Court  was  paid 
under  the  Betterments  Act. 

A  36"  metal  culvert  was  placed  under  the  tracks  of  the 
N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.  in  the  vicinity  of  Park  and  Oak 
Streets,  through  an  easement.  Part  of  the  work  was  done  by 
a  contractor  and  part  by  town  help. 

As  a  temporary  expedient  to  the  drainage  problem  on 
Frairy  Street  considerable  building  up  of  the  road  and  cutting 
of  the  gutter  has  relieved  some  of  the  water.  A  leach  basin 
was  installed  on  Philip  Street  to  dissipate  a  stand  of  water 
which  interfered  with  the  safe  movement  of  traffic. 

It  is  the  observation  of  the  Highway  Department  that 
many  serious  drainage  problems  exist  in  the  Town  and  that  as 
additional  buildings  are  constructed  more  problems  come  into 
being  without  solution  of  the  old  ones.  It  is  recommended 
that  each  year  some  of  the  existing  problems  be  eliminated  by 
the  installation  of  drainage  systems  in  accordance  with  en- 
gineering plans  and  practice. 

CHAPTER  81.  Under  the  Chapter  81  program  by  agree- 
ment with  the  District  Engineer  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  a  plan  for  routine  maintenance  and  improvement  was 
established  and  substantially  completed.  Plans  were  formulated 
in  the  spring  to  extend  surface  drainage  on  South  Street  Ex- 
tension. Because  the  flood  disrupted  plans  and  delayed  the 
work  the  funds  were  used  to  surface  2,000  feet  of  Pine  Street, 
and  1,450  feet  of  Causeway  Street. 

MAIN  STREET  WIDENING:  The  intersections  of  Main 
and  Spring  Streets  and  Main  and  Park  streets  were  improved, 
the  approaches  to  the  Main  Street  grade  crossing  were  made 
safer  and  a  widening  of  Main  Street  were  accomplished  as  one 
project.  The  work  included  the  installation  of  359  feet  of 
granite  curbing,  250  feet  of  which  was  set  in  front  of  Baxter 
Park.  Two  catch  basins  were  constructed  and  two  existing 
catch  basins  were  converted  to  manholes  to  provide  drainage 
for  the  additional  travelled  way  and  to  correct  the  unauthorized 
discharge  of  surface  water  onto  the  railroad  property. 

A  small  section  of  sidewalk  was  built  on  the  southerly 
side  of  Main  Street  over  the  extended  crossing  to  allow  for 
safe  pedestrian  travel  in  accordance  with  the  Order  of  Altera- 
tion of  the  County  Commissioners. 
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Two  control  islands,  appropriate  directional  and  regulatory- 
signs,  and  additional  street  lights  were  installed  at  the  inter- 
section to  promote  orderly  and  safe  direction  of  traffic. 

The  Railroad  installed  new  flashing  lights  on  the  north- 
westerly corner  of  the  track  intersection  and  added  another 
set  above  the  existing  one  on  the  southwesterly  corner. 

THE  FLOOD  OF  AUGUST  18  AND  19:  "Hurricane  Diane" 
which  was  predicted  to  strike  the  New  England  coast  with 
violence  veered  inland  from  the  coast  of  Virginia.  The  storm 
in  its  dissipation  deposited  unprecedented  amounts  of  water 
along  the  northeast  coast.  The  official  rainfall  for  August  18 
and  19  was  11.94  inches.  The  Highway  Department  in  co- 
operation with  the  Police  Department  erected  barricades  and 
signs  where  roads  were  closed  and  stationed  trucks  at  flooded 
areas  to  assist  motorists. 

The  greatest  amount  of  damage  occurred  on  graveled 
roads  and  along  the  shoulders  of  surfaced  roads.  Approximate- 
ly 87  feet  of  Farm  Street  was  washed  away  entirely. 

The  Town  has  received  $1,580.95  from  the  Corps  of  En- 
gineers of  the  United  States  Army  for  temporary  restitution 
of  public  facilities  and  will  receive  an  additional  $325.00  as 
Federal  participation  in  the  permanent  repairs  to  Farm  Street. 
Although  the  State  will  bear  almost  all  of  the  remainder  of  the 
costs  of  the  flood,  additional  defects  may  appear  in  the  spring. 
Since  the  cut-off  date  for  reimbursement  was  November  30, 
1955,  the  Town  will  have  to  pay  for  any  additional  damage 
that  appears. 

EQUIPMENT:  A  Fordson  Major  Tractor  and  front  end 
loader  was  purchased  last  year.  The  tractor  has  been  used 
daily  for  a  variety  of  purposes.  The  costs  of  operation  and 
its  use  has  made  it  a  very  efficient  acquisition  for  the  Town. 

Because  of  the  high  costs  of  repairing  the  1939  Brockway 
truck,  it  is  felt  that  it  will  be  more  economical  to  replace  it 
with  a  new  truck.  It  is  recommended  that  a  small  dump  truck 
and  plow  be  purchased  to  replace  the  Brockway. 

It  also  is  recommended  that  consideration  be  given  to  the 
purchase  of  another  self-unloading  sand  spreader  for  sanding 
icy  roads.  With  the  addition  of  another  spreader,  the  increased 
service  that  the  public  requires  will  be  available  at  a  reduced 
operational  cost.  One  man  can  operate  the  equipment  whereas 
three  men  are  required  with  the  present  outmoded  equipment. 
The  new  type  of  spreader  can  be  operated  at  a  speed  of  15-20 
miles  per  hour  as  against  the  slower  speed  of  3-5  miles  per 
hour  with  the  old  machinery.  The  list  of  towns  now  employ- 
ing the  newer  and  more  efficient  method  of  sanding  icy  roads 
is  a  long  one. 
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The  Buckeye  sand  spreader  which  was  purchased  second 
hand  in  1934,  which  is  used  for  covering  the  roads  after  asphalt 
has  been  applied  is  no  longer  serviceable.  Last  year  an  ar- 
ticle was  included  in  the  warrant  for  the  purchase  of  a  new 
one.  At  that  time  the  Highway  Department  was  willing  to  as- 
sume the  risk  of  its  use  for  another  season,  but  are  certain 
that  the  same  chance  cannot  be  taken  again  in  1956,  or  the  sur- 
facing program  will  be  impossible  to  complete. 

The  widening  which  averaged  fifteen  feet  provides  adequate 
room  for  the  safe  parking  of  vehicles  and  at  the  same  time 
allows  for  the  free  flowage  of  two  way  traffic. 

The  widening  and  improvement  was  done  by  the  High- 
way Department  with  the  assistance  of  State  engineers  and  was 
financed  by  the  State,  County,  and  Town. 

GENERAL:  Medfield  is  primarily  a  residential  commun- 
ity in  character  whose  inhabitants  are  employed  in  Boston  or 
other  surrounding  centers  of  business  and  industrial  activities. 
The  use  and  dependency  of  the  automobile  is  too  well  recog- 
nized to  restate  in  detail.  The  problem  of  unsafe  and  inade- 
quate highways  exists  at  local,  state,  and  federal  levels.  Legis- 
lators in  the  two  categories  recognize  the  full  import  of  both 
the  cost  and  time  element  involved  in  the  solution  of  one  of 
our  most  annoying  internal  problems  and  are  taking  appropri- 
ate action  to  provide  the  needs  of  their  respective  areas  of 
jurisdiction. 

The  following  excerpt  is  taken  from  Report  1336  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  84th  Congress: 

"There  are  two  basic  facts  which  are  recognized  and 
agreed  upon  by  all  concerned.  First,  the  whole  economy  of  the 
United  States  is  directly  dependent  upon  motor  vehicle  trans- 
portation. Secondly  we  are  failing  to  keep  our  highway  systems 
adequate  to  meet  our  needs  and  the  backlog  of  deficiencies  re- 
quired to  be  overcome  has  been  and  is  constantly  piling  up 
at  an  alarming  degree.  Unless  drastic  steps  are  taken  im- 
mediately, we  will  fall  further  and  further  behind  and  traffic 
jams  will  soon  stagnate  our  growing  economy." 

Some  of  the  above  quotation  can  be  aptly  applied  to  Med- 
field's  highway  problems.  Completion  of  reconstructing  route 
highways  alone  will  require  an  estimated  20  years.  Increased 
State  participation  or  Federal  Aid  would  reduce  the  time  ele- 
ment which  in  turn  is  now  controlled  by  the  amount  that  the 
State  has  available  for  allotment.  Other  roads  leading  to  cen- 
ters of  employment  and  business  such  as  South  and  North 
Street  will  require  future  consideration  for  reconstruction. 

The  drainage  problems  that  are  resulting  from  the  con- 
struction of  new  homes  are  being  created  faster  than  they  are 
being  solved.    Ponding  of  water  on  public  ways  constitute  a 
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dangerous  hazard  that  could  cause  serious  property  damage  or 
personal  injury.  Stands  of  water  are  also  annoying  inconven- 
iences to  motorists.  The  backlog  of  major  drainage  problems 
will  continue  to  accumulate  until  appropriations  are  made  to 
eliminate   them. 

In  conclusion,  the  Highway  Department  wishes  to  express 
its  thanks  to  the  Town  Counsel  who  worked  continuously  with 
the  Department  throughout  the  year  on  a  variety  of  prob- 
lems, to  Mr.  Charles  Cain,  the  State  Engineers,  the  Police  De- 
partment, other  Town  departments  and  the  people,  all  of 
whom  contributed  immeasurably  to  the  Highway  program 
during  1955.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  the  Report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Town  of  Medfield. 

The  Finance  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  is 
strictly  an  advisory  board  whose  custom  and  duty  are  to  rec- 
ommend appropriations  for  the  consideration  of  the  Citizens 
of  the  Town  at  Annual  and  Special  Town  meetings.  Each 
budgetary  item  of  every  town  department  as  well  as  every 
article  in  the  warrant,  which  have  an  appreciable  affect  on 
town  finance,  must  be  examined  with  extreme  care  by  the  Fi- 
nance Committee  either  giving  or  withholding  approval. 

The  Finance  Committee  also  has  the  full  responsibility  of 
administering  the  Reserve  Fund.  The  fund  is  established  and 
appropriated  by  the  voters  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  to 
cover  extraordinary  and  unforseeable  expenditures  for  all 
town  departments.  It  is  obvious  that  budgets  submitted  to  the 
committee  in  December  of  one  year  may  be  slightly  inadequate 
by  December  of  the  next  year.  The  committee  cannot  grant  a 
transfer  from  the  Reserve  Fund  unless  they  are  reasonably 
convinced  that  the  request  is  for  an  extraordinarly  or  unfore- 
seen expenditure. 

This  past  year,  in  addition  to  sessions  required  by  ap- 
propriations review,  regular  meetings  were  held  monthly. 
Many  of  these  meetings  were  held  in  joint  sessions  with  Town 
Organizations,  Town  Departments  and  appointed  committees — 
all  in  the  interest  of  resolving  town  problems  and  of  sound 
planning  both  present  and  long  range. 

A  policy  of  subcommittees,  i.e.  the  assigning  of  members 
of  the  Finance  Committee  to  each  and  every  town  department, 
will  be  initiated  in  1956.  These  subcommittees  will  act  as 
liaison  between  town  departments  and  this  committee  to  make 
for  more  effective  understanding  and  awareness  of  mutual 
problems  for  the  best  interests  of  the  town. 

The  Finance  Committee  was  instrumental  in  bringing  be- 
fore the  Town  the  idea  of  affiliation  with  the  Central  Purchas- 
ing Agency  of  Massachusetts.  This  was  done  after  collabora- 
tion with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  all  Town  Departments. 
This  affiliation,  if  adopted,  will  place  at  the  town's  disposal  the 
consulting  services  and  benefits  of  an  experienced  purchas- 
ing agent  with  the  advantages  of  quantity  buying  at  a  min- 
imum  cost. 
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In  conclusion  to  all  town  departments,  organizations  and 
individuals  who  aided  us  throughout  the  past  year  we  say 
THANK   YOU.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEMORIAL,  PUBLIC  LIBRARY

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  People  of  Medfield: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1955. 

The  year  1955  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  library.  At 
the  Town  Meeting  in  March,  $2,000  was  voted  for  the  purpose 
of  remodeling  a  part  of  the  basement  into  a  Children's  Room. 
This  work  was  well  underway,  until  the  floods  and  rains  of 
the  fall  season  caused  a  delay,  as  the  masonry  on  the  front 
of  the  library  and  the  roof  needed  repairs.  The  new  ceiling 
was  flooded  on  several  occasions,  but  has  held  up  so  far; 
the  new  bookcases  were  subjected  to  a  deluge  of  water,  but 
had  not  been  painted,  nor  was  the  new  electrical  work  dam- 
aged. However,  it  was  very  fortunate  that  the  new  floor 
had  not  been  laid,  as  there  were  2  -  3  inches  of  water  cover- 
ing the  entire  room.  We  hope  that  the  repairs  will  have  soon 
been  completed  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  open  the  room  in 
the  spring.  A  small  room  has  also  been  set  aside  as  a  periodi- 
cal room,  where  students  and  others  may  look  up  references 
listed  in  Reader's  Guide  to  Periodical  Literature. 

This  past  year  has  seen  nearly  200  new  applicants  for 
library  cards,  and  circulation  has  increased  3,566  over  1954. 
The  total  number  of  books  given  out  was  20,726.  In  addition 
to  this,  a  number  of  books  have  been  borrowed  on  request 
through  Interlibrary  Loan  from  the  Division  of  Public  Libra- 
ries, Department  of  Education.  We  have  spent  more  on  books 
this  past  year  to  meet  the  ever  growing  demand.  725  books 
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have  been  added  to  the  library,  214  of  which  were  juvenile, 
and  this  number  also  includes  142  books  which  were  donated 
to  the  library.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  AND  MOTH  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  Annual  Report  of  the  Tree  and  Moth 
Departments. 

During  the  past  year  the  usual  spraying  of  the  entire  road- 
sides for  the  control  of  the  Gypsy  Moth  and  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle 
was  carried  on.  It  was  unnecessary  to  apply  the  dormant  spray 
last  year  as  the  state  applied  an  aerial  spray  for  the  gypsy  moth 
and  which  also  was  applied  at  the  time  we  normally  spray  for 
the  Elm  Bark  Beetle.  As  it  will  again  be  necessary  to  apply  our 
dormant  spray  it  will  be  necessary  to  appropriate  $2400.00  for 
Moth  work  in  1956. 

This  past  year  we  had  an  increase  in  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease 
as  I  anticipated  and  because  we  received  only  $2000.00  at  the 
annual  town  meeting  I  found  it  necessary  to  return  at  a  special 
town  meeting  and  ask  for  an  additional  amount  of  $2300.00  to 
finish  the  trees  of  1955.  This  year  I  think  it  will  be  necessary  to 
appropriate  $4000.00. 

The  program  for  the  control  of  the  Poison  Ivy  was  carried 
on  the  same  as  in  previous  years,  covering  the  badly  infected 
areas  along  the  roadside.  There  is  a  definite  decrease  in  Poison 
Ivy  as  compared  to  five  years  ago.  I  recommend  that  $400.00 
be  appropriated  to  keep  it  on  the  decrease. 

There  is  still  a  lot  of  work  to  be  done  on  the  trees  in  Med- 
field to  repair  the  damage  caused  by  the  hurricanes  of  1954.  If 
the  trees  are  neglected  and  the  work  is  not  done  we  stand  a  good 
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chance  of  permanently  damaging  and  losing  some  of  our  trees 
through  the  entrance  of  disease  and  rot.  I  recommend  the  sum 
of  $4000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  Care  of  Trees  for  the  year 
1956. 

Although  we  planted  as  many  trees  this  past  year  as  we 
did  in  1954,  I  feel  that  we  should  be  planting  more  to  compensate 
for  those  trees  lost  in  the  hurricane  of  1954  and  through  the 
dread  Dutch  Elm  Disease  which  took  eighty-two  of  our  Elms 
in  1955.  I  recommend  that  we  increase  the  appropriation  to 
$500.00.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDFIELD  PARK  AND  PLANNING 
BOARD  FOR  THE  YEAR  1955 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  increasingly  rapid  growth  of  the  town  made  1955  a 
busy  year  for  the  Park  and  Planning  Board,  especially  in  con- 
nection with  the  administration  of  the  sub-division  control  regu- 
lations. It  is  anticipated  that  further  acceleration  in  the  rate  of 
growth  will  give  rise  to  many  and  varied  problems  in  this  ca- 
tegory. 

In  addition  to  the  Board  meetings  held  on  the  second  Thurs- 
day of  each  month,  numerous  special  meetings  were  held  re- 
garding applications  for  approval  of  new  sub-divisions  and 
changes  in  zoning.  The  following  public  hearings  were  held  re- 
garding sub-division  applications: 

(a)  August  11,  1955 — Medfield  Associates — Main  St. 

(b)  November  9, 1955— North  Ave.,  Inc.— South  St. 

(c)  December  28, 1955 — Fieldbrook  Const.  Co. — Nebo  St. 

Several  preliminary  plans  were  presented  at  different  times 
for  other  sub-divisions  but  final  applications  have  not  yet  been 
made. 

The  following  public  hearings  were  held  in  regard  to  changes 
in  zoning: 

(a)  March  2,  1955— JOHNSON,  Carl  H.,  Mill  St.— To  rezone 
from  Residential  to  Industrial. 

(b)  June  22,  1955— DeFOREST,  Henry;  and  MARVIN,  Alex- 
ander, West  Street  and  Mill  Street — To  rezone  from  Res- 
idential to  Industrial. 

On  June  29,  1955,  the  Planning  Board  held  a  special  meeting 
of  all  town  departments  for  the  purpose  of  acquainting  all  of 
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those  concerned  with  the  known  facts  regarding  definitely 
planned  building  programs,  and  to  invite  the  comments  and  sug- 
gestions of  other  town  departments  as  to  what  might  reasonably 
be  done  to  control  the  impending  rapid  growth  of  Medfield. 

An  amendment  to  the  zoning  by-law  was  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  and  accepted  by  the  Town  at  the  annual  town 
meeting.  This  amendment  limits  the  use  of  automobile  trailers 
for  dwelling  purposes. 

An  article  to  build  a  sidewalk  on  Spring  Street  from  Main 
Street  to  Curve  Street  was  inserted  in  the  town  warrant  by  the 
Planning  Board  and  was  favorably  voted  on  at  the  annual  town 
meeting.  The  sidewalk  has  now  been  completed. 

The  Board  inserted  a  clause  in  the  form  used  for  giving 
approval  to  a  sub-division  plan  to  insure  that  the  facilities  in- 
stalled by  the  developer  will  become  the  property  of  the  town, 
without  cost,  when  the  streets  are  accepted. 

The  Board's  requirements  for  street  and  sidewalk  construc- 
tion in  sub-divisions  were  revised  to  insure  better  construction 
in  streets  which  will  eventually  become  public  ways. 

The  town  parks  and  the  tennis  court  were  kept  in  good  con- 
dition throughout  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  respectfully  submit  the  report  for  the  Medfield 
Police  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1955. 

The  Town  of  Medfield  Police  Department  has  advanced 
since  the  turn  of  the  century  from  a  one-man  force  to  a  per- 
sonnel of  six  regulars  and  five  specials.  Today's  Police  Car,  and 
the  Town  Ambulance,  which  is  also  operated  by  the  Police 
Department,  are  equipped  with  two-way  radio  systems  that 
are  effective  twenty  four  hours  a  day. 

In  the  year  of  1955  there  were  recorded  twenty  personal 
injury  accidents   in  which  27  persons  were  injured.   Monthly 
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reports  and  an  annual  report,  tabulating  details  of  these  ac- 
cidents, are  sent  to  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  in  Boston. 
During  the  year  40  property  damage  accidents  were  reported. 
Motorists  booked  during  the  year  numbered  280.  Many  of 
these  cases  were  taken  to  the  local  court  and  the  usual  fine 
levied.  In  addition,  some  motorists  received  notice  of  suspen- 
sion of  license  of  seven  to  ten  days  or  longer  as  merited  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Registrar  of  Motor  Vehicles:  others  re- 
ceived written  Warnings.  Sixty-two  summons  were  served 
for  other  cities  and  towns.  Permits  issued  to  carry  and  to 
buy  revolvers  came  to  11.  Closed  houses  which  are  checked 
upon  request  during  vacations  or  the  absence  of  the  occupants 
totaled  67.  All  routine  complaints  and/or  problems  received  by 
telephone,  written  or  in  person  are  recorded  in  the  Day  Book 
and  on  a  Complaint  Card  and  then  cross-indexed  according  to 
type  of  complaint.  Recently  a  new  and  modern  system  of  keep- 
ing police  records  has  been  adopted.  This  total  for  the  year 
was  1189  indexed  as  follows:

Emergency  sick  calls  during  the  past  year  required  the 
ambulance  for  62  trips.  Each  trip  necessitates  a  minimum  of 
two  officers  and  in  some  cases  three.  The  average  call  from 
the  time  of  leaving  the  station  to  return  is  one  hour  to  two 
hours.  In  addition  to  sick  calls,  the  ambulance  responds  to  all 
emergencies,  including  motor  vehicles,  industrial,  school, 
athletic  contests  and  household  accidents.

General 

The  roster  of  the  Department  may  sound  impressive  but 
few  realize  that  two  men  cover  the  day  shift  8  A.M.  to  4 
P.M.,  two  men  cover  the  first  night  shift  4  P.M.  to  12  Midnight, 
two  men  cover  the  last  half  12  Midnight  to  8  A.M.  Each  man 
is  currently  entitled  to  one  day  off  in  seven.  The  Specials  are 
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used  when  the  Regulars  are  out  sick  or  on  vacation  and  for 
emergencies.  The  night  shifts  regularly  try  all  doors  and 
windows  of  public  buildings  as  well  as  all  places  of  business 
in  the  Town. 

During  five  days  of  the  week  one  man  covers  the  school 
traffic  in  the  square  and  the  other,  if  possible,  covers  school 
traffic  at  crossing  of  Dale  and  North  Street. 

The  cruiser  is  manned  by  one  man,  which  has  been  proven 
by  experience  to  be  less  satisfactory  than  having  two  men 
in  the  cruiser.  We  also  assist  in  the  rest  homes.  We  chair 
carry  invalids  or  crippled  people  upstairs  or  downstairs.  We 
are  called  upon  to  put  ill  persons  back  in  bed  when  those  in 
attendance  are  not  physically  able  to  do  so.  These  many  things 
that  we  are  called  upon  to  do  to  help  people  in  serious  need, 
we  are  only  too  glad  to  do.  There  are  a  few  occasions  when 
we  have  had  to  delay  performing  a  duty  due  to  lack  of  man- 
power but  we  have  always  maintained  the  policy  to  help  if  we 
possibly  can  and  at  the  time  requested. 

In  behalf  of  the  Police  Department  we  wish  to  thank  all 
the  citizens  of  the  Town  for  their  cooperation  in  keeping  this 
community  a  safe  one  in  which  to  live.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

January  9,  1956 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

Gentlemen: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 
for  the  year  1955. 

A  total  of  43  Old  Age  Assistance  cases,  4  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children  cases,  4  Disability  Assistance  cases  and  3  General  Relief 
cases  were  administered.  During  the  year  16  applications  for 
aid  were  received  and  processed.  Of  these,  eleven  were  approved 
and  five  denied. 

Aid  rendered  to  recipients  in  all  four  categories  was  as 
follows: 

Old  Age  Assistance  $38,486.33 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  5,949.96 

Disability  Assistance  3,155.02 

General  Relief  2,482.55 
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The  total  amount  of  money  recovered  in  all  categories  dur- 
ing the  year  1955  was  $3,290.39. 

The  "Medical  Care  Plan"  continues  in  operation.  Although 
administratively  this  plan  is  very  complex,  it  seems  to  be  op- 
erating efficiently.  The  cooperation  received  from  all  medical 
vendors  has  been  worthy  of  commendation. 

In  the  category,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  the  added  serv- 
ices have  continued  in  accordance  with  the  State  plan.  Our  serv- 
ice to  our  dependent  youth  sets  for  its  goal  the  future  citizen  of 
America,  his  stabilization  and  dependability  in  these  changing 
times. 

The  administration  of  the  Welfare  program  and  those  re- 
sponsible for  this  administration,  propose  to  give  the  best  serv- 
ice possible  to  our  recipients,  always  keeping  in  mind  the  tax- 
payer and  the  compliance  with  state  and  federal  regulations  at 
the  local,  district  and  state  levels. 

As  of  January  1,  1956,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  728  of  the 
Acts  of  1955,  a  Transportation  Allowance  of  $2.50  per  month  will 
be  granted  to  Old  Age  Assistance  recipients.  This  will  increase 
our  budget  by  about  $1,000.00  in  1956. 

There  seem  to  be  no  other  major  changes  in  Policies  and 
Procedures  anticipated  for  1956. 

Refresher  courses  are  conducted  by  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Welfare  at  state,  district  and  local  levels  for  personnel  from 
time  to  time. 

Mrs.  Doris  M.  Carr,  as  Agent  and  Mrs.  Helen  E.  Kennedy,  as 
Clerk,  have  continued  to  serve  this  Board  of  Public  Welfare 
commendably.  For  their  able  assistance  during  the  year  the 
Board  wishes  to  publicly  thank  them. 

In  conclusion,  this  Board  wishes  to  acknowledge  its  apprecia- 
tion to  the  town  officials,  doctors  and  private  business  men  and 
to  publicly  thank  them  for  their  excellent  cooperation  during  the 
year  1955.

It  will  be  noted  that  we  ask  for  an  appropiration  of  $30,300 
for  1956,  which  includes  materials  and  labor  on  private  property 
for  which  we  expect  to  be  repaid  in  the  amount  of  $10,000. 

Completion  of  the  new  well  and  pumping  station  has  been 
delayed  by  slow  deliveries  of  materials.  We  hope  to  be  in  opera- 
tion by  March  1,  1956,  after  which  time  we  will  no  longer  pur- 
chase water  from  the  Medfield  State  Hospital.  We  have  entered 
into  an  agreement  for  continued  joint  use  of  the  Hospital  stand- 
pipe,  until  such  time  in  the  future  as  it  becomes  advisable  for 
us  to  erect  our  own  standpipe.  If  the  system  continues  to  expand 
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at  its  present  rate,  we  must  look  forward  to  constructing  our 
own  standpipe  and  additional  pumping  facilities  within  about  5 
years.  We  are  now  negotiating  for  the  acquisition  of  a  favorable 
site  for  the  standpipe. 

The  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  has  unanimously  voted  to 
name  the  new  pumping  station  in  memory  of  the  late  Edwin  S. 
Evans,  whose  counsel  was  invaluable  in  the  design  and  construc- 
tion stages.  We  will  miss  his  advice  even  more  in  the  problems 
connected  with  initial  operation. 

We  are  asking  the  Town  to  approve  new  regulations  rela- 
ting to  water  main  extensions,  which  provide  for  assessments 
against  the  property  owners  benefitted.  We  believe  this  will  re- 
sult in  a  more  equitable  distribution  of  costs,  as  compared  to  the 
present  regulations,  under  which  only  the  immediate  water  tak- 
ers are  required  to  contribute.

Report  of  the  School  Committee 

To  the  Citizens  of  Medfleld: 

In  the  year  just  passed,  your  School  Committee  has  tried, 
without  prejudice,  to  justly  administer  its  obligation  to  the 
townsfolk.  Hundreds  of  school  problems  have  been  explored 
and  decisions  reached,  to  achieve  the  greatest  benefit  for  the 
greatest  number. 

Outside  of  the  abnormal  growth  in  its  school  population 
(which  is  appearing  everywhere  in  the  country)  Medfield's 
school  administrative  problems  have  been  satisfactorily 
solved.  With  the  increasing  demands  being  made  upon  its 
schools,  School  Committee,  superintendent,  principals  and 
faculty,  Medfield  may  well  expect  an  increase  in  school  re- 
quirements in  the  years  ahead.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able 
to  note  that  the  citizens  of  Medfield  have  voted  to  triple  the 
size  of  the  Memorial  elementary  school  during  1955  and  that 
the  new  construction  should  be  ready  for  use  in  September 
of  1956.  Believing  that  this  step  did  not  constitute  the  final 
one  in  the  problem  of  school  housing,  the  School  Committee 
asked  for  the  appointment  of  a  group  to  study  the  matter  of 
the  acquisition  of  additional  land  for  school  purposes.  Such  a 
committee  is  now  actively  at  work. 

Educationwise,  Medfield  stands  somewhat  above  the  mid- 
dle group  in  its  population  level.  The  town  may  pride  itself 
in  having  a  Class  "A"  high  school  and  above-average  super- 
visory staff  and  faculty.  Ten  accredited  colleges  accepted 
the  graduates  of  the  1955  high  school  class.  The  School 
Committee  realizes  that  not  all  parents  can  afford  to  send 
their  children  to  college.  You  will  be  interested  in  knowing 
that  the  Medfield  school  system  provides  adequate  training 
for  those  who  cannot  continue  their  education.  Such  stu- 
dents may  pursue  courses  designed  to  equip  them  for  busi- 
ness or  the  trades.  It  is  significant,  however,  to  emphasize 
that  your  Medfield  schools  can,  and  do,  produce  education  on 
a  level  acceptable  to  accredited  colleges.  Your  School  Com- 
mittee has  assiduously  sponsored  and  supported  programs 
which  encourage  greater  individual  responsibility  on  the  part 
of  the  students  in  continuing  their  education  on  higher  levels 
after  graduation. 
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The  Committee  is  dedicated  to  produce  the  best  in  edu- 
cation and  its  administration  for  the  youth  of  Medfield,  con- 
sistent with  the  economy  of  the  town.  It  represents  the  big- 
gest problem  of  this  Committee.  Progress  to  date  is  encour- 
aging, but  to  aspire  to  a  high  standard  is  one  thing,  to  achieve 
it  another. 

The  reports  submitted  in  the  following  pages  by  the 
superintendent,  principals  and  department  heads  have  been 
studied  and  passed  by  your  School  Committee.  They  are 
self-explaining,  factual  and  recommended  for  study. 

During  1955  you  voted  to  reduce  the  membership  on  the 
School  Committee  from  six  to  five,  the  change  to  take  effect 
at  the  annual  election  in  March,  1956.  An  odd  number  should 
prove  to  be  more  practical  than  an  even  one  in  the  case  of 
divided  opinion  on  the  part  of  the  Committee.  This  change 
was  made  at  the  suggestion  of  the  present  Committee,  not 
because  of  any  lack  of  harmony  now  existing,  but  because 
the  perplexity  of  the  problems  soon  to  confront  this  body 
will  almost  inevitably  render  a  unanimous  decision  unlikely. 

One  of  the  most  signficant  contributions  you  voters  of 
Medfield  can  make  to  your  schools  is  the  encouragement  and 
support  of  a  program  of  high  standards  of  education  for  your 
most  sacred  trust — your  children!

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Medf ield 

Mrs.  Aylward  and  Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  transmit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  superintend- 
ent of  the  Medf  ield  public  schools,  it  being  the  fourth  such  re- 
port compiled  since  the  town  withdrew  from  the  superintendency 
union. 

The  Tidal  Wave 

"The  tidal  wave  of  students  is  sweeping  through  our  ele- 
mentary schools  approaching  the  secondary  schools,  and  will  en- 
gulf our  colleges  and  universities  in  a  few  short  years.  These  stu- 
dents will  enter  our  elementary  schools  in  ever-increasing  num- 
bers for  at  least  six  more  years  since  the  number  of  births  in  the 
United  States  has  now  reached  an  all-time  peak.  The  sheer  im- 
pact of  unprecedented  numbers  will  force  us  to  explore  every  re- 
source and  exert  every  effort  to  prepare  for  their  coming.  In 
these  years  of  relative  peace  and  quiet  it  is  difficult  for  us  to 
prepare  ourselves  for  a  time  when  we  shall  be  confronted  with 
at  least  twice  our  present  number  of  students.  The  fact  remains 
that  they  are  already  born.  We  know  the  time  of  their  coming  — 
we  can  count  them  now." 

"For  every  two  (elementary)  classrooms  we  had  in  the  Uni- 
ted States  last  year  (1954)  another  must  be  built  within  six 
years." 

"It  may  bring  the  picture  into  clearer  focus  if  we  realize 
that  for  every  three  students  now  attending  high  school,  there 
will  be  four  in  1960  and  five  in  1965." 

These  quotations  are  taken  from  a  brochure  just  published 
by  the  American  Association  of  Collegiate  Registrars  and  Admis- 
sions Officers. 

Is  the  Tidal  Wave  Being  Felt  in  Medfield? 

The  rise  in  our  school  population  through  last  October  1  — 
the  official  census  date  for  school  enrollments  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  —  had  been  steady  rather  than  spectacular. 
Sometimes  this  sort  of  growth  may  prove  to  have  been  more 
troublesome  in  the  long  run  since  it  has  been  so  gradual  as  to  es- 
cape the  notice  of  the  average  citizen.  Those  of  us  who  are 
charged  with  the  duty  of  providing  an  adequate  school  program 
for  an  expanding  population  are  keenly  aware  of  the  cumulative 
effect,  however.  Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  following  tabula- 
tion as  prepared  for  our  official  returns  to  the  Commonwealth:

Are  Our  Increasing  Costs  in  Line  with  Increasing  Enrollments? 

While  the  two  tabulations  given  above  are  not  strictly  com- 
parable, since  they  cover  different  portions  of  the  school  year, 
the  writer  has  made  a  general  comparison  for  the  three  years 
he  has  served  as  superintendent.  From  1952  to  1955,  enrollment 
climbed  from  498  (see  above)  to  656  —  a  gain  of  158  pupils.  Di- 
viding 158  by  498  we  get  a  figure  of  31.7%  gain  in  enrollment. 
During  the  same  three  years,  our  school  appropriation  climbed 
from  $124,207  to  $152,768.  This  was  a  gain  of  $28,561.  Dividing 
$28,561  by  $124,207  we  find  the  increase  was  at  the  rate  of  22.9%. 
Thus  we  can  point  to  an  increase  of  22.9%  in  our  costs  while  our 
enrollment  was  going  up  31.7%.  We  have  achieved  this  result 
only  by  the  most  careful  management  and  such  "sitting  on  the 
lid"  will  not  be  possible  much  longer  in  the  face  of  steadily- 
climbing  prices  for  all  the  goods  and  services  we  have  to  buy. 
Our  budget  for  1956  will  have  to  show  a  substantially  heavier 
rate  of  increase. 

What  Steps  Must  We  Take  to  Meet  the  Onsushing  Flood? 

Although  the  new  addition  to  the  Memorial  elementary 
school  will  practically  double  our  existing  elementary  classroom 
space,  it  will  probably  take  us  no  further  than  1958  and  not 
through  1960  as  planned.  We  can  expect  about  two  years  before 
we  face  serious  overcrowding  once  again  in  our  high  school 
building  after  we  relieve  the  pressure  next  September  by  trans- 
ferring North  Street  pupils  to  the  new  wing  at  Memorial  and 
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using  North  Street  for  our  junior  high  school  grades.  For  in- 
stance, in  1956  we  shall  graduate  30  from  our  high  school;  in 
1958,  35;  in  1960,  50;  in  1963,  70;  in  1965,  81.  This  is  based  on  the 
actual  count  of  pupils  presently  enrolled  in  our  schools,  taking 
no  account  of  any  growth  in  enrollments. 

Basing  our  calculations  upon  a  modest  increase  in  enroll- 
ment of  10%  per  year  and  reckoning  our  newly-enlarged  facilities 
as  capable  of  housing  1060  pupils  (High  School  250,  North  Street 
210,  Memorial  600)  our  student  population  should  reach  990  by 
October  1,  1959  and  1090  by  October  1,  1960,  thus  completely  us- 
ing up  every  available  space.  But  the  fallacy  in  this  sort  of  cal- 
culation is  two-fold — in  the  first  place  we  have  every  reason  to 
believe  that  the  growth  of  our  population  will  not  follow  in  any 
such  orderly  progression  as  indicated  above  and  in  the  second 
place  we  cannot  maintain  an  adequate  program  of  high  school 
work  simply  by  finding  space  to  shelter  students  from  the 
weather.  It  would  seem  wise  to  plan  some  sort  of  expansion  of 
our  high  school  facilities  to  be  ready  for  use  within  three  years 
and  to  acquire  additional  land  to  permit  such  expansion.  It  would 
also  appear  to  be  wise  to  start  to  think  about  further  expansion 
of  our  elementary  buildings  within  the  next  five  years.  You 
have  already  requested  the  town  to  make  a  study  of  acquiring 
additional  land. 

As  you  are  aware,  every  new  family  that  arrives  in  Medfield 
is  furnished  with  a  census  card  upon  which  to  list  the  names  and 
ages  of  its  children  who  will  be  attending  our  schools.  This  is 
done  through  the  kind  co-operation  of  the  "Welcome  Wagon."  So 
closely  were  we  able  to  keep  check  upon  new  arrivals  last  year 
that  we  came  within  one  pupil  of  the  actual  enrollment  when  we 
opened  schools  last  September. 

Not  only  is  the  question  of  adequate  housing  of  our  pupils 
to  be  a  troublesome  one  but  the  matter  of  proper  transportation 
is  also  likely  to  be  vexatious.  We  must  overhaul  our  bus  system 
pretty  drastically  before  September,  1956  to  provide  for  those 
who  have  a  legal  claim  to  such  transportation.  It  appears  that 
a  heavy  increase  in  the  costs  of  our  bus  system  will  be  inevitable. 

The  Termination  of  a  Long  Career 

One  of  the  events  of  the  past  year  in  our  public  schools  that 
is  worthy  of  special  mention  occurred  on  June  30,  1955,  when 
Dorothy  J.  Brown  (Mrs.  Ralph  R.  Brown)  ended  twenty -nine 
years  of  service  as  a  teacher  and  principal  in  the  Medfield 
schools.  Having  attained  #the  minimum  retirement  age,  she  was 
released  from  her  duties  at  her  own  request  and  to  the  deep 
sense  of  personal  loss  on  the  part  of  countless  of  our  citizens. 
She  has  moved  to  Vermont  with  her  husband,  who  also  ended  a 
long  career  in  public  service  in  1955.  Mrs.  Brown  was  tendered  a 
testimonial  banquet  on  June  16, 1955,  arranged  by  the  entire  com- 
munity with  the  Parent-Teacher  Association  having  general 
oversight  of  the  details.  In  honor  of  the  occasion  the  Selectmen 
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of  Medfield  issued  a  special  proclamation  which  is  here  repro- 
duced in  full  and  at  the  banquet,  as  you  will  recall,  Chairman 
Henry  R.  DeForest,  on  behalf  of  the  School  Committee,  presented 
Mrs.  Brown  with  a  framed  testimonial  scroll,  the  wording  of 
which  appears  immediately  following  the  selectmen's  proclama- 
tion.

In  the  field  of  Instrumental  Music,  we  have  been  so  well 
pleased  with  the  service  rendered  us  on  a  substitute  basis  by 
Mr.  Robert  P.  Kelley  of  Dedham  that  we  have  made  no  attempt 
to  fill  this  position  on  a  permanent  basis.  Because  of  the  pro- 
visions of  newly-adopted  law  governing  the  certification  of  teach- 
ers, Mr.  Kelley  is  not  eligible  for  such  an  appointment.  He  has 
continued  to  make  remarkable  progress  with  the  orchestra  and 
all  of  us  received  a  big  thrill  at  the  Westwood  football  game  on 
last  Thanksgiving  Day  when  the  high  school  band,  which  he  had 
organized  and  coached,  made  its  first  appearance  on  the  Medfield 
side  of  the  field.  Because  of  the  disbanding  of  the  Medfield  Com- 
munity Orchestra,  many  of  the  incidental  expenses,  such  as 
repair  of  instruments  and  purchase  of  music,  formerly  borne  by 
that  group  will  now  have  to  be  absorbed  in  our  regular  budget. 

Changes  in  Principalships 

Upon  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  Dorothy  J.  Brown  as  supervis- 
ing principal  of  our  elementary  schools,  your  Committee  saw 
fit  to  elect  Mrs.  Maude  S.  Washburn  to  that  position.  Mrs.  Wash- 
burn has  taught  in  the  Medfield  schools  since  1942. 

Because  the  pressure  of  increasing  duties  has  meant  that 
the  superintendent  of  schools  can  no  longer  serve  as  principal 
of  the  high  school,  your  Committee  elected  Mr.  Charles  P.  Mains, 
who  has  been  teaching  in  Medfield  since  1949,  to  that  principal- 
ship.  Mr.  Mains  continued  to  serve  as  head  coach  of  football  and 
his  team  turned  in  a  fine  showing  of  5  wins,  2  losses  and  1  tie. 

Both  these  changes  became  effective  September  1,  1955. 

THE  SUPPLY  OF  TEACHERS 

A  great  deal  of  publicity  is  being  given  to  the  scarcity  of 
teachers,  and  justifiably  so.  Superintendents  of  schools  through- 
out the  country  are  resorting  to  all  manner  of  expedients  in  an 
effort  to  find  enough  teachers  to  cover  necessary  assignments.  A 
great  many  of  the  larger  school  systems  which  once  upon  a  time 
insisted  upon  a  minimum  of  two  years  of  successful  teaching 
before  appointing  anyone  to  their  staffs  are  now  eager  to  sign 
up  candidates  even  before  they  complete  their  formal  training. 
This  makes  it  very  difficult  for  communities  the  size  of  Medfield 
to  recruit  sufficient  teachers  especially  on  the  basis  of  the  wholly 
inadequate  and  out-dated  salary  scale  we  have  been  using  up 
to  the  present.  I  have  repeatedly  called  attention  to  this  unhappy 
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state  of  affairs  and  it  is  most  gratifying  to  realize  that  our 
School  Committee  is  well  aware  of  the  problem  and  is  adjusting 
salaries  to  meet  the  crisis.  It  must  be  pointed  out  that  we  can 
no  longer  console  ourselves  with  the  thought  that  we  are  doing 
as  well  as  towns  of  our  size  elsewhere  in  the  Commonwealth  — 
we  must  instead  do  our  level  best  to  approach  the  salary  sched- 
ules of  those  more  populous  and  affluent  communities  who  are 
seeking  to  entice  our  teachers  away  from  us.  In  the  words  of 
Theodore  Roosevelt:  "We  stand  at  Armageddon  and  we  battle 
for  the  Lord."  This  would  appear  to  be  the  proper  point,  there- 
fore, to  introduce  our  next  topic. 

INCREASE  IN  STATE  AID  —  AND  INAUGURATION  OF 
FEDERAL  AID  —  IN  MEETING  SCHOOL  COSTS 

As  you  are  aware,  the  writer  is  extremely  active  in  the  mat- 
ter of  trying  to  obtain  more  help  from  the  Commonwealth  in 
meeting  our  local  school  costs.  He  is  serving  on  four  separate 
committees  working  upon  this  problem.  Massachusetts  is  lag- 
ging behind  badly  in  the  matter  of  State  Aid  to  schools — the  na- 
tional average  is  about  40%  of  costs  reimbursed  to  cities  and 
towns  by  the  State — while  in  this  Commonwealth  only  about 
16%,  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  new  buildings,  is  refunded  to  muni- 
cipalities. On  the  Federal  level,  the  prospects  seem  bright  for  the 
passage  of  legislation  that  would  provide  up  to  40%  of  the  cost 
of  new  school  buildings.  The  writer  is  also  very  active  in  that 
field  and  during  the  past  year  he  has  attended  two  nationwide 
conferences  on  the  problem — without  any  expense  to  Medfield. 

WASHINGTON  TRIP 
When  it  was  decided,  three  years  ago,  that  the  Washington 
Trip  was  becoming  too  much  of  a  burden  and  should  be  aban- 
doned, it  was  agreed  that  the  then-freshman  class  should  be  the 
last  one  that  could  expect  to  make  this  trip  under  school  aus- 
pices. Since  that  is  the  Class  of  1956,  the  group  planning  to  go  to 
Washington  next  April  will  be  the  last  one  according  to  present 
expectations.  Not  only  does  the  matter  of  raising  adequate 
money  interfere  with  most  other  high  school  activities,  the  prob- 
lem of  adequate  supervision  and  proper  accommodations  during 
the  trip  itself  is  a  hard  one  to  solve.  Many  schools  descend  upon 
Washington  at  that  season  of  the  year.  The  thoughtless  actions 
of  some  tend  to  spoil  it  for  all.  Medfield  itself  enjoys  an  enviable 
reputation  because  of  the  restraint  with  which  our  young  people 
conducted  themselves.

The  Medfield  Community  Chest  and  the  Salvation  Army 
have  assisted  several  of  our  pupils  during  the  past  year  and  I 
am  sure  those  who  have  been  helped  would  say  that:  "A  friend 
in  need  is  a  friend  indeed." 

The  Medfield  Parent-Teachers  Association  is  broadening  the 
scope  of  its  helpful  activities  with  each  passing  year.  During 
1955,  in  addition  to  the  usual  prizes  and  awards,  the  Association 
inaugurated  the  "Alton  H.  Hartford  Prizes"  to  be  given  to  one 
boy  and  one  girl  in  the  graduating  class  of  the  high  school  who, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  high  school  principal,  the  superintendent 
and  the  president  of  the  Association,  best  exemplify  the  qualities 
of  good  conduct,  consistent  effort,  courtesy,  cooperation  and 
punctuality.  It  was  especially  gratifying  to  have  Mr.  Alton  H. 
Hartford,  whose  many  years  of  service  as  principal  of  Medfield 
High  School  is  thus  honored,  make  the  first  awards  in  person  at 
graduation  last  June.  The  Association  also  inaugurated  a  prize 
speaking  contest  for  high  school  students.

The  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  make  it  possible 
for  one  of  our  girl  students  to  share  in  the  "Good  Citizen  Award" 
program. 

The  changes  necessitated  by  our  steady  growth  have  been 
brought  about  with  a  minimum  of  confusion  because  of  the 
splendid  cooperation  of  every  member  of  our  staff.  We  believe 
our  present  system  is  equal  to  the  strain  because  of  the  careful 
planning  and  hard  work  of  those  who  laid  its  foundations. 

The  tolerant  and  patient  attitude  on  the  part  of  the  School 
Committee  together  with  its  very  real  endeavor  to  withhold 
judgment  until  all  the  facts  are  available  has  probably  been  the 
greatest  single  factor  in  maintenance  of  the  high  morale  that 
prevails  throughout  our  schools.  Such  a  happy  state  of  affairs 
means  that  our  students  learn  by  practice  as  well  as  by  precept 
the  fundamental  lessons  of  living  together  in  dignified  citizenship.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
HANNAH  ADAMS  PFAFF  HIGH  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the 
Hannah  Adams  Pfaff  High  School. 

This  report  covers  the  activities  of  the  school  through  the 
calendar  year  ending  on  December  31,  1955.  I  have  served  as 
Principal  since  September  1,  1955. 

The  graduating  class  of  June  8,  1955  numbered  27.  The  num- 
ber of  students  starting  their  Freshman  year  was  49.  While  only 
27  pupils  graduated,  the  seventh  grade,  housed  in  this  building, 
brought  in  56  students.  The  year  1955  marks  the  first  time  that 
there  have  been  two  Freshman  classes.  This  situation  will  be  re- 
lieved greatly  when  the  Junior  High  is  moved  over  to  the  North 
Street  School. 

Of  the  27  members  of  the  Class  of  1955  who  graduated  last 
June,  6  are  enrolled  for  higher  education  at  Middlebury  College, 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  Regis  College,  Univer- 
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sity  of  Massachusetts,  Framingham  State  Teachers  College  and 
Perry  Kindergarten  Normal  School.  Our  graduates  were  also 
accepted  at  Dartmouth  College,  University  of  Notre  Dame,  Mt. 
Holyoke  College  and  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute  but  could 
not  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities  because  of  conflicting 
plans.  The  armed  services  have  claimed  5  of  the  graduates  and 
of  the  remaining  16  all  are  gainfully  employed. 

Medfleld  High  School  has  recently  been  admitted  to  mem- 
bership in  the  New  England  Association  of  Secondary  Schools 
and  Colleges,  entitling  our  graduates  to  full  certification  priv- 
ileges for  college  entrance.

It  should  be  noted  in  passing  that  to  be  considered  for  these 
scholarships  a  student  must  make  formal  application  upon  a 
prescribed  form.  These  completed  applications  are  then  carefully 
screened  by  a  faculty  committee  which  checks  only  the  record 
and  does  not  know  the  name  of  the  applicant.  While  not  detract- 
ing in  any  way  from  the  praise  due  those  who  win  these  awards, 
some  credit  should  be  given  those  students  who  do  not  file  an 
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application  because  they  have  already  won  other  recognition  and 
who  wish  to  see  the  honors  more  widely  distributed  among  their 
classmates. 

The  General  Court  has  established  25  "Commonwealth" 
Scholarships  for  freshmen  entering  the  University  of  Massachu- 
setts.

For 
two  consecutive  years  our  graduates  have  placed  Medfield  in 
the  select  list  of  25  high  schools  so  honored  —  Louise  Allen  Fish- 
er having  won  the  coveted  award  in  June  1954  and  Priscilla  Ger- 
trude Ehnes  having  repeated  the  accomplishment  in  June  1955. 

The  dual-control  driver  training  car  was  again  donated  by 
the  Fred  C.  Browne  Company  of  Walpole.  Millis  and  Medfield 
share  the  car  for  their  driver  training  classes. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  time  to  publicly  thank  the  faculty, 
students  and  townspeople  for  assisting  me  in  making  my  ex- 
perience as  principal  a  most  enjoyable  one.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  ELEMENTARY 
PRINCIPAL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

This,  my  first  annual  report  as  supervising  elementary 
principal,  will  be  brief  as  it  covers  only  the  last  few  months  of 
1955. 
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It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  the  good  school  order  I  inherited 
from  my  predecessor,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Brown,  and  to  draw  atten- 
tion to  the  harmonious  relations  that  exist  between  school  com- 
mittee members,  the  superintendent  of  schools,  and  the  teach- 
ing staff.  With  such  conditions  there  could  be  but  one  result: 
a  year  of  satisfactory  progress  and  educational  attainment. 

It  is  my  aim  as  supervising  principal  to  maintain  the  well 
organized  school  that  is  the  product  of  the  carrying  out  of  sys- 
tematic professional  and  ethical  standards. 

The  two  elementary  schools  have  15  regular  classroom  teach- 
ers and  426  students. 

All  of  us  who  work  with  the  students  in  the  elementary 
school  believe  that  the  reading  program  is  of  the  greatest  im- 
portance. The  aim  of  reading  is  primarily  the  comprehension  of 
the  meaning  and  content  of  sentences.  The  objective  of  phonics 
is  to  acquire  ease  in  the  pronunciation  of  words.  Since  the  goal 
of  each  differs,  we  are  scheduling  the  reading  and  phonics  sep- 
arately in  the  first  three  grades,  where  we  build  our  foundation. 

In  behalf  of  the  teachers  I  desire  to  express  appreciation  of 
the  thoughtfulness  and  personal  interest  of  the  school  commit- 
tee members,  the  superintendent,  and  the  Medfield  citizens  with 
regard  to  the  staff  and  pupils  of  the  elementary  schools.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  PROGRAM 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

We  hereby  submit  the  report  of  the  School  Health  Activities 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1955: 

Duties  of  the  School  Health  Personnel: 

1.  Physical  examinations  of  all  new  pupils.  This  includes 
all  pupils  not  having  had  a  physical  examination  in  three 
years  and  pupils  playing  football. 

2.  Control  of  communicable  diseases. 

3.  Consultations  with  the  Faculty  on  psychological  prob- 
lems. 

4.  Rendering  First  Aid. 

5.  Regular  examinations  of  hair. 

6.  Testing  all  pupils'  eyes  and  ears  every  year  and  notifica- 
tion to  parents  of  any  defects  found. 

7.  Weighing  and  measuring  all  pupils. 

8.  Establishing  good  personal  hygiene  among  the  children. 

9.  Promoting  and  conducting  a  Dental  Clinic. 
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10.  Arranging  with  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital  for  the  Sen- 
ior Class  to  have  a  chest  X-ray  for  the  determination  of 
of  Tuberculosis. 

11.  Arranging  with  doctors  and  the  school  department  for 
special  clinics  such  as  the  polio  and  the  pre-school  clinic. 

12.  Making  home  visits  whenever  necessary. 

Pre-School  Physical  Examinations: 

A  pre-school  clinic  was  held  in  May  for  the  purpose  of  register- 
ing pupils  entering  public  school  in  September.  Each  pupil  was 
given  a  physical  examination  by  Dr.  Stagg  with  a  parent  present. 
Thus  the  parent  was  given  the  opportunity  to  talk  with  the  doc- 
tor about  the  child.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  VOCAL,  MUSIC 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Using  the  note  and  rote  system,  listening,  rhythmic  and  cre- 
ative activities,  the  music  education  program  for  the  children 
throughout  the  school  system  is  based  on  the  assumption  that  it 
will  evoke  great  joy  and  sustained  appreciative  attitudes. 

The  Elementary  School  children  have  presented  a  Christmas 
program  consisting  of  several  parts;  a  Nativity  pageant,  debat- 
ing, chorus,  rhythm  band  and  dancing. 

A  combined  High  School  Girls'  Group  and  Glee  Club  offered 
a  varied  program  at  the  spring  concert.  During  the  year  the 
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group  had  an  opportunity  to  learn  to  sing  many  types  of  songs 
ranging  from  popular  through  semi-classic  and  classical.  Un- 
fortunately due  to  crowded  conditions  and  an  overloaded  cur- 
riculum the  Glee  Club  was  not  resumed  this  September.  It  is  in- 
teresting to  note  that  the  Girls'  Choral  Group,  an  elective  course, 
has  almost  tripled  in  size  during  the  past  three  years.  In  Decem- 
ber the  Choral  Group  participated  in  a  Christmas  pageant  en- 
titled "The  Story  of  Christmas  Carols."  Four  girls  from  the  Sen- 
ior class  have  been  selected  by  judges  outside  the  school  to  sing 
in  the  All-State  chorus  at  the  Massachusetts  Music  Educators' 
Conference  in  Pittsf ield  during  the  first  week  of  April  1956.  This 
is  a  distinct  tribute  to  the  Medfield  schools. 

It  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  because  of  the  varied  and 
diversified  music  program  the  students  will  grow  socially,  edu- 
cationally, intellectually,  and  emotionally,  as  well  as  musically. 

They  receive  individual  satisfaction  as  well  as  the  satisfac- 
tion of  group  participation  and  obtain  an  appreciation  and  love 
of  good  music  that  will  lead  to  even  broader  cultural  develop- 
ment.

The  Industrial  Arts  program  as  conducted  at  the  high  school 
is  separated  into  two  divisions;  namely,  the  Junior  High  School 
Classes  and  the  Senior  High  School  Classes. 

On  the  Junior  High  School  level,  through  class  instruction, 
the  students  acquire  a  fundamental  knowledge  in  the  manipula- 
tive skills  of  hand  tools.  Although  the  majority  of  the  projects 
made  are  along  the  woodworking  line,  some  metal-work  is  done 
towards  the  end  of  the  eighth  grade. 

In  the  Senior  High  School  the  students  choose  Industrial 
Arts  as  an  elective.  If  they  have  it  two  periods  a  day  it  is  con- 
sidered a  major  subject.  Their  projects  are  along  the  mechanical 
and  electrical  lines. 

Proper  planning  and  drawing  up  of  projects  are  being 
stressed.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  DRIVER 
EDUCATION  AND  TRAINING 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  Driver  Education  program  consists  of  behind-the- wheel 
training  along  with  classroom  instruction. 

The  classroom  period  comes  once  a  week.  Here  the  student 
acquires  a  better  understanding  of  the  motor  vehicle  laws, 
causes  and  prevention  of  accidents  and  the  mechanics  of  the 
automobile  in  general. 

The  road  training  is  conducted  after  school  hours.  Students 
gain  the  manual  dexterity  of  driving  along  with  the  proper  driv- 
ing attitudes. 

After  the  student  has  acquired  a  driver's  license  and  upon 
completion  of  the  classroom  instruction,  he  is  awarded  a  Driver 
Education  Certificate  from  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles.  This 
certificate  entitles  the  student  to  a  reduced  rate  for  compulsory 
automobile  insurance. 

Again  this  year,  through  the  courtesy  of  Fred  C.  Brown  of 
Walpole,  the  school  has  utilized  a  new  Ford,  which  has  helped 
to  make  the  Driver  Education  program  a  success.

REPORTS 


FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31.   1956 


REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  Board  was  organized  on  March  6th  at  7:00  P.M.  with  Joseph  A. 
Roberts,  Chairman;  Herbert  B.  Burr,  Clerk,  and  Joseph  L.  Marcionette, 
third  member. 

Regular  meetings  were  held  on  Tuesday  evenings  at  7:00  P.M. 
throughout  the  year  in  addition  to  many  executive  sessions  and  ground 
meetings. 

Space  will  not  permit  a  complete  discussion  of  all  the  Selectmen's 
activities  but  a  report  of  the  more  important  ones  follows. 

HIGHWAYS:    Chapter  90  Construction  of  High  Street. 

In  1954  the  State  alloted  $10,000.00,  the  County  alloted  $5,000.00 
and  the  Town  appropriated  $5,000.00  to  start  the  reconstruction  of  High 
Street  between  Medfield  and  Walpole.  Because  the  amount  was  too 
little  to  start  construction,  the  funds  were  carried  over  by  a  Memoran- 
dum of  Agreement  until  1955.  In  1955  the  same  amounts  were  made 
available,  making  the  total  amount  $40,000.00. 

The  specifications  called  for  work  on  about  2700  feet  of  the  street. 
Approximately  1750  feet  to  be  completed,  455  feet  of  advance  fill  and 
530  feet  of  advance  cut. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  who  draws  the  specifications, 
advertises  and  opens  the  bids,  notified  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  June 
28,  1955,  that  the  bids  were  as  follows: 

Northeastern   Construction   Co.  $43,169.25 

Manning  Construction  Co.  48,048.00 

William  P.  Capone  Corp.  48,955.00 

The  Department  recommended  and  notified  the  lowest  bidder  of 
the  award  of  the  contract. 

Allowance  for  traffic  officers  and  contingencies  in  addition  to  the 
contractor's  price  brought  the  total  amount  required  to  $46,829.21. 
Since  the  amount  available  was  $6,829.21  less  than  the  amount  required 
the  work  was  reduced  by  eliminating  the  finished  surface  and  some 
advanced  drainage  that  will  be  installed  with  the  next  section. 

Although  the  final  payment  has  not  been  made  to  the  Contractor, 
it  is  anticipated  that  the  cost  will  be  less  than  $40,000.00. 

In  1956  the  State  alloted  $15,000.00,  the  County  alloted  $5,000.00, 
and  the  Town  appropriated  $5,000.00,  a  total  of  $25,000.00  for  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  work.  It  was  felt  that  it  was  more  practical  and  eco- 
nomical to  carry  over  the  1956  funds  and  use  them  with  funds  obtained 
in  1957.     It  is  hoped  that  the  funds  will  be  sufficient  to  complete  the 
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highway  between  Granite  and  Forest  Streets  (3000')  and  to  install  about 
1200  feet  of  advanced  drainage  to  the  brook  that  flows  into  Stuart's 
Pond. 

The  distance  between  Forest  Street  and  the  Walpole  line  is  3600 
feet  and,  although  construction  plans  are  not  available,  it  is  estimated 
that  it  will  be  1961  before  the  highway  is  completed  to  the  Walpole 
line  if  the  present  rate  of  obtaining  funds  prevails. 

The  last  section  from  Plain  Street  to  the  Walpole  line  will  have  to 
be  incorporated  in  one  contract  with  the  Town  of  Walpole  since  each 
terminus  is  a  dead  end. 

Because  Chapter  90  Construction  will  undoubtedly  continue  for  a 
period  of  many  years,  it  is  felt  by  the  Selectmen  that  the  voters  will  be 
interested  in  a  background  of  the  procedure  of  the  program. 

Therefore,  the  following  brief  account  of  the  steps  in  their  chrono- 
logical order  is  presented. 

In  the  Fall  of  each  year  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  holds  a 
hearing  in  the  Court  House  at  Dedham  in  conjunction  with  the  County 
Commissioners.  At  that  time  the  selectmen  of  the  towns  present  the 
projects  and  the  amounts  requested  to  accomplish  them. 

Before  the  Town  Meeting  the  Department  notifies  the  Town  of 
the  disposition  of  its  requests  and  the  amounts  alloted. 

At  the  Town  Meeting  the  Town's  share  is  appropriated.  After  the 
Town  Meeting  the  Town  Clerk  forwards  two  certified  copies  of  the 
vote  to  the  Department  and  the  Director  of  Accounts. 

The  Department  discusses  the  general  problems  with  the  local 
officials  and  then  proceeds  to  make  the  engineering  surveys  and  draw 
the  specifications.  The  specifications  are  advertised  by  the  Department 
and  publicly  opened  by  them.  Local  officials  are  then  notified  of  the 
bids  with  the  Department's  recommendation  that  the  lowest  bidder  be 
awarded  the  contract  and  further  that  the  contractor  has  been  so  noti- 
fied and  that  the  contracts  are  being  prepared  by  them. 

The  Selectmen,  in  behalf  of  the  Town,  sign  the  contract  with  the 
construction  contractor  and  one  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
which  includes  the  contract  with  the  construction  contractor. 

Included  in  the  contract  is  the  estimates  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  of  the  amounts  of  every  item  of  construction.  The  contractor 
bids  on  the  basis  of  the  item  cost,  as  well  as  the  total  cost  of  the  quantity. 
The  resident  engineer  keeps  a  record  of  all  quantities  of  work  done. 
If  there  is  less  of  the  item  than  was  estimated  he  is  paid  only  for  the 
quantity  at  the  item  price;  if  the  amount  is  greater  than  estimated  he  is 
paid  for  the  quantity  at  the  unit  price. 
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Periodically  the  resident  engineer  submits  work  done  to  date  to 
the  Engineer  of  his  district. 

The  quantities  are  checked  against  the  amounts  estimated  and 
are  sent  to  the  Department  in  Boston  for  further  verification.  The 
Commissioner  and  Associate  Commissioners  certifies  an  itemized 
amount  of  work  completed  with  a  recommendation  and  authorization 
to  pay  the  contractor  a  part  of  it. 

Since  the  town  has  originally  borrowed  the  State  and  County  share 
the  County  and  State  reimburses  the  town  from  time  to  time  as  the 
work  progresses.  The  amounts  reimbursed  discharge  the  loan.  Pay- 
ments are  made  to  the  contractor  upon  proper  authorization  and  in  turn 
the  town  receives  payments  from  the  County  and  State  until  the  road 
is  completed  and  final  payments  are  made. 

CHAPTER  90— MAIN  STREET  WIDENING.  In  1955  Main  Street 
was  widened  to  the  County  line  from  Spring  Street  to  Park  Street  with 
funds  obtained  from  the  State,  County,  and  Town. 

In  1956  the  State  alloted  $1200.00,  the  County  $600.00  and  the 
Town  appropriated  $600.00  for  the  widening  of  Main  Street  from  Pleas- 
ant Street  as  far  as  the  Congregational  Church.  The  total  of  $2400.00 
has  been  carried  over  by  agreement  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  until  1957. 

This  year  $1400.00  has  been  requested  of  the  State,  $700.00  of  the 
County,  providing  the  Town  appropriates  $1200.00.  An  extra  $500.00  is 
included  in  the  Town's  share  to  pay  for  straight  curbing  to  be  set  in 
front  of  the  Congregational  Church.  The  State  will  not  participate  in 
the  cost  of  the  straight  curbing. 

The  total  amount  available  for  this  widening  will  be  $5700.00  and 
will  be  completed  this  year. 

CHAPTER  718.  In  September  of  1956  the  Legislature  passed 
Chapter  718  which  is  entitled  "An  Act  Providing  for  An  Accelerated 
Highway  Program."  Fifteen  million  dollars  was  apportioned  among 
the  cities  and  towns  according  to  a  formula.  Medfield's  allotment  was 
$11,758.59. 

The  funds  can  be  used  only  for  the  original  construction,  extension, 
or  widening  of  public  ways  including  sidewalks. 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  best  project  for  the  application  of  the  funds  is  the 
continued  widening  of  Main  Street  between  Miller  Street  and  Park 
Street. 

The  Town  must  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  funds  but  the 
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action  of  the  Town  will  not  affect  the  tax  rate  because  the  Town  will 
have  received  its  payment  from  the  State  in  advance  and  it  must  be 
used  as  an  estimated  receipt  by  the  Assessors  in  computing  the  tax  rate. 

STREET  RELOCATIONS.  In  the  past  the  Selectmen  have  dis- 
cussed the  need  for  the  relocation  of  many  of  our  ancient  ways  and  yet 
some  misunderstanding  still  prevails. 

The  existing  public  ways  of  the  Town  constitute  the  framework 
around  which  the  future  will  be  built;  recreational  facilities,  homes  and 
developments,  and  business  and  industrial  areas.  The  opportunity  exists 
now  to  take  the  land  necessary  with  a  minimum  of  hardship  to  the 
adjoining  homes  and  a  minimum  of  costs  for  land  damages.  As  homes 
are  built  along  the  public  ways  the  opportunity  to  provide  for  adequate 
roads  will  be  decreased  due  to  the  costs  involved. 

With  the  lost  opportunity  to  acquire  the  land  that  will  be  needed 
to  straighten  and  widen  the  roads  as  conditions  may  require,  will  also 
be  lost  the  qualifications  necessary  to  obtain  State,  County,  and  prob- 
ably Federal  participating  funds  for  roads  that  do  not  meet  their  design 
standards. 

It  is  equally  essential  that  the  people  understand  the  need  for 
acquiring  land  upon  which  they  will  construct  their  roads  as  it  is  to 
understand  the  need  for  acquiring  the  land  upon  which  to  build  their 
schools,  public  buildings,  and  recreational  areas  of  the  future. 

TURNPIKE  BRIDGE.  Turnpike  Bridge,  so  called,  which  crosses 
the  Charles  River  on  Main  Street,  Route  109  at  the  Millis-Medfield  line 
was  built  in  1909. 

The  travelled  way  of  the  bridge  is  only  twenty-three  feet,  four 
inches  wide  which  is  further  reduced  by  two-foot  gutters  on  either  side 
and  the  approach  grades  on  either  side  are  3.30%  both  of  which  cause 
a  dangerous  condition  of  travel. 

The  Selectmen  of  Millis  and  Medfield  petitioned  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  to  survey  the  bridge  and  to  consider  widening  it. 

On  November  21,  1956,  the  Selectmen  received  a  letter  from  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  stating  that  the  widening  of  the  bridge  and 
the  rebuilding  of  the  approaches  have  been  included  in  its  construction 
program.  It  is  expected  that  the  bridge  will  be  completed  sometime 
during  the  summer  of  1957. 

POLICE.  On  November  30,  1955,  the  last  Chief  of  Police  reached 
the  retirement  age.  In  the  previous  July  an  examination  was  given  to 
establish  a  list  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Bceause  of  an  appeal  no  list  of 
eligibility  could  be  established  until  January  1956. 
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The  three  officers  who  passed  the  examination  have  been  employed 
as  inter-mittent  officers  rather  than  full-time  officers. 

Because  the  selection  of  a  chief  of  police  will  be  one  that  will, 
under  normal  circumstances,  continue  for  a  period  of  approximately 
thirty  years,  the  Selectmen  feel  that  before  making  a  decision  they 
should  be  certain  that  it  will  be  the  one  that  will  meet  the  approval  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  Town,  not  only  for  the  present  but  during  the  full 
tenure  of  office. 

PURCHASING  AGENT.  By  Article  55  of  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing of  1956,  the  Town  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  a 
contract  for  consultive  services  available  to  the  several  officers,  com- 
mittees and  boards  of  the  Town  in  the  purchase  of  supplies,  materials, 
equipment  and  commodities  and  appropriated  $225.00  to  meet  the  cost 
of  the  service. 

The  several  departments  and  boards  have  cooperated  with  the 
Purchasing  Agent  to  the  fullest  extent.  In  reply  to  an  inquiry  to  all 
departments,  the  departments  have  reported  that  savings  were  not 
realized. 

Considerable  number  of  calls  have  been  made,  correspondence  sent 
and  time  consumed  in  attempting  to  save  money.  Since  it  is  evident  that 
it  has  cost  money  in  attempting  to  save  it  the  Board  does  not  recommend 
that  the  contract  be  renewed. 

In  conclusion,  the  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  all  the  Town  officials 
with  whom  they  have  had  the  pleasure  of  working  during  the  past 
year.  Particularly  deserving  of  commendation  are  the  many  officials 
who  contribute  without  remuneration  their  time  to  the  interests  of 
the  Town. 

It  continues  to  be  an  honor  to  serve  the  citizens  of  the  Town  and  to 
have  had  the  opportunity  of  assisting  them  in  the  many  problems  that 
have  arisen  during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  VETERANS'  AGENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Gentlemen: 

Financial  assistance  during  the  first  six  months  of  1956  was  more 
of  a  requirement  than  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  The  principal 
reason  being  temporary  lay-offs  because  of  seasonal  unemployment. 
Applications  were  made  by  Veterans,  and  their  dependents,  of  World 
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War  II  and  The  Korean  Emergency.  However,  no  applications  were 
received  from  veterans  or  their  dependents  of  World  War  I. 

After  proper  authorization  from  the  Office  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Veterans'  Services,  State  House,  Boston,  Mass.,  the  town  of  Medfield 
receives  one-half  of  the  amount  expended  on  settled  cases  and  the 
full  amount  expended  on  unsettled  cases. 

All  applicants  are  granted  financial  assistance  after  a  complete 
investigation  by  the  Veterans'  Agent  of  the  veteran  and/or  dependents 
and  they  are  found  to  be  in  need.

The  total  amount  of  revenue  from  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  for 
this  category,  for  the  period  August  1955  to  March  1956  inclusive,  as 
their  share  of  the  expenditure  on  Veterans'  Benefits  was  $594.80.

In  Medfield  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  acts 
as  Veterans'  Agent  and  the  Director  of  Veterans'  Services  is  appointed 
at  a  salary.  I  believe  that  with  an  increase  in  salary,  the  Director  of 
Veterans'  Services  could  handle  the  two  offices.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

January  8,  1957 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the 
year  1956. 

A  total  of  45  Old  Age  Assistance  cases,  4  Aid  to  Dependent  Chil- 
dren cases,  5  Disability  Assistance  cases  and  6  General  Relief  cases 
were  administered.  Seventeen  applications  for  aid  were  received  during 
the  year.  Fifteen  were  found  eligible,  approved  and  aid  was  rendered. 
Two  were  denied. 
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Aid  rendered  to  recipients  in  all  categories  was  as  follows: 

Old  Age  Assistance  $43,433.83 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  4,305.41 

Disability  Assistance  4,844.19 

General  Relief  1,415.80 

Monies  paid  out  to  other  towns  in  behalf  of  Medfield  settled  cases 
in  all  categories  was  $1,219.15. 

The  constantly  rising  medical  costs,  a  problem  to  everyone,  is  an 
ever  present  and  serious  problem  in  Public  Welfare.  The  waning  years 
of  life  are  most  often  the  years  of  high  medical  costs.  Seventy-five 
per  cent  of  our  recipients  are  over  65  years  of  age.  As  administrators 
of  local,  state  and  federal  funds,  we  should  be  and  are  seriously 
concerned  with  this  problem. 

During  the  year  1956  two  major  changes  were  effected: 

One:  Due  to  the  rising  cost  of  living,  our  State  Standard 
Budget  Adjustment  was  increased  from  14.2  to  20%  over  the  State 
Standard  Budget  as  of  July  1,  1956. 

Two:  Under  the  Social  Security  Act,  federal  reimbursement 
in  Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  and  Disability 
Assistance  to  cities  and  towns  was  increased.  This  increase  aver- 
ages Approximately  $4.00  per  case. 

For  their  able  assistance  during  the  year,  the  Board  wish  to  pub- 
licly thank  Helen  E.  Kennedy,  Senior  Clerk,  and  Doris  M.  Carr,  Agent, 
who  have  continued  to  serve  this  Board  of  Public  Welfare  com- 
mendably. 

In  conclusion,  for  their  excellent  cooperation  during  the  year  1956 
this  Board  of  Public  Welfare  wishes  to  acknowledge  its  appreciation 
and  to  publicly  thank  the  Town  Officials,  Doctors  and  private  business 
men.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We  hereby  respectfully  submit  our  Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1956. 

We  have  issued  licenses  to  dealers  selling,  buying  or  transporting 
Methyl  Alcohol  or  Wood  Alcohol,  so-called,  or  any  preparation  other 
than  Shellac  or  Varnish;  the  manufacturing  of  Ice  Cream;  and  a 
license  to  Funeral  Directors  for  the  establishment  and  maintaining  of  a 
Funeral  Home. 

The  garbage  collection  contract  was  renewed  and  collections  were 
made  twice  a  week  during  the  summer  months  and  once  a  week 
during  the  winter  months. 

The  Medfield  School  Dental  Clinic  is  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Board  of  Health  and  all  children  in  the  elementary  building  were 
examined.  Treatment  has  been  started  on  all  children  desiring  work 
at  the  clinic. 

There  is  one  patient  at  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital  for  Tubercu- 
losis, and  one  at  the  Rutland  State  Sanitorium. 

The  number  of  communicable  diseases  reported  to  the  Board  of 
Health  we  are  certain  does  not  reflect  the  actual  number  of  cases. 
Please  bear  in  mind  also  that  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  family  to 
report  this  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Health. 

There  were  five  Polio  Vaccine  Clinics  held  during  the  year  and 
we  expect  to  continue  the  polio  vaccine  immunization  program  through 
the  end  of  this  school  year  and  after  that  we  will  follow  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

During  the  year  several  complaints  were  taken  care  of  by 
members  of  the  board.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  AND  MOTH   DEPARTMENTS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  Report  of  the  Tree  and  Moth  Depart- 
ments. 

During  the  past  year  the  usual  spraying  of  the  entire  roadside  trees 
for  the  control  of  the  Gypsy  Moths,  Tentcaterpiller,  and  the  Elm 
Leaf  Beetle  was  carried  on.  I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $1,000.00 
for  1957. 

This  past  year  we  had  an  increase  in  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease  to  a 
record  number  of  135  trees  killed  with  the  dread  disease.  Even  if  the 
Moth  Department  had  been  granted  the  $4,000.00   originally  recom- 
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mended  for  the  control  of  this  disease  instead  of  the  $2,200.00  it 
received,  it  would  not  have  been  sufficient.  It  was  necessary  to  return 
to  a  special  town  meeting  late  in  the  year  for  more  money  and  as  of 
December  31,  1956  there  are  still  59  dead  Elms  standing.  We  also 
sprayed  all  town  elms  with  a  dormant  spray  to  control  the  Elm  Bark 
Beetle,  the  carrier  of  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease.  I  recommend  the  amount 
of  $9,200.00  be  appropriated  for  1957. 

The  program  for  the  control  of  Poison  Ivy  was  carried  on  the 
same  as  in  previous  years  covering  the  badly  infested  areas  along  the 
roadside.  There  is  a  definite  decrease  in  Poison  Ivy  as  compared  to 
five  years  ago.  I  recommend  that  $400.00  be  appropriated  to  keep  it  on 
the  decrease. 

There  is  still  a  lot  of  work  to  be  done  on  the  trees  in  Medfield 
to  repair  the  damage  caused  by  the  hurricanes  of  1954.  If  the  trees 
continue  to  be  neglected  and  the  work  is  not  done  we  stand  a  good 
chance  of  permanently  damaging  and  losing  some  of  the  trees  through 
the  entrance  of  disease  and  rot.  I  recommend  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  be 
appropriated  for  the  Care  of  Trees  for  the  year  1957. 

Our  tree  planting  program  has  been  carried  out  this  past  year  the 
same  as  usual,  but  we  are  slowly  getting  behind  the  number  of  trees 
removed  each  year.  I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $500.00  for  the 
Planting  of  Trees  in  1957.

NORFOLK  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

Report  to  Town  of  Medfield 

Chapter  341  was  enacted  by  the  Legislature  on  May  19,  1956  creat- 
ing the  Norfolk  County  Mosquito  Control  Project.'  On  July  1,  1956 
actual  Mosquito  Control  operations  began.  The  22  towns  within  the 
project  include:  Avon,  Bellingham,  Canton,  Dedham,  Dover,  Fox- 
borough,  Franklin,  Holbrook,  Medfield,  Medway,  Millis,  Milton,  Need- 
ham,  Norfolk,  Norwood,  Plainville,  Randolph,  Sharon,  Stoughton, 
Walpole,  Westwood,  and  Wrentham. 

The  aggregate  annual  appropriation  for  the  project  is  $70,000.00. 
This  report  covers  the  period  from  July  1  to  December  1,  1956: 
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Annual  Appropriation  $1,988.00 

Expenditures  to  December  1  482.64 


Balance  $1,505.36 

On  August  2,  1956  a  human  case  of  Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis 
(Horse  Sleeping  Sickness)  was  reported  to  the  State  Health  Depart- 
ment. There  followed  in  rapid  succession  a  number  of  other  human 
cases  as  well  as  infections  in  horses  and  pheasants,  the  latter  believed 
to  be  a  reservoir  for  the  virus  disease. 

To  combat  the  outbreak  within  the  project  area,  funds  made 
available  by  the  State  were  used  by  the  project  in  the  town  of  Med- 
field  as  follows: 

Aerial  Spraying  625  Acres 

Mist  Blower  Spraying  500  Acres 


Total  Acres  Sprayed  1125  Acres 

In  addition  to  the  above  activities,  ditching  and  stream  clearance 
was  performed  along  Vine  Brook  for  a  distance  of  3,400  feet.

MEDFIELD   PARK  AND   PLANNING  BOARD 
Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1956 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Due  to  the  increased  amount  of  work,  the  Park  and  Planning 
Board  held  its  meetings  this  year  twice  a  month,  the  second  and  fourth 
Thursdays,  instead  of  just  the  second  Thursday.  In  addition  to  these 
regular  meetings  it  has  held  nine  special  meetings  for  the  purpose  of 
hearings  on  zoning  and  subdivisions. 

In  line  with  the  duties  of  the  Park  and  Planning  Board,  the  fol- 
lowing work  was  accomplished: 

(a)  ZONING  CHANGES— (1)  A  "C"  area  consisting  of  80,000  square 
feet  was  established  by  vote  of  the  Town  and  a  portion  of  land  in 
the  southerly  part  of  the  Town  was  placed  therein.  (2)  By  vote 
of  the  Town,  the  Zoning  Regulations  were  amended  to  prohibit 
the  use  of  Industrial  areas  for  residential  purposes.  (3)  By  vote 
of  the  Town,  the  Zoning  Regulations  were  amended  so  as  to  limit 
any  residential  lots  in  business  areas  to  the  requirement  of  "B" 
Residence  Districts. 
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(b)  SUBDIVISION  PLANS — About  seventy-five  plans  were  presented 
to  the  Board  for  inspection  and  signed  by  the  Board  as  "Approval 
Under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  Not  Required". 

(c)  SUBDIVISIONS  APPROVED — No  new  subdivisions  were  peti- 
tioned. Construction  work  on  four  subdivisions  was  closely  fol- 
lowed by  frequent  inspection  trips  in  conjunction  with  the  Super- 
intendent of  Streets  and  the  Water  Board. 

(d)  BAKER'S  POND — With  the  fine  cooperation  of  the  Selectmen  and 
the  Highway  Department,  this  pond  was  cleaned  of  silt  and  debris; 
the  sluiceway  was  rebuilt  and  the  perimeter  walls  were  pointed  up 
in  the  worst  places.  More  work  on  these  walls  should  be  done  in 
the  near  future.  The  Board  would  appreciate  the  cooperation  of 
the  townspeople  in  keeping  the  pond  in  as  good  condition  as 
possible. 

(e)  Hearings  on  Zoning  and  other  By-Law  changes  were  held  and 
several  referred  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  at  which  the  Planning 
Board  was  represented. 

(f)  By  vote  of  the  Town,  one  of  the  members  of  the  Board  served  on 
the  Land  Needs  Committee  for  the  Town. 

(g)  A  contract  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Stanley  C.  Fisher  of  Philip  Street 
for  the  care  of  Baxter  Square,  Baker's  Pond  area,  Metacomet 
Park,  and  the  Tennis  Courts. 

(h)     The  flag  pole  in  Baxter  Square  was  painted  as  usual. 

(i)     One  member  of  the  Board  is  working  with  the  Swimming  Pool 

Committee  which  plans  to  present  an  article  at  the  annual  town 
meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

The  Cemetery  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  our  report  for 
the  year  1956. 

Our  program  of  new  development  for  1956  was  of  token  value  and 
little  or  no  real  progress  was  made.  This  was  due  to  a  heavy  work  year 
in  the  maintaining  of  the  present  cemetery. 

As  the  Cemetery  grows  each  year  the  Commissioners  feel  that  in 
the  near  future  a  superintendent  should  be  employed,  using  the  seasonal 
growing  season  to  keep  the  grounds  in  condition  and  the  winter  months 
to  take  care  of  the  trees,  equipment  and  the  recording  of  the  business 
of  the  year  that  is  becoming  greater  each  year. 

The  present  system  is  not  satisfactory.  Your  Commissioners  cannot 
devote  enough  of  their  time  to  the  study  and  planning  necessary  to 
develop  modern  methods  of  operation  which  are  necessary  to  eco- 
nomically operate  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Town. 

We  are  basing  our  request  for  1957  on  last  year's  record  which 
shows  an  expenditure  of  $5,377.40  for  wages  alone  and  respectfully 
request  that  the  sum  of  $5,800.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  together 
with  $200.00  from  the  Sale  of  Lots  Fund.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEMORIAL  PUBLIC   LIBRARY 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
and  the  People  of  Medfield: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1956. 

The  completion  of  the  children's  room,  which  includes  pre-primary 
through  grade  six,  and  its  adjoining  periodical  room,  has  been  the  main 
event  of  the  year.  In  addition  to  the  regular  juvenile  books,  a  new  set 
of  Book  of  Knowledge  was  purchased  this  year,  particularly  for  this 
room.  More  shelf  space  is  needed  already,  and  will  be  added  the  first 
of  the  year.  A  new  brick  walk  has  been  laid,  leading  to  the  children's 
entrance,  and  a  new  sign  will  soon  be  erected  at  the  street  end  of  the 
walk,  indicating  that  we  have  a  children's  room,  particularly  for  the 
benefit  of  newcomers. 

STATISTICS 

Circulation  this  year  rose  to  a  new  high,  24,746,  an  increase  of 
4,020  over  1955.  292  new  cards  have  been  issued.  650  books  have  been 
added  to  the  library,  including  194  donations,  for  which  we  wish  to 
thank  the  donors  most  sincerely.  218  of  the  total  number  are  juvenile 
books.  We  have  borrowed  by  request,  49  books  from  the  Division  of 
Library  Extension,  on  Interlibrary  Loan. 

This  year  has  seen  so  many  more  good  books  in  the  non-fiction 
field,  than  in  the  popular  fiction  class,  that  it  is  difficult  to  choose  which 
to  list  in  this  report.  Also  space  does  not  permit,  unfortunately,  the 
listing  of  the  many  good  books  in  the  juvenile  group,  both  for  the 
younger  children  and  the  intermediate  group,  but  always  included  are 
the  Landmark  books,  with  their  background  of  history  and  the  lives 
of  famous  people.  Animal  and  nature  books  are  the  most  sought  among 
the  younger  readers,  career  books  and  sports  by  the  older  group. 

Membership  in  The  Book  of  the  Month  Club,  Literary  Guild, 
American  Garden  Guild,  The  Antiques  Book  Society,  and  for  the  chil- 
dren, Junior  Literary  Guild  and  The  Real  Book  Club,  obtains  for  the 
library  many  wonderful  books  for  which  we  would  otherwise  have  to 
pay  a  much  larger  price.  In  the  periodical  field,  we  have  acquired  this 
year  the  excellent  and  much  publicized  American  Heritage,  a  magazine 
in  book  form.

LOOKING  FORWARD 

This  coming  year  the  white  trim  on  the  outside  of  the  library  will 
have  to  be  painted,  and  we  hope  to  have  new  curtains  for  the  main 
room  to  replace  the  old  ones,  which  have  been  in  place  several  years, 
and  are  now  falling  to  pieces.  For  these  and  other  repairs,  for  the 
extra  salary  of  a  children's  librarian,  and  the  extra  cost  of  heating  and 
lighting  the  new  room,  the  library  trustees  are  asking  for  an  appropria- 
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tion  from  the  town  of  $2,500  together  with  the  usual  library  fines  and 
dog  tax,  to  assist  in  the  maintenance  costs  of  the  library,  which  existing 
Trust  Funds  are  inadequate  to  cover.  Salaries,  books,  periodicals,  utili- 
ties, supplies,  rebinding  worn  books  and  various  repairs  cost  $5,817.41 
in  1956,  which  figure  is  slightly  incomplete  at  the  time  this  report  is 
written.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  AND  SEWERAGE  DEPARTMENTS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  water  division's  business  continued  to  expand  in  1956,  although 
not  at  the  rate  we  anticipated.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a 
total  of  866  services  connected,  of  which  67  were  connected  in  1956,  as 
against  150  estimated  This  resulted  in  a  saving  of  $9,932,  which  will 
revert  to  the  general  funds,  except  for  such  amounts  as  were  trans- 
ferred to  other  uses  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  November  26.  We 
estimate  75  new  services  in  1957.  Our  budget  follows,  with  comparative 
figures  for  the  two  previous  years;  estimated  figures  are  indicated 
by  letter  (E):

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Our  request  is  for  an  appropriation  of  $22,500,  which  includes 
expense  of  service  materials  and  labor  for  which  we  estimate  a  repay- 
ment of  $5,500.  Anticipated  total  revenue  is  $38,500,  exclusive  of 
assessments  for  new  water  mains. 

The  new  Edwin  S.  Evans  Pumping  Station  was  put  into  partial 
service  in  March  and  went  on  the  line  officially  May  1,  since  which 
time  our  entire  needs  have  been  supplied  from  our  own  station,  while 
retaining  the  use  of  the  State  Hospital  stand-pipe  for  storage,  fire  pro- 
tection, and  emergency  service  in  case  of  break-down.  We  wish  to  thank 
the  Medfield  Garden  Club  for  their  assistance  in  landscaping  the 
Pumping  Station  property.  We  invite  all  interested  persons  to  contact 
the  Water  Superintendent  if  they  wish  to  view  the  Station. 

At  our  present  rate  of  growth,  we  anticipate  that  we  will  need  to 
start  engineering  studies  for  additional  pumping  facilities  within  one  or 
two  years  from  now.  Test  wells  put  down  in  1954  and  1956  indicate 
that  such  additional  facilities  can  be  located  on  the  property  now  owned 
and  that  the  underground  supply  available  is  adequate  for  several 
years  to  come. 

While  we  do  not  anticipate  the  need  of  erecting  a  stand-pipe  of  our 
own  until  after  such  additional  pumping  facilities  are  provided,  we  are 
continuing  our  investigation  of  feasible  sites  for  such  a  stand-pipe  so 
that  the  property  may  be  secured  before  it  is  taken  for  other  uses. 

We  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  new  truck  for  the  Water  arid 
Sewerage  Dept.,  since  the  present  truck  is  5  years  old  and  needs 
extensive  repairs.  We  feel  this  money  would  be  better  spent  towards 
a  new  truck. 

The  business  of  the  sewer  division  has  increased  of  late  years  only 
to  the  extent  of  the  additional  demand  put  on  the  sewer  beds  by  a 
rapidly  expanding  school  population.  It  seems  only  a  matter  of  a  few 
years  before  additional  beds  must  be  constructed  to  care  for  this 
problem.  However,  for  the  year  of  1957,  we  ask  only  for  an  appro- 
priation of  $2,000.

REPORT  OF  TOWN   NEEDS'  COMMITTEE 

At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  19,  1956,  it  was  voted  to 
continue  the  activities  of  the  committee  previously  appointed  to  look 
into  and  report  on  Town  needs  and  the  acquisition  of  land  for  school 
purposes. 

For  the  particular  requirements  of  their  departments,  representa- 
tives of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  were  directed  to  serve  with 
the  general  committee  and  work  out  whatever  recommendations  seemed 
necessary.  The  committee  would  therefore  like  to  report  on  the  investi- 
gations of  the  enlarged  group  and  thereafter  proceed  to  report  the 
activities  and  suggestions  of  the  originally  appointed  committee. 

The  immediate  requirements  of  the  Fire  Department  seem  to  be 
about  covered  by  the  space  they  occupy  in  the  basement  of  the  Town 
House,  but  they  anticipate  that  the  additional  equipment  which  they 
will  have  to  have  in  the  very  near  future  will  require  a  larger  space 
for  them  to  occupy.  In  addition,  we  are  advised  that  the  present  facili- 
ties, while  they  physically  house  the  equipment,  are  not  conductive  to 
proper  handling  and  speedy  exit  of  the  machines.  At  the  time  of  a  fire, 
the  area  becomes  congested  with  volunteers'  cars.  With  additional 
growth  of  the  town  and  increased  fire  equipment  requirements,  it 
seems  advisable  to  plan  for  a  new  building  to  take  care  of  fire  equip- 
ment. In  such  a  plan,  consideration  should  be  given  to  providing  a  place 
for  the  storage  of  the  Town  ambulance. 

The  Police  Department,  at  present,  should  be  able  to  carry  on  in  its 
present  quarters  until  the  force  is  considerably  expanded. 

The  Highway  Department  does  not  have  enough  space  to  store  its 
trucks  and  at  present  has  to  rent  from  private  owners  space  to  garage 
two  of  its  vehicles. 

This  is  the  background  and  these  are  the  problems.  Now  for  the 
solutions.  This  Committee  has  examined  several  sites  which  would 
provide  a  good  spot  to  place  a  new  fire  house  and/or  combination  Fire 
and  Police  Department  station.  After  considerable  study  and  after 
approaching  the  owners  of  the  most  likely  sites,  we  have  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  Town  already  owns  two  pieces  of  property  which 
would  meet  the  requirements.  First  is  that  land  by  the  side  of  Baker 
Pond  and  behind  the  Unitarian  Church.  The  second  is  the  land  on  the 
southwest  corner  of  North  Street  and  Dale  Street.  We  feel  that  while 
the  Police  Department,  at  present,  does  not  want  to  move  from  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  Town  square,  they  will  want  to  do  so  even- 
tually at  the  time  of  their  increased  expansion,  and  at  that  time,  should 
move  into  the  same  building  used  by  the  Fire  Department.  At  this 
point,  they  could  cover  each  other's  telephones  and  other  services 
undsr  certain  circumstances. 


To  sum  up,  we  suggest: 

1.  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  obtain  the  cost  of  the  con- 
struction of  a  combination  fire  and  police  station  on  town-owned  prop- 
erty bounded  on  the  east  by  North  Street  and  on  the  north  by  Dale 
Street,  and  to  bring  in  preliminary  plans  for  the  construction  of  such 
a  building  and  to  submit  these  to  a  subsequent  town  meeting. 

2.  We  move  that  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  be  appropriated  for  the 
above  mentioned  purpose. 

3.  Since  the  Town  also  owns  adequate  land  for  the  eventual  erec- 
tion of  inexpensive  buildings  to  house  the  Highway  Department 
vehicles,  that  no  land  be  acquired  for  this  purpose,  having  in  mind  that 
if  the  Fire  Department  moves  to  new  quarters,  the  space  they  now 
occupy  will  become  available  for  at  least  the  temporary  use  of  the 
Highway  Department. 

4.  As  you  know,  the  theatre  is  not  operating  at  present  in  the 
Town  House.  The  activities  of  almost  all  town  departments  and  com- 
mittees are  expanding.  There  is  constant  need  for  additional  rooms 
for  meetings  and  hearings.  The  theatre  section  has  grown  inadequate 
to  house  town  meetings  and  these  are  now  held  in  the  High  School 
auditorium.  We  feel  that  the  Town  House  space  is  not  being  properly 
utilized  and  therefore  suggest  that  an  architect  draw  plans  to  make 
the  best  use  of  this  space  for  the  benefit  of  the  town  officials  and  the 
public. 

We  have  a  firm  bid  from  an  architect  for  doing  this  work  in  the 
sum  of  1,500.00.  We  suggest  that  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  be  appropriated 
for  this  purpose  in  the  1957  Town  Meeting. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  like  to  report  that  your  Committee  has 
negotiated  to  acquire  approximately  60  acres  of  land  bounded  by 
Pound  Street,  South  Street,  and  Phillip  Street  for  the  use  of  the  School 
Committee  for  a  high  school  and  junior  high  school.  These  negotiations 
were  approved  at  the  Town  Meeting  of  November  26,  1956  and  purchase 
agreements  for  the  finalizing  of  these  transactions  have  been  completed. 
If  this  Committee  continues  in  existence,  it  will  pursue  its  research 
into  the  needs  of  parking  facilities  and  other  purposes  for  which  the 
Committee  was  formed,  having  in  mind  that  it  will  stear  clear  of  the 
activities  covered  by  other  committees,  boards  or  departments  of  the 
Town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FLOOD  LIAISON  OFFICER 

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  submit  the  first  and  final  report  of  my  activities  as  Flood 
Liaison  Officer  between  August  22,  1955  and  January  15,  1957. 

The  eastern  seaboard  was  alerted  for  "Hurricane  Diane"  by  the 
United  States  Weather  Bureau.  Instead  of  following  its  predicted 
course  along  the  coast,  it  turned  landward  and  flooded  the  northeastern 
section  of  the  country  on  August  18  and  19,  of  1955  with  11.94  inches  of 
rainfall. 

On  August  19th  at  10:00  A.M.  the  Board  of  Selectmen  issued  a 
Declaration  of  State  Emergency  and  in  accordance  with  Chapter  44 
Section  31  requested  an  overdraft  of  $15,000.00  from  the  Director  of 
Accounts. 

On  the  night  of  August  19th  and  until  the  water  sufficiently  sub- 
sided, barricades  were  erected  where  necessary  to  prevent  motorists 
from  being  submerged,  police  and  others  directed  traffic  around  the 
Town  inasmuch  as  the  Town  had  become  a  peninsula,  and  the  Highway 
Department  stationed  trucks  at  places  where  it  was  possible  to  ford  the 
rivers. 

A  hundred-foot  section  of  Farm  Street,  including  eighty-seven  feet 
of  the  retaining  wall,  was  washed  away.  The  wall  was  repaired  under 
contract  and  the  road  was  rebuilt.  The  Corps  of  Engineers  participated 
with  the  State  in  the  replacement  of  the  road. 

Other  streets  which  were  washed  out  were  Causeway  Street,  Plain 
Street,  Granite  Street,  Forest  Street,  Elm  Street,  Pine  Street,  Noon  Hill 
Street,  Rocky-Lane,  Millbrook  Road,  Dale  Street  and  Old  Rod  (a  fire- 
Street,  Rocky-Lane,  Millbrook  Road,  Dale  Street,  and  Old  Road  (a  fire- 
lane) — all  gravelled  roads.  Four  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty  tons 
of  gravel  were  used  to  repair  the  above  roads. 

A  section  of  the  stone  culvert  under  North  Street,  carrying  water 
from  Vine  Brook  to  Meeting  House  Pond,  collapsed.  The  culvert  was 
partially  rebuilt  and  the  road  restored. 

Culverts  and  catchbasins  were  repaired  on  Frairy  Street,  Upham 
Road,  Philip  Street,  Vinald  Road  and  High  Street. 

Because  of  the  danger  of  disease  from  overflown  cesspools  the 
Selectmen  instructed  the  Tree  Warden  to  have  an  aerial  spray  made. 
The  aerial  spray  cost  $712.50  and  was  not  reimburseable  by  the  State. 

Temporary  electrical  repairs  were  made  to  the  main  conduit  in 
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the  North  Street  School  and  later  permanent  repairs  were  made  by 
installing  an  overhead  service  from  the  service  entrance  to  the  meter 
board.  The  sump  pumps  at  the  North  Street  School  were  also  repaired. 

The  sewer  main  at  Frairy  Street,  Vinald  Road  and  Upham  Road 
was  repaired. 

The  Selectmen  made  attempts  to  persuade  the  Corps  of  Engineers 
to  clean  out  Vine  Brook.  The  Engineers  inspected  the  brook  but  found 
it  uneligible  under  Public  Law  875.  The  culvert  under  Brook  Street  was 
examined  and  found  to  be  free.  At  the  same  time  the  approaches  to 
the  culvert  was  deepened  and  the  brook  cleaned  for  about  150  feet  on 
the  downstream  side. 

In  the  summer  of  1956  a  36-inch  armco  metal  culvert  was  installed 
under  Harding  Street  to  replace  a  stone  culvert  that  had  collapsed. 

Under  date  of  January  25,  1957,  the  Town  received  its  last  claim 
for  reimbursement  from  the  Flood  Relief  Board.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

The  annual  report  of  the  Street  Department  for  the  year  1956  is 
herewith  submitted: 

BRUSH.  The  purposes  of  controlling  brush  growth  are  several.  The 
appearance  of  the  slopes  and  sides  of  the  roads  are  improved.  The 
elimination  of  brush  provides  in  some  areas  where  sidewalks  do  not 
exist  a  place  for  pedestrians  to  walk  as  well  as  a  turn  out  for  vehicles 
needing  repairs.  Damage  to  vehicles  from  overhanging  brush  particu- 
larly when  wet  or  laden  with  snow  is  prevented.  The  use  of  the  full 
width  of  the  roads,  which  in  many  instances  are  narrow,  is  afforded. 
Drifting  of  snow  on  to  the  highways  is  averted  when  there  is  no  brush 
to  hold  it  and  plowing  and  widening  can  be  made  without  interference. 
Among  the  many  practical  reasons  for  cutting  roadside  brush  as 
important  as  any  is  the  improved  vision  at  corners  and  intersections. 

In  addition  to  the  mowing  of  roadside  grass  along  the  public  ways 
brush  was  cut  along  South,  Granite,  Plain,  Curve,  Cross,  Philip,  Foun- 
dry, North,  Winter,  Green,  West,  Grove,  Bridge  and  Hartford  streets 
which  is  over  nine  and  one-half  miles  on  either  side  of  the  roads.

SIDEWALKS.  The  amount  appropriated  for  repairing  sidewalks 
has  remained  the  same  since  1947.  During  the  past  ten  years  there 
have  been  28  articles  in  the  warrants  for  the  construction  or  recon- 
struction of  sidewalks.  Only  seven  have  been  constructed  or  recon- 
structed.

PUBLIC  DUMP.  Refuse  is  pushed  over  weekly  by  the  Street 
Department.  Occasionally  the  rubbish  is  so  heavy  or  frozen  that  it  is 
necessary  to  hire  a  larger  machine. 

The  Street  Department  has  tried  over  the  years  to  facilitate  the 
dumping  of  refuse  by  providing  separate  areas  for  dumping  refuse  and 
brush.  The  general  area  for  dumping  has  been  shortened  by  hauling 
in  gravel  fill.  The  erection  of  a  fence  on  the  southerly  line  will  further 
reduce  the  area  and  the  cost  of  maintenance. 

With  the  improvement  of  the  dumping  area,  the  disposal  of  refuse 
by  the  townspeople  has  also  improved. 

It  is  anticipated  that  another  fence  will  have  to  be  erected  on  the 
westerly  side  of  Grove  Street  to  prevent  the  dispersal  of  papers  to  the 
lots  adjoining  Grove  Street  which  will  be  built  upon  in  the  future.

SNOW  AND  SANDING.  In  order  that  the  voters  understand  the 
snow  appropriation  it  is  necessary  that  they  realize  that  the  fiscal  year 
divides  the  winter  season.  Funds  appropriated  in  March  are  for  expen- 
ditures up  to  the  time  of  the  Town  Meeting  and  for  estimated  costs  up 
to  December  31st  of  the  same  year.  On  January  1  of  each  year  a  new 
budget  starts  although  there  is  no  appropriation. 

Although  weather  is  unpredictable  some  of  the  financial  elements 
of  uncertainty  are  eliminated  by  the  knowledge  of  the  actual  cost  of 
removing  snow  during  the  two  worst  months  of  the  year  which  occur 
before  the  town  meeting.  Appended  to  the  actual  cost  up  to  the  Town 
Meeting  is  a  normal  allowance  for  the  months  of  March  and  April,  the 
costs  of  dismantling  and  storing  equipment,  and  other  miscellaneous 
work.  In  the  Fall,  preparation  for  the  winter  are  made  by  painting,  if 
necessary,  the  plows,  repairing  lifts,  attaching  blades  and  frames,  check- 
ing the  engines  and  auxiliary  engines  of  the  equipment,  storing  salt, 
screening  sand,  erecting  snow  fence,  setting  guide  stakes  and  other 
miscellaneous  work.  An  allowance  for  plowing  and  sanding  during  a 
normal  month  of  December  is  made.  There  is  little  variance  in  the 
actual  cost  of  salt  and  sand.  From  the  above  it  should  be  evident  that 
although  there  are  some  contingent  factors  in  computing  a  snow  budget 
there  are  also  determined  factors  upon  which  to  predicate  a  reasonably 
accurate  budget  under  normal  seasonal  conditions.

CHAPTER  90  MAINTENANCE.  The  State  and  County  contribute 
on  a  tertiary  basis  toward  the  maintenance  of  roads,  for  which  they 
originally  participated  in  the  cost  of  construction. 

The  appropriation  of  $1,000.00  of  the  towns  is  merged  with  equal 

shares  of  the  County  and  State  for  maintenance  of  the  following  roads:

Street  and  Spring  Street  with  patch  mixed  inexpensively  on  an  aban^ 
doned  section  of  Route  27  near  the  State  Hospital.

CHAPTER  81.  The  Chapter  81  program  is  a  partnership  between 
the  State  and  the  Town  for  the  repair  and  improvement  of  roads.  The 
State  contributes  $275.00  per  mile  and  the  Town  is  required  to  con- 
tribute $150.00  per  mile  for  the  43.5  (44  miles)  of  town  roads  which 
makes  available  the  total  sum  of  $18,700.00. 

The  primary  function  of  this  account  is  asphalt  surface  treatments 
of  existing  roads.  Patchwork,  calcium  treatments,  drainage,  and  grav- 
elling roads  are  also  accomplished  under  this  account.

HIGHWAYS.  The  scope  of  work  and  expenditures  under  the 
Highway  Account  are  varied  and  supports  other  highway  projects.  It 
is  analagous  to  an  anchor  account.  Traffic  signs  are  erected,  street  lines 
painted,  bridges  are  maintained,  guard  rails  erected,  streets  are  patched, 
bridges  repaired  and  equipment  repaired  and  many  miscellaneous  jobs 
are  performed. 

There  are  60  roads  in  the  Town  which  total  43.53  miles.  Ten 
miles  of  the  existing  public  ways  are  gravelled  roads.  Twenty-three 
percent  of  the  highways  are  route  roads.  Three  additional  miles  of 
roads  have  been  accepted  in  the  past  ten  years.  2.68  miles  have  been 
accepted  since  1952  when  the  Highway  Account  was  last  increased.  In 
addition  to  an  increase  in  the  miles  of  ways  that  must  be  repaired  and 
maintained  in  the  last  five  years,  the  cost  of  materials,  equipment 
parts,  and  gasoline  has  increased  substantially. 

Therefore,  an  increase  in  the  Highway  Appropriation  will  be 
necessary  if  the  same  repairs  and  maintenance  is  expected.

How  do  the  Increases  in  Enrollments  and  in  Costs  Compare? 

An  exact  parallel  between  enrollments  and  costs  is  difficult  to 
obtain  since  the  Commonwealth  counts  school  pupils  on  October  1  of 
every  calendar  year,  while  expenditures  are  totaled  on  December  31. 
However,  we  can  draw  some  broad  comparisons.  From  1952  to  1956, 
enrollment  climbed  from  498  (see  above)  to  716— a  gain  of  218  pupils! 
Dividing  218  by  498  we  get  a  figure  of  42.77%  gain  in  enrollment. 
During  the  same  four  years  our  school  appropriation  climbed  from 
$124,207  to  $186,821.  This  was  a  gain  of  $62,214.  Dividing  $62,614  by 
$124,207,  we  find  the  increase  was  at  the  rate  of  50%.   It  will  be  noted 
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that  the  big  increase  in  the  appropriation  came  in  1956  when  we  were 
compelled  to  increase  our  expenditures  for  additional  teachers,  fuel 
and  janitor  service  as  we  brought  thirteen  new  classrooms  into  use. 
Increases  such  as  these  are  not  likely  to  recur  every  year,  since  once  the 
big  change  has  been  made,  it  should  not  have  to  be  repeated  until  enroll- 
ments catch  up,  two  or  three  years  hence.  (The  rate  of  increase  in  the 
requested  school  appropriation  for  1957  is  1%  less  than  in  1956,  despite 
the  fact  that  plans  must  be  made  for  operating  our  enlarged  elementary 
school  for  a  full  year  rather  than  one-third  of  a  year  as  in  1956. 

How  Do  We  Compare  with  Towns  Our  Size  Elsewhere  in  the  Common- 
wealth? 

Due  to  the  growth  of  our  town  in  recent  years  we  are  now  classed 
in  Group  II  (5,000  to  10,000).  The  comparison  cited  below  is  made  by 
the  State  Department  of  Education  and  is  based  on  the  school  year 
ending  June  30,  1956.

Medfield  compares  very  favorably  in  most  categories,  especially 
in  Salaries,  Supplies,  Upkeep  and  Transportation.  The  apparent  excess 
in  Janitor  Service,  Fuel  and  Light  is  due  to  the  fact  that  many  muni- 
cipalities raise  special  funds  to  cover  the  evening  use  of  school  buildings 
while  we  charge  such  use  to  our  regular  appropriation.  Physical 
Education  is  heavy  because  we  do  not  have  the  attendance,  and  hence 
gate  receipts,  at  our  athletic  contests  that  some  towns  enjoy.  All  in 
all,  Medfield  is  well  within  the  average  for  its  population  group  and 
the  Commonwealth  as  a  whole  as  the  total  clearly  shows. 
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NEW  FACILITIES 

The  new  thirteen-classroom  addition  to  our  former  seven-class- 
room Memorial  Elementary  School  was  opened  for  school  sessions  on 
Monday,  September  17,  1956.  Public  inspection  of  the  structure  took 
place  on  Sunday  afternoon,  December  2.  For  all  practical  purposes  the 
enlarged  building  v/ill  be  completely  filled  in  September,  1957. 

A  check  of  our  enrollment  table  of  last  October  1  will  soon  show 
that  when  the  big  classes  now  coming  through  elementary  grades 
reach  high  school,  the  housing  problem  will  once  more  become  acute. 
That  time  is  not  more  than  three  years  away.  To  put  it  bluntly  first 
grade  enrollments  three  times  the  size  of  classes  graduating  from  high 
school  are  bound  to  make  themselves  felt  sooner  or  later. 

The  purchase  of  additional  land  by  the  town  during  1956  and  the 
decision  of  the  School  Committee  to  seek  funds  for  a  survey  of  possible 
future  school  needs  are  steps  that  should  yield  big  dividends  in  the 
not-too-distant  future.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
HANNAH  ADAMS  PFAFF  HIGH  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  principal  of  the 
Junior-Senior  High  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1956. 

The  graduating  class  of  June  6,  1956,  numbered  31  students.  As  of 
this  report  there  are  18  attending  schools  of  higher  education,  three 
in  the  armed  forces,  eight  are  gainfully  employed  and  one  is  married. 

The  graduates  of  the  Class  of  1956  are  attending  the  following 
schools  and  universities:  Bates  College,  Colby  College,  Northeastern 
University,  Wentworth  Institute,  Holy  Cross  College,  Dean  Junior. 
College,  University  of  Massachusetts,  Massachusetts  School  of  Radio, 
Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute,  Tufts  College,  Pierce  Secretarial 
School,  Stockbridge  School  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts,  Middle- 
bury  College,  Vassar  College,  Dartmouth  College  and  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  School  of  Nursing.  Medfield  High  School  is  also 
represented  by  graduates  at  Boston  College,  Boston  University,  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology  and  Lesley  College.

In  awarding  scholarships  the  students  complete  a  summary  infor- 
mation sheet  which  is  distributed  to  the  teachers.  The  teachers  vote, 
by  ballot,  for  the  students  they  feel  most  worthy  of  receiving  these 
scholarships.  These  ballots  are  turned  in  to  the  Principal  and  he  alone 
compiles  the  results.  The  Principal  is  the  only  person  to  know  of  the 
results  until  they  are  read  at  graduation. 

The  program  of  studies  was  revised  in  the  Spring  of  this  year.  The 
revision  made  it  possible  for  a  student  entering  the  high  school  to 
choose  one  of  three  separate  courses,  namely  College,  Business  and 
Practical  Arts.  Each  course  was  so  designed  that  a  student  may  select 
it  for  four  years.  Another  objective  in  revising  the  program  of  studies 
was  to  require  that  certain  subjects  be  taken  in  each  individual  course. 

In  September  of  1956  grades  seven  and  eight  were  moved  to  the 
North  Street  School  and  grades  nine  through  twelve  remained  in  the 
high  school.  This  move  greatly  relieved  the  crowded  conditions  of  the 
previous  school  year.  The  uncrowded  conditions  will  probably  last  for 
only  one  more  school  year  as  there  are  twice  as  many  students  entering 
the  high  school  as  are  graduating.  With  24  students  in  the  graduating 
class  of  1957  and  54  students  entering  the  ninth  grade  in  September  of 
1957  the  high  school  will  be  filled  to  capacity.  There  is  also  a  very 
strong  possibility  of  having  three  seventh  grades  in  September  of  1957. 
If  this  occurs  five  of  the  seven  available  rooms  in  the  North  Street 
School  will  be  in  use.  At  this  rate  the  capacity  of  that  building  will  be 
reached  in  September  of  1958.  In  a  preliminary  inquiry  of  course  enroll- 
ment for  the  high  school,  for  the  year  1957-58,  we  find  there  will  be  121 
students  enrolled  in  the  college  course,  51  students  in  the  business 
course  and  15  enrolled  in  the  practical  arts  course.  Keeping  all  of  the 
above  information  in  mind  we  should  have  three  additional  teachers  in 
September  of  1957.  One  of  these  teachers  will  probably  be  needed  in 
the  seventh  grade,  another  for  boys'  physical  education  and  social 
studies  and  the  third  for  science  and  math  in  the  high  school. 

Mr.  Fred  C.  Browne  again  furnished  a  dual-control  driver  educa- 
tion car  which  was  shared  with  Millis  High  School. 


In  closing  I  would  like  to  express  the  staff's  appreciation  to  the 
following  organizations  who  have  presented  the  students  with  scholar- 
ships: The  Hannah  Adams  Club,  The  Parent-Teachers  Association,  The 
American  Legion  and  the  Lions  Club.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  if  I  were  to  omit  reference  to 
our  new  school  addition.  Owing  to  the  splendid  response  of  Medfield 
citizens  and  the  cooperative  efforts  of  the  School  Committee,  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  and  the  School  Building  Committee,  we  can  now 
speak  positively,  inasmuch  as  the  proposed  addition  to  the  Memorial 
School  is  a  living  reality. 

Last  year  we  housed  grades  four  through  six  in  the  North  Street 
School,  but  now  we  have  grades  one  through  six  in  the  Memorial 
School,  with  four  hundred  seventy-six  pupils  and  eighteen  teachers. 
Next  year  there  will  be  three  classes  each  in  grades  2,  3,  4,  5,  and  6 
and  in  grade  1  there  will  be  four  classes,  with  a  possible  fifth  class, 
which  will  fill  the  building  to  capacity. 

In  the  spring  all  classes  were  given  a  day  for  a  field  trip  which 
was  well  chaperoned  by  teachers  and  mothers. 
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This  fall  we  have  held  three  assemblies  in  our  new  auditorium, 
giving  National  Education  Week,  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  pro- 
grams. 

In  closing  I  again  express  appreciation  of  the  thoughtfulness  and 
personal  interest  of  School  Committee  members,  the  superintendent, 
and  Medfield  citizens  in  the  teachers  and  students  of  the  Medfield 
elementary  school.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  PROGRAM 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

We  present  to  you  our  annual  report  of  the  School  Health  Program 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1956. 

Duties  of  the  School  Health  Personnel: 

1.  Physical  examinations  of  the  new  pupils.  This  includes  all  pupils 
not  having  had  a  physical  examination  in  three  years  and  pupils 
playing  football. 

2.  Control  of  communicable  diseases. 

3.  Consultations  with  the  Faculty  on  psychological  problems. 

4.  Rendering  First  Aid. 

5.  Regular  examinations  of  hair  and  heads. 

6.  Testing  all  pupils'  eyes  and  ears  every  year  and  notification  to 
parents  of  any  defects  found. 

7.  Weighing  and  measuring  all  pupils. 

8.  Establishing  good  personal  hygiene  among  the  children. 

9.  Promoting  and  conducting  a  Dental  Clinic. 

10.  Arranging  with  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital  for  the  Senior  Class, 
bus  drivers,  and  workers  in  the  cafeteria  to  have  a  chest  X-ray  for 
the  determination  of  Tuberculosis. 

11.  Arranging  with  doctors  and  the  school  department  for  special 
clinics,  such  as  the  polio  and  the  pre-school  clinic. 

12.  Making  home  visits  whenever  necessary. 

Pre  -  School  -Physical  Examinations : 

A  pre-school  clinic  was  held  in  the  spring  for  the  purpose  of 
registering  pupils  entering  public  school  in  September.  Each  pupil 
was  given  a  physical  examination  by  Dr.  Stagg  with  a  parent  present. 
Thus  the  parent  was  given  the  opportunity  to  talk  with  the  doctor 
about  the  child. 

Number  of  Pupils  attending  Pre-School  Day  52 
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Physical  Examinations: 

Physical  examinations  have  been  done  on  over  half  the  pupils. 
(The  State  requires  that  one-third  be  examined).  All  pupils  are 
weighed  and  measured  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  if  possible 
during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  DIRECTOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  purpose  of  music  is  two  fold:  (1)  to  stimulate  interest  in 
good  music  and  (2)  to  develop  musical  talent. 

Singing  is  emphasized  in  the  elementary  grades.  Note  rather  than 
rote  singing  is  stressed  in  grades,  four,  five  and  six.  The  purchase  of 
portable  record  players  and  the  possible  later  purchase  of  records  will 
broaden  this  program. 

Junior  High  students,  grades  seven  and  eight,  receive  beginning 
instruction  in  all  phases  of  music.  This  rounded  program  includes 
guided  listening,  music  dictation,  music  writing,  singing  and  harmony. 
Opera,  symphonic  music,  folk  songs,  instruments  of  the  orchestra, 
organs,  history  of  music,  music  in  relation  to  current  items  of  interest 
in  everyday  life,  musical  comedy,  popular  music,  are  but  some  of  the 
areas  about  which  the  program  revolves.  The  course  is  geared  to  the 
average  student  and  no  performing  skill  nor  musical  ability  is  necessary. 

High  School  students  may  participate  in  the  girl's  chorus,  boy's 
chorus  and/or  the  instrumental  group.  Some  Junior  High  students 
participate  in  the  latter. 
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Plans  are  being  formulated  to  remove  scheduling  conflicts  at  the 
high  school  level  and  to  expand  and  strengthen  the  program  at  all 
levels.

The  merits  of  Driver  Education  in  the  high  school  are  becoming 
more  evident  each  year  by  providing  proper  instruction  for  our  young 
drivers  and  by  reducing  their  accident  rate  to  a  minimum  according  to 
statistics  published  by  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles.  Through  this 
medium  of  instruction  we  are  training  capable  drivers  behind  the 
wheel,  and  at  the  same  time  molding  proper  attitudes  to  cope  with  the 
ever-increasing  problems  of  highway  safety.  The  drivers  trained  in  this 
program  are  considered  by  the  insuring  casualty  companies  far  better 
insurance  risks  than  those  trained  by  any  other  method,  and  for  this 
reason  lower  rates  are  provided  exclusively  for  students  trained  in  the 
high  school  program.  It  is  our  hope  that  every  prospective  driver  will 
take  advantage  of  this  program  to  prepare  for  the  increasing  problems 
of  highway  travel  and  meet  them  with  proper  attitudes  and  skills. 

For  some  years  now,  Mr.  Fred  C.  Browne  of  Walpole  has  provided 
us  with  a  dual-control  automobile  for  use  in  this  instruction.  This 
vehicle  we  have  shared  with  Millis.  Because  of  the  increasing  numbers 
of  students  in  both  towns,  Mr.  Browne  has  promised  Millis  and  Medfield 
the  exclusive  use  of  two  cars  for  next  September.  Thus  we  feel  even 
more  deeply  indebted  for  this  gentleman's  kindness.

Such  uses  shall  be  permitted  only  after  special  permission  of  the 
Selectmen  and  under  such  conditions  as  the  Selectmen  shall  impose.  The 
Selectmen  shall  not  grant  such  permits  as  would,  in  their  opinion  ad- 
versely affect  the  scheme  of  growth  laid  down  in  the  Zoning  By-Law  or 
elsewhere,  or  the  economic  status  of  the  Town  or  tend  to  impair  the 
beauty  of  the  Town  or  of  the  district  most  immediately  affected,  or  de- 
velop health  or  other  hazards.  Conditions  shall  be  imposed  where 
needed  and  made  a  part  of  their  permit.  No  permit  for  the  excavation 
or  removal  of  material  shall  be  granted  by  the  Selectmen  for  a  period  of 
more  than  seven  (7)  days  from  the  date  of  issue  but  may  be  extended 
for  additional  seven  (7)  day  periods  at  the  discretion  of  the  Selectmen. 
Permit  issued  by  the  Selectmen  shall  only  be  issued  to  an  owner  of 
record  and  shall  not  be  transferable". 

Article  3.  Voted  to  amend  the  By-Laws  of  1926  by  adding  the 
following  new  section  to  Article  IV: 

Section  27.  Owners  of  land  whereon  is  located  an  abandoned 
well  or  well  in  use,  are  required  to  provide  a  covering  for  such  well 
capable  of  sustaining  a  weight  of  three  hundred  pounds  or  to  fill  the 
same  to  the  level  of  the  ground. 
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Article  4.     Voted  that  sums  of  money  be   transferred  from  the 
unexpended  balances  of  the  following  accounts,  namely:

In  an  Industrial  District  no  building  or  premises  shall  be 
erected,  altered  or  used  for  dwelling  purposes,  or  for  any  purpose 
injurious,  noxious,  or  offensive  to  a  neighborhood  by  reason  of  the 
emission  of  odor,  fumes,  dust,  smoke,  vibration,  noise,  or  other  cause.

REPORT  OF  THE   BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  respectfully  submit  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  their  report  for  the  year  1957. 

Each  year  as  the  Town  grows  the  business  of  the  Town  increases. 
Consequently,  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  becomes  lengthier. 
The  Selectmen  also  notice  the  increased  interest  of  the  people  in  their 
local  government.  Therefore,  the  Selectmen  attempt  each  year  to 
review  major  problems  and  make  certain  recommendations  to  the 
people  so  that  they  will  have  background  information  to  help  them  not 
only  at  the  Town  Meetings  but  provide  the  basis  for  constructive 
suggestion  throughout  the  year. 

Although  many  pages  could  be  written  about  the  many  problems 
of  the  Town,  the  major  ones  that  deserve  your  consideration  are  con- 
tained in  the  following  report. 

WIRING  FEES. 

Under  Article  3  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  May  19,  1952,  the 
Town  unanimously  voted  to  establish  a  Wiring  By-Law  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  529  Acts  of  1949.  Because  the  fees  collected  were 
insufficient  to  make  the  Department  self-sufficient,  the  Wiring  In- 
spector recommended  that  the  fees  be  increased.  The  Selectmen 
included  Article  63  in  the  Annual  Warrant  for  the  year  1953  which 
specified  a  new  schedule.  However,  the  Town  referred  the  matter  to  the 
By-Law  Committee  for  further  study. 

The  Wiring  Inspector  again  brought  the  inadequacy  of  the  fees  to 
the  attention  of  the  Selectmen  in  1957.  An  article  similar  to  the  one 
amending  the  Plumbing  By-Law  passed  on  July  18,  1955,  was  included 
in  the  warrant  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  April  29,  1957,  but  again 
the  Town  voted  not  to  provide  for  an  increase  in  wiring  fees. 

The  following  statistics  will  show  the  reasons  for  an  increase.

It  is,  therefore,  recommended  that  the  voters  give  more  serious 
consideration  to  action  in  regard  to  this  matter  the  next  time  it  appears 
on  a  warrant  or  an  unnecessary  expense  will  be  borne  by  the  Town 
indefinitely. 
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POLICE. 

The  list  established  for  the  position  of  Chief  of  Police  automatically- 
expired  on  January  6,  1958,  because  the  two-year  period  had  elapsed 
without  the  appointment  of  a  Chief  of  Police.  The  period  of  over  two 
years  that  have  passed  since  the  retirement  of  the  former  Chief  have 
been  somewhat  difficult  for  the  Selectmen  because  they  have,  in  the 
absence  of  an  Acting  Chief,  been  required  by  law  to  assume  a  new  res- 
ponsibility in  addition  to  the  amount  of  regular  business  which  is 
naturally  increasing  each  year.  It  would  not  have  been  possible  to  have 
carried  the  additional  responsibility  without  the  cooperation  and 
assistance  of  the  individual  members  of  the  Police  Force,  and  the 
Selectmen  are  appreciative  of  their  efforts. 

During  the  period  since  the  retirement  of  the  last  Chief  of  Police, 
many  citizens  have  asked  questions  concerning  all  the  possibilities 
involved  in  the  selection  of  a  Chief  and  the  Selectmen  are  pleased  to 
submit  the  following  information. 

Since  the  Town  by  ballot  voted  365  to  215  to  place  the  Police  Force 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  at  the  Annual 
Town  Elections  held  March  1,  1948,  it  must  now  abide  by  the  laws  and 
regulations  that  pertain  thereto  and  any  exception  to  the  existing  law 
can  be  accomplished  only  by  special  act  of  the  Legislature. 

The  procedure  for  holding  the  examination  is  as  follows: 

First,  the  Selectmen,  on  a  proper  form,  stating  the  position  to  be- 
filled,  numbers  of  positions  to  be  filled,  permanency  of  appointment, 
salary  and  duties  of  position,  requisition  the  Director  of  Civil  Service 
to  hold  a  competitive  examination.  A  poster  advertising  the  examina- 
tion is  prepared  by  the  Director  and  sent  to  the  Town  Clerk  who  shall 
cause  two  copies  to  be  posted  in  the  Town  Hall  and  other  conspicuous 
places  at  least  three  weeks  prior  to  the  final  date  for  filing  application. 
The  notice  states  the  duties  and  compensation  of  positions,  the  class  or 
title,  qualifications  required,  time,  place  and  manner  of  making  appli- 
cation for  admission  to  the  examination,  passing  requirements,  and 
other  information  that  the  Director  considers  pertinent  and  useful. 

No  examination  shall  be  held  until  there  are  at  least  four  applicants* 
for  appointments  for  one  existing  vacancy.  Eligibility  for  examination 
and  appointment  shall  be  limited  to  persons  of  the  next  lower  grade. 
In  the  event  the  number  of  applicants  is  not  sufficient  (less  than  four) 
to  hold  the  examination  the  next  lower  grades  shall,  in  succession,  be 
thrown  open  to  the  examination  until  at  least  the  necessary  number 
have  applied. 

If  an  examination  has  been  thrown  open  to  all  the  lower  grades  in 
succession  and  at  least  four  do  not  apply,  the  Director  may  hold  the 
examination  for  the  lesser  number.  The  examination  shall  be  conducted 
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under  the  direction  of  the  Director  who  shall  determine  the  form, 
method,  and  subject  matter  which  shall  relate  to  matters  which  will 
fairly  test  the  fitness  of  the  applicants  actually  to  perform  the  duties 
of  the  position. 

The  list  of  persons  eligible  shall  be  prepared  as  soon  as  may  be  after 
the  ratings  have  been  determined  but  not  later  than  six  months  after 
the  date  of  such  examination.  All  persons  who  have  taken  the  exami- 
nation shall  be  notified  of  the  results  not  later  than  sixty  days  after 
the  examination.  An  applicant  may  file  an  appeal  to  the  Director  within 
fourteen  days  of  notice  of  the  result  of  his  examination  for  a  review  of 
his  paper.  Within  six  weeks  after  the  filing  of  the  request  the  Director 
shall  examine  the  paper  and  notify  the  applicant  of  his  decision.  Within 
fourteen  days  after  receipt  of  the  Director's  decision,  the  applicant  may 
file  an  appeal  with  the  Commission.  The  time  consumed  on  appeals 
cannot  defeat  the  six  months'  period  for  the  establishment  of  a  list. 

In  the  event  that  an  eligible  list  of  at  least  two  available  persons  is 
not  established  as  a  result  of  the  examination,  then  another  examination 
may  be  held  open  to  any  class  within  the  service  of  the  department  as 
the  Director  may  determine. 

In  case  a  list  of  two  available  persons  is  not  established  from  either 
examination  the  position  shall  be  filled  after  an  open  competitive 
examination  (open  to  all  eligible  males  in  the  Town  or  State.) 

If,  as  a  result  of  going  to  this  extreme,  there  remains  but  one  eli- 
gible person,  the  Director  shall  certify  such  person  for  the  position. 

When  two  or  more  available  persons  are  certified  the  appointing 
authority  (Selectmen)  select  the  Chief.  However,  if  they  appoint  one 
other  than  the  person  whose  name  appears  highest  on  the  list  they  must 
forthwith  deliver  to  the  Director  a  written  statement  setting  forth  the 
reasons  for  such  appointment. 

The  Director  has  been  requested  to  hold  the  examination  for  the 
position  of  Chief  of  Police.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  are  not  yet  in  re- 
ceipt of  the  date  that  the  examination  will  be  held.  If  it  is  held'  by  July 
1,  1958,  it  is  possible  that  a  list  may  not  be  established  until  January 
1,  1959.  It  may  be  established  sooner  provided  there  are  no  appeals,  but 
it  must  be  established  within  six  months  after  the  examination. 

The  above  explanation  is  rather  lengthy  but  it  sets  forth  the  pro- 
cedure followed  and  it  is  hoped  provides  a  better  understanding  among 
the  people  of  a  subject  which  is  somewhat  intricate. 

The  Acts  of  1957  requires  that  every  driver  of  an  ambulance  be 
qualified  to  administer  First  Aid.  Accordingly,  the  Selectmen  made 
arrangements  with  the  Red  Cross  to  give  a  course  of  instructions.  The 
police  officers,  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  Civil  Defense, 
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took  the  course  during  the  summer.  In  behalf  of  the  Town  we  express 
our  appreciation  to  Mr.  John  Hart,  the  instructor,  and  to  the  Red  Cross 
for  making  available  the  course^ 

NEW  STREETS. 

The  following  new  streets  were  accepted  in  1957. 
Kingsbury  Drive,  383  feet 
Pine  Grove  Road,  480  feet 
Bartlett  Avenue,  635  feet 
Charlesdale  Road,  1300  feet 
Richard  Road,  325  feet 

.59  miles  of  streets  were  added  to  the  existing  43.58  miles  for  a 
total  of  44.16  miles. 

At  this  time  it  is  appropriate  to  commend  the  Park  and  Planning 
Board  for  their  long  hours  of  work  in  preparing  the  present  specifica- 
tions for  the  construction  of  new  streets.  They,  the  owners  along  the 
new  streets,  and  the  people  of  the  Town  may  well  be  proud  of  the 
products  of  their  efforts. 

MAIN  STREET  GRADE  CROSSING. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  have  been  concerned  with  the  condition 
existing  at  the  Main  Street  Grade  Crossing  since  1954  when  they  re- 
quested funds  from  the  County  and  the  State  in  the  Fall  of  that  year  for 
improving  the  approaches  to  the  crossing.  A  preliminary  meeting  was 
held  in  the  Fall  of  1954  by  representatives  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities,  the  New  Haven  Railroad  and  the  Town.  Another  meeting  was 
held  in  1955  when  the  Department  of  Public  Works  was  also  repre- 
sented. As  a  result  of  the  meeting,  two  additional  sets  of  lights  were 
added.  The  above  facts  were  related  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets 
in  his  Annual  Report  for  1955  which  appears  in  the  Town  Reoort  for 
that  year.  Prior  to  the  completion  of  the  work,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
adopted  parking  restrictions  to  prevent  parking  in  front  of  the  signal 
lights. 

In  1954  and  1955  additional  street  lights  were  installed  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  crossing  to  further  increase  safety  for  pedestrians  and 
motorists. 

By  letter  dated  December  5,  1956,  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
were  requested  to  study  the  crossing  with  the  view  of  restoring  auto- 
matic gates  for  the  manual  set  which  were  removed  in  1946.  Where 
there  is  a  single  track  they  are  installed  at  the  Town's  expense,  which 
would  be  about  $15,000.00. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Main  Street  widening  of  1957,  two  signal 
engineers  from  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  and  two  engineers 
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from  the  Department  of  Public  Works  met  with  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  and  discussed  the  possibilities  of  overhead  lights  or  lights  in- 
stalled on  islands  in  the  middle  of  the  street.  The  former  is  not  approved 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  and  the  latter  was  not  possible 
because  of  the  limited  width  of  the  road.  According  to  experts  the 
crossing  meets  all  engineering  standards.  The  Selectmen  will  continue 
to  make  efforts  to  improve  the  safety  conditions  at  the  crossing. 

CHAPTER  90  HIGH  STREET  CONSTRUCTION. 

Since  the  voters  have  appropriated  $5,000.00  for  the  past  four  years 
and  will  be  asked  to  appropriate  $10,000.00  this  year,  they  are  entitled 
to  a  running  resume  of  expenditures. 

Last  year  the  Selectmen  on  page  13  and  14  of  their  report  reviewed 
the  work  to  date  and  the  procedure  followed  in  Chapter  90  construction. 
A  year  ago  the  final  payment  had  not  been  made  to  the  Northeastern 
Construction  Company  who  was  awarded  the  contract  on  the  first  sec- 
tion of  the  road.  On  September  26,  1957,  the  Selectmen  were  authorized 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  acting  as  engineer  for  the  Town 
of  Medfield,  to  make  the  final  payment  to  the  contractor.  Thirty-eight 
thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  dollars  and  ninety-eight  cents 
(38,147.98)  was  paid  to  the  Contractor.  Payments  for  frames  and 
grates  and  guard  rails  were  made  to  the  Department  of  Correction. 

In  both  1956  and  1957  the  State  alloted  $15,000.00,  the  County, 
$5,000.00,  and  the  town  $5,000.00  making  available  a  total  of  $50,000.00 
for  the  continued  construction  of  High  Street.  The  bids  reported  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  were  as  follows: 

Manning  Construction  Co.  42,627.70 

Sacco  Construction  Co.  43,100.50 

Northeastern  Construction  Co.  52,201.05 

William  P.  Capone  Corp.  52,577.80 

Rome  Construction   Co.,   Inc.  55,381.75 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  notified  the  contractor  of  the 
award  and  forwarded  contracts  for  signatures.  The  work  included 
applying  a  finished  surface  to  the  1750  feet  of  roadway  done  under  the 
previous  contract,  installing  drainage  and  surfacing  as  far  as  the  cut- 
off of  the  new  road,  installing  advance  drainage  as  far  as  the  brook 
and  blasting  through  to  Granite  Street.  The  specifications  did  not  call 
for  the  finished  surface  through  the  cut  to  Forest  St.  Because  the  contract 
was  lower  than  anticipated  and  by  eliminating  for  this  year  some  of  the 
loaming,  it  was  possible  to  apply  part  of  the  finished  surface  through  to 
Forest  Street  and  thereby  making  it  available  for  travel  this  year. 

Although  the  final  payment  has  not  been  made,  $45,924.15  has  been 
certified  and  paid  to  date. 
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KEQUEST  FOR  1958  HIGH  STREET  CONSTRUCTION. 

In  the  Fall  of  1957  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Works  and  the  County  Commissioners  held  at  Dedham,  the  Selectmen 
requested  that  the  State  allot  $30,000.00,  the  County,  $10,000.00,  pro- 
viding the  Town  appropriate  $10,000.00.  The  requests  for  this  year  are 
twice  last  year's  requests  in  order  to  be  in  a  position  to  join  the  Town 
of  Walpole  in  a  contract  so  that  action  may  result  in  connecting  the 
conterminous  roads.  The  additional  funds  will  expedite  the  progress 
of  the  reconstruction  of  Route  27  between  Granite  Street  and  the 
Walpole  town  line. 

In  general  it  is  planned  that  a  joint  contract  be  awarded  by  the 
towns  of  Walpole  and  Medfield.  Walpole's  section  will  start  at  the 
termination  of  the  section  done  by  them  this  year  and  extend  about 
600  feet  in  a  northeasterly  direction  to  meet  Medfield's  new  section.  The 
point  where  they  will  join  is  about  90  feet  northerly  of  the  existing  trav- 
elled way.  Medfield's  section  will  extend  about  1000  feet  in  a  north- 
easterly direction  to  the  only  available  tie-in  point  with  the  existing 
travelled  way.  In  addition  to  the  above  section  it  is  planned  to  apply 
the  finished  surface  to  the  1500  feet  of  a  section  done  last  year  and  to 
continue  on  from  Forest  Street  for  another  1100  feet.  All  of  the  work 
mentioned  above  will  be  completed.  There  will  then  remain  a  straight 
section  of  about  1600  feet  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  completed  in  1959 
which,  in  turn,  will  complete  the  section  between  Granite  Street  and 
the  Walpole  town  line,  a  distance  of  about  6800  feet. 

State  and  County  officials  who  are  directly  connected  and  fully 
informed  with  the  condition  of  High  Street  are  concerned  enough  with 
the  problem  to  have,  with  difficulty,  found  a  way  of  alloting  to  Medfield 
more  than  the  amount  that  the  Town  would  normally  receive. 

Therefore,  it  is  hoped  that  the  townspeople  will  recognize  the 
importance  of  appropriating  the  Town's  share. 

So  many  Town,  County,  and  State  officials  are  continually  cooper- 
ating and  assisting  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  it  is  impossible  to  single 
out  or  mention  each  one.  We  hope  that  it  is  sufficient  that  we  recognize 
their  invaluable  help  and  personally  and  officially  appreciate  their 
contributions  to  the  solution  of  varied  problems  and  the  promotion  of  a 
better  community.  The  townspeople  who  have  conferred  with  us  on 
many  matters  have  been  both  understanding  and  constructive  in  their 
attitude  which  has  resolved  problems  satisfactorily  to  all. 

To  all  we  gratefully  and  sincerely  express  our  appreciation.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  FOR   1957 

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

There  have  been  approximately  double  the  number  of  fire  calls  as 
usual,  a  total  of  142.  They  are  increasing  every  year.  These  are  listed 
as  follows:

The  cost  of  extinguishment  was  higher  this  year  due  to  the  very 
dry  weather. 

There  were  two  serious  fires  in  the  making  this  year,  one  at  the 
Catholic  Church  caused  by  lightning,  but  with  the  mutual  aid  from 
Walpole  and  Westwood  it  was  quickly  controlled;  the  other,  a  woods 
fire  off  of  South  Street  caused  by  lightning  on  July  31st,  burning  about 
10  acres  but  with  aid  from  Westwood  and  the  State  a  very  large  fire 
was  averted.  Over  100,000  gallons  of  water  and  5000  feet  of  hose  was 
used  in  2V2  days  to  extinguish  this  fire. 

These  are  my  recommendations: 

A  Fire  Station  on  one  of  several  locations. 

A  pumping  engine  to  replace  the  Seagrave  which  was  delivered 
in  June  of  1929.

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the 
year  1957. 

A  total  of  45  Old  Age  Assistance  cases,  3  Aid  to  Dependent  Children 
cases,  6  Disability  Assistance  cases  and  4  General  Relief  cases  were 
administered.  Twelve  applications  for  aid  were  received  during  the 
year.  Nine  applicants  were  found  to  be  in  need  and  eligible.  Three 
applications  were  denied. 

Aid  rendered  in  all  categories  was  as  follows: 

Old  Age  Assistance  $47,126.40 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  3,626.76 

Disability  Assistance  4,785.52 

General  Relief  1,498.19 

Monies  paid  to  other  towns  in  behalf  of  Medfield  settled  cases  in 
all  categories  was  $905.52. 

The  year  1957  has  been  a  very  active  year  in  Public  Welfare. 
Legislation  at  national  and  state  levels  made  many  changes  mandatory. 
Not  only  did  these  changes  increase  our  aid  budget  but  they  also 
increased  our  administrative  cost. 

Some  of  the  major  changes  follow: 

1.  An  overall  budget  increase  from  20%  to  25.7%  on  all 
Standard  Budget  items  as  of  September  1,  1957. 

2.  An  increase  on  the  Standard  Budget  item  of  Fuel  and 
Lighting  from  $14.65  to  $23.00  per  month  per  case. 

3.  An  increase  in  Home  Nursing  Care  cost  of  more  than  $5.00 
per  case  per  week. 

4.  An  increase  in  the  grant  to  Nursing  Home  Recipients  for 
Clothing  and  Personal  Care  on  an  average  of  $5.00  per  case 
per  month. 

5.  The  revision  of  the  State  Medical  Care  Plan  to  conform 
with  Federal  requirements  that  an  added  resource  of  $3.00 
per  case  per  month  of  Federal  funds  be  available  to  local 
Boards  of  Public  Welfare  was  necessary.  In  putting  this 
revision  into  effect  a  departmental  change  became  manda- 
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tory.  A  change  from  complete  vendor  payments  to  partial 
vendor  payments  was  effected  as  of  July  1,  1957.  This 
change  money-wise  increased  our  aid  budget  about  $1,000.00 
for  1957.  Administratively  speaking  it  has  increased  the 
authorization  procedure  100%. 

Medical  costs  are  increasing  at  an  alarming  rate.  To  administer  our 
State  Medical  Care  Plan  is  complex;  however,  we,  as  administrators, 
must  aid  the  needy  keeping  in  mind  our  responsibility  to  you,  the  tax- 
payer. Our  local,  state  and  federal  regulations  must,  if  we  are  to  receive 
our  proper  amount  of  reimbursement,  be  adhered  to  strictly  in  all  cate- 
gories. What  the  pending  legislation  will  develop  in  1958  no  one  can 
foretell. 

The  Board  wishes  to  publicly  thank  Helen  E.  Kennedy,  Senior 
Clerk  and  Doris  M.  Carr,  Agent  for  their  able  assistance  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  for  their  excellent  cooperation  during  the  year  1957 
this  Board  of  Public  Welfare  wishes  to  acknowledge  its  appreciation 
and  to  publicly  thank  the  Town  Officials,  Doctors  and  private  business 
men.

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We  hereby  respectfully  submit  our  Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1957. 

We  have  issued  licenses  to  dealers  selling,  buying  or  transporting 
Methyl  Alcohol  or  Wood  Alcohol,  so-called,  or  any  preparation  other 
than  Shellac  or  Varnish;  the  manufacturing  of  Ice  Cream;  and  a 
license  to  Funeral  Directors  for  the  establishment  and  maintaining  of  a 
Funeral  Home. 

The  garbage  collection  contract  was  renewed  and  collections  were 
made  twice  a  week  during  the  summer  months  and  once  a  week  during 
the  winter  months. 
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The  Medfield  Dental  Clinic  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board 
of  Health  and  the  clinic  is  held  at  the  elementary  building.  All  the 
children  were  examined  and  treatment  has  been  started  on  all  children 
desiring  work  at  the  clinic. 

There  is  one  patient  at  the  Rutland  State  Sanitorium. 

The  number  of  communicable  diseases  reported  to  the  Board  of 
Health  we  are  certain  does  not  reflect  the  actual  number  of  cases.  Please 
bear  in  mind  that  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  family  to  report  this 
in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Health. 

The  Board  of  Health  made  it  possible  for  the  Town  employees  to 
have  the  Asiatic  Flu  vaccine  administered  to  them  free  of  charge. 

During  the  year  several  complaints  were  taken  care  of  by  the 
members  of  the  board.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  AND  MOTH   DEPARTMENTS 

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  Annual  Report  of  the  Tree  and  Moth  Depart- 
ments. 

During  the  past  year  the  usual  spraying  of  the  entire  roadsides  for 
the  control  of  the  Gypsy  Moth  and  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle  was  carried  on. 
I  recommend  that  $1,000.00  be  appropriated  for  Moth  work  for  1958. 

The  Dutch  Elm  Disease  was  quite  mild  this  past  year  due  largely 
to  the  prolonged  drought.  It  is  the  opinion  of  state  officials  that  there 
will  be  a  considerable  increase  in  1958  over  the  past  year.  We  removed 
approximately  80  dead  and  diseased  Elms  in  1957,  also  12  stumps  were 
removed  along  with  the  usual  sampling  and  spraying  for  the  Elm  Bark 
Beetle.  I  recommend  that  $5,000.00  be  appropriated  for  1958. 

The  program  for  the  control  of  Poison  Ivy  was  carried  on  the  same 
as  in  previous  years  covering  the  badly  infested  areas  along  the  road- 
side. There  is  a  definite  decrease  in  Poison  Ivy  as  compared  to  five 
years  ago.  I  recommend  that  $400.00  be  appropriated  to  keep  it  on  the 
decrease. 

There  is  still  a  lot  of  work  to  be  done  on  the  trees  in  Medfield  to 
repair  the  damage  caused  by  the  hurricanes  of  1954.  If  the  trees  con- 
tinue to  be  neglected  and  the  work  is  not  done  we  stand  a  good  chance 
of  permanently  damaging  and  losing  some  of  the  trees  through  the 
entrance  of  disease  and  rot.  I  recommend  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  be 
appropriated  for  the  Care  of  Trees  for  the  year  1958. 
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Our  tree  planting  program  was  hindered  by  the  extreme  drought 
of  the  past  year  but  will  be  resumed  this  spring.  I  recommend  that 
$500.00  be  appropriated  for  1958.

Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1957

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  town  that  has  taken  place  within  the  last 
few  years  was  substantially  slowed  down  during  this  year.  The  Board 
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has  held  regular  meetings  twice  a  month,  the  second  and  fourth  Thurs- 
days, during  the  year. 

Public  hearings  were  held  regarding  the  following  applications  for 
sub-divisions: 

(a)  February  28,  1957 — Roger  E.  Hardy,  Nebo  Street 

(b)  May  23,  1957 — Robert  H.  Brown,  Spring  Street 

Considerable  time  was  spent  prior  to  these  public  hearings  in 
reviewing  and  revising  proposed  plans  as  submitted  and  in  field  inspec- 
tions of  proposed  sub-divisions  as  well  as  sub-divisions  already  under 
construction.  Portions  of  two  sub-divisions  were  accepted  as  public 
ways. 

(a)  Bartlett  Avenue,  Kingsbury  Drive  and  Pine  Grove  Road  in 
the  Robert  H.  Brown  sub-division  off  Spring  Street, 
February  14,  1957. 

(b)  Charlesdale  Road  and  Richard  Road  in  the  Janice  Con- 
struction Co.,  Inc.,  sub-division  off  Bridge  Street, 
August  8,  1957. 

The  Board  has  designed  and  inaugurated  a  check  system  to  insure 
that  the  various  items  of  construction  on  the  sub-divisions  may  be 
properly  inspected  and  approved  before  subsequent  operations  are 
begun. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  regarding  the  change  in  zoning  of  land 
on  Park  Street  from  Business  to  Industrial  Land  upon  petition  of 
William  H.  Mann,  et  al.  This  zoning  change  was  accepted  by  the  Town 
at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

An  amendment  to  the  zoning  by-law  was  proposed  by  the  Board 
and  accepted  by  the  Town  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  regarding  the 
minimum  residential  lot  sizes  in  business  areas  and  restricting  resi- 
dential lots  in  industrial  areas. 

Approximately  fifty  plans  were  examined  and  signed  as  "Approval 
Under  the  Sub-Division  Control  Law  Not  Required".  This  is  a  necessity 
in  order  that  the  plan  may  be  recorded  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Highway  Department,  Baker's 
Pond  was  drained  and  cleaned  of  rubbish  accumulated  during  the  past 
year.  A  dangerous  condition  exists  with  respect  to  the  rail  fence  along 
Frairy  Street  beside  the  Pond.  The  Board  feels  that  repairs  should  be 
undertaken  at  once. 

The  Board  was  represented  at  a  hearing  at  the  County  Commis- 
sioner's Office  regarding  the  proposed  layout  of  South  Street. 
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Members  of  the  Board  attended  two  Regional  Meetings  of  the  State 
Federation  of  Planning  Boards  as  well  as  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
State  Federation  of  Planning  Boards. 

Board  members  are  serving  on  the  following  town  committees: 

(a)  Recreation  Committee 

(b)  Land  Needs  Committee 

(c)  Industrial  Commission 

(d)  Swimming  Pool  Committee 

A  round  table  discussion  was  held  with  the  various  department 
heads  regarding  the  establishment  of  a  public  works  department  but 
the  idea  was  tabled  pending  future  growth  of  the  town. 

An  agreement  was  made  with  the  Norfolk  County  Soil  Conserva- 
tion District  to  conduct  a  survey  of  town  land  located  between  Brook 
and  Green  Streets  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  building  a  swimming 
pool  in  that  area. 

The  old  town  wells  were  filled  in  by  the  Highway  Department, 
thus  eliminating  a  dangerous  situation  which  has  existed  for  some  time. 

Members  of  the  Board  regularly  attended  the  hearings  of  the 
Appeals  Board  during  the  year. 

In  spite  of  the  drought  during  the  year,  Baxter  Square  was  kept 
in  a  reasonably  good  condition.  However,  in  order  to  maintain  this 
area  in  a  condition  befitting  its  Memorial  status,  a  sprinkling  system 
should  be  installed  and  new  curbing  built  along  Spring  Street. 

The  tennis  court  area  continues  to  be  a  problem  with  respect  to 
noise  and  minor  vandalism.  Your  Board  recommends  that  the  playing 
area  should  be  surface  treated  during  the  coming  year  to  protect  it 
against  weathering.  A  new  net  was  installed  this  year  and  a  new  steel 
cable  purchased  to  hold  the  net  in  place.  It  has  been  suggested  that  a 
drinking  fountain  be  installed  for  the  convenience  of  the  court  users 
and  the  Board  recommends  that  this  be  done.

American  Heritage  Book  of  Great 
Historic  Places  by  the  editors  of 
American  Heritage  Magazine 
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We  have  also  tried  to  keep  abreast  of  current  events  by  way  of 
books  about  the  Middle  East,  Turkey,  China,  Indo-China,  Israel, 
Germany  and  Russia. 

We  have  had  a  number  of  donations,  some  fiction,  some  non-fiction, 
both  adult  and  juvenile,  and  the  many  mystery  fans  of  the  library  are 
indebted  to  Mrs.  Henry  Young  who  has  kept  us  supplied  with  mysteries 
over  the  12  month  period. 

Children's  Department 

The  children's  department  received  a  gift  in  1957  in  the  form  of  a 
Memorial  Fund  for  the  purchase  of  children's  books,  given  by  Mrs. 
Leonard  M.  Rieser,  Jr.,  of  Vermont,  in  memory  of  her  mother,  Clara 
Savage  Littledale,  who  was  at  one  time  a  resident  of  Medfield,  and  for 
many  years  editor  of  Parents'  Magazine.  The  fund  has  recently  received 
an  additional  $100  given  by  Mrs.  Leonard  M.  Rieser,  Sr.,  of  Illinois,  and 
it  is  hoped  by  the  donors  that  from  time  to  time  other  interested  persons 
will  add  to  the  fund.  The  principle  has  been  invested  and  the  library 
will  have  the  use  of  the  income  to  assist  in  the  purchase  of  children's 
books. 

During  July  and  August  a  reading  program  "Around  the  World 
with  Books"  was  enthusiastically  received.  Thirty-five  children  partici- 
pated, though  many  Medfield  children  were  away  at  camp  at  the  time 
and  others  taking  part  in  the  recreational  program  at  the  school 
grounds.  Karen  Sheridan  won  the  blue  ribbon  for  35  countries  visited 
by  way  of  books;  runners-up  were  Vicki  Sauer  with  31  and  Margaret 
Stubblebine  with  30.  Many  new  books  about  foreign  lands  and  peoples 
were  purchased  for  this  program. 

A  number  of  new  readers  have  also  been  added  for  the  primary 
grades  by  request  of  one  or  more  teachers.  These  include  the  MacMillan 
basic  readers,  the  Ginn  basic  readers,  the  Alice  and  Jerry  readers  and 
the  Scott,  Foresman  readers. 

New  sports  books  for  older  boys  and  career  books  for  teen-age  girls 
have  been  added  because  of  popular  appeal.  For  the  elementary  and 
Junior  High  grades,  new  Landmark  books  and  those  of  the  American 
Heritage  series  have  been  purchased,  these  to  serve  as  historical  back- 
ground reading  for  school  assignments.  These,  together  with  the  ever- 
popular  horse  and  dog  stories,  we  feel,  have  given  the  children  a  good 
selection  of  reading  material.  A  new  Merriam-Webster  dictionary  was 
also  purchased  for  this  department,  the  first  to  be  especially  written  for 
the  elementary  grades. 

The  Trustees  and  staff  hope  that  you  will  keep  in  mind  that  this 
library  is  trying  to  serve  in  a  dual  role  in  the  community,  that  of  school 
library  as  well  as  public  library,  and  while  we  do  try  to  meet  school 
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demands  as  best  we  can  on  a  limited  book  budget,  the  library's  primary- 
role  is  that  of  a  public  library,  so  that  there  is,  too  often,  lamentably, 
a  sense  of  frustration  on  the  part  of  teachers,  students  and  librarians 
alike,  when  we  are  sometimes  unable  to  cope  with  school  demands. 

We  wish  to  thank,  in  closing  this  report,  the  donors  of  books,  maga- 
zines and  flowers  during  1957  for  which  we  were  most  appreciative,  as 
well  as  all  who  have  served  the  library  in  any  capacity  during  the  year 
just  past.

The  Edwin  S.  Evans  Pumping  Station  completed  its  first  full  year 
of  service,  and  its  operation  has  been  not  only  fully  satisfactory  but 
also  more  economical  than  anticipated.  During  the  extended  drought 
in  1957,  the  underground  water  supply  proved  to  be  entirely  adequate. 
The  final  total  cost  of  land,  well,  pumping  station,  and  related  facilities 
was  $51,410,  a  saving  of  $13,590  from  the  appropriation. 
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We  ask  that  the  Town  authorize  the  purchase  of  a  small  piece  of 
land  at  the  summit  of  Mt.  Nebo  for  a  future  standpipe.  The  acquisition 
of  this  site  is  a  definite  necessity  for  the  future,  and  we  have  come  to 
a  friendly  agreement  with  the  present  owners.  We  are  also  con- 
tinuing our  investigation  of  a  feasible  site  on  Noon  Hill  for  future 
supplementary  water  storage,  if  this  becomes  necessary  at  some  future 
time,  either  at  the  expense  of  the  Town  or  real  estate  developers. 

The  Sewerage  Division's  business  presents  no  immediate  problems, 
and  we  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $2,000,  the  same  amount  as  last  year.

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
People  of  Medfield: 

Your  Committee  has  collected  and  attempted  to  evaluate  a  great 
deal  of  information.  As  a  result,  certain  articles  will  appear  in  the 
Town  Warrant  for  the  annual  meeting  particularly  dealing  with  salaries, 
vacations,  uniforms,  sick  leave  and  insurance. 

It  is  the  hope  of  your  Committee  that  a  police  chief  will  have  been 
appointed  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  We  believe  that  he  should  be 
responsible  for  drawing  up  the  operating  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
Police  Department. 

Your  Committee  also  strongly  recommends  that  consideration  be 
given  to  a  plan  to  turn  the  police  car  in  on  a  regular  twelve  to  fifteen 
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months  basis  to  insure  adequate  service  and  protection   and  in  the 
interests  of  economy.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS 

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

The  Annual  Report  for  the  Street  Department  is  hereby  respectfully 
submitted. 

The  year  1957  was  marked  by  more  than  usual  activity. 

MAIN  STREET  WIDENING:  Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  718 
of  the  Acts  of  1956  the  Town  received  as  its  share  of  the  $15,000,000.00 
alloted  to  cities  and  towns  the  amount  of  $11,758.59.  The  Selectmen 
recommended  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  that  the  funds  be 
applied  to  the  widening  of  Main  Street.  The  Department  of  Public 
Works  approved  the  project  and  accordingly  Main  Street  was  widened 
from  the  railroad  crossing  to  Miller  Street.  Chapter  90  funds  held  over 
for  two  years  were  applied  to  the  widening  between  Miller  and  Pleasant 
Streets.  The  Town  appropriated  $600.00  in  1956  which  was  carried  over 
and  used  with  the  $700.00  appropriation  in  1957,  making  the  cost  to  the 
Town  of  $1,300.00  for  the  widening. 

CAUSEWAY  STREET:  The  sum  of  $1,500.00  was  appropriated 
under  Article  26  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  November  26,  1956 
for  surfacing  Causeway  Street  from  Claypit  Road  for  a  distance  of 
approximately  1800  feet.  The  work  was  accomplished  in  the  Spring 
and  a  section  of  gravelled  road  which  was  difficult  to  maintain  was 
eliminated. 

NORTH  STREET  SIDEWALK:  In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the 
Town  under  Article  22  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  a  sidewalk  was 
constructed  on  the  westerly  side  of  North  Street  between  Pine  Street 
and  the  new  entrance  to  the  Memorial  School.   The  sidewalk  was  con- 
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structed  to  the  County  layout  and  in  accordance  with  the  County  grade. 
However,  it  is  not  always  possible  to  construct  a  sidewalk  in  such  a 
manner  because  of  the  incompatability  of  the  existing  grades  and 
future  grades. 

HIGHWAYS:  Routine  sweeping,  drainage,  patching,  repair  of 
bridges,  installation  of  signs  and  a  small  amount  of  surfacing  was  accom- 
plished under  this  appropriation.  Five  hundred  feet  of  guard  rails  were 
constructed  at  the  approaches  to  Death  Bridge.  The  total  cost  of  hauling 
fill  for  the  shoulders  and  the  installation  of  the  guard  rails  was  $1,828.16. 

PAINTING  STREET  LINES:  During  the  summer  $482.08  was  ex- 
pended for  painting  white  meridian  lines  on  North  Street,  Farm  Street, 
and  South  Street  between  High  Street  and  the  Norfolk  Town  line.  The 
amount  of  traffic  on  the  above  secondary  access  roads  to  the  Town 
and  the  dangerous  curves  on  them  warrants  a  yearly  expenditure  and 
requires  that  they  be  done  as  early  in  the  Spring  as  possible.  However, 
the  appropriation  that  is  annually  appropriated  is  too  confined  to  risk 
expenditures  for  such  purposes  until  the  Fall  when  it  appears  safe 
to  do  so. 

The  improvements  of  installing  guard  rails  and  painting  white  lines 
was  possible  this  year  only  because  of  the  funds  made  available  for  the 
widening  of  Main  Street.  Additional  guards  rails  should  be  immedi- 
ately installed  near  Death  Bridge,  Stop  River,  and  on  Spring  Street 
near  Kingsbury's  Pond  as  well  as  generally  throughout  the  Town 
where  needed.  Improvements  are  not  possible  without  adequate  funds 
with  which  to  accomplish  them. 

GRAVELLED  ROADS:  There  are  eighteen  public  ways  within  the 
Town  which  are  gravelled  in  part  or  in  their  entireties.  The  eighteen 
roads  constitute  12.60  miles  of  the  43.53  miles  of  public  ways  or  29% 
of  the  total  mileage.  Three  ways — Dwight  Street,  Rocky  Lane,  and  an 
unnamed  way  comprising  a  total  of  .91  of  a  mile — receive  a  minimum 
of  surface  work.  In  1957  $4,334.13  or  $371.00  per  mile  was  spent  on  the 
11.69  miles  of  gravelled  roads  to  maintain  them  for  brief  periods.  In 
the  last  three  years  it  has  cost  approximately  $11,500.00  to  provide  what 
maintenance  has  been  provided.  Yet,  despite  the  expenditures  of  a  sub- 
stantial sum,  the  roads  will  be  in  the  same  unsatisfactory  condition  this 
year  as  last  year. 

A  review  of  the  costs  of  maintaining  gravelled  roads  indicate  the 
necessity  for  an  increase  of  expenditures  each  succeeding  year  because 
of  the  greater  volume  and  type  of  traffic  using  the  roads.  It  costs  $850.00 
more  to  maintain  gravelled  roads  in  1957  than  in  1956,  for  no  more 
maintenance.  If  the  Town  was  not  obtaining  its  gravel  from  its  own  pit 
it  would  be  financially  impossible  to  continue  to  maintain  the  gravelled 
roads. 
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In  both  1955  and  1956  there  appeared  articles  in  the  annual  warrants 
for  the  surfacing  of  Grove  Street.  Although  it  is  used  more  generally 
than  other  gravelled  roads  and  its  condition  of  maintenance  obvious, 
the  Town  voted  on  both  occasions  not  to  widen  or  surface  it. 

The  simple  solution  is  a  systematic  program  of  surfacing  the  streets 
or  the  purchase  of  a  road  grader.  Until  the  voters  understand  the  little 
value  received  for  the  substantial  amount  expended  the  gravelled  roads 
will  remain  an  expense  to  the  Town.  The  costs  will  continue  to  increase 
until  the  Town  takes  a  positive  approach  and  is  willing  to  make  initial 
expenditures  for  this  purpose. 

SNOW:  A  survey  of  the  number  of  automobiles  in  the  Town  shows 
that  the  number  has  doubled  in  the  last  ten  years  and,  undoubtedly, 
will  increase  at  the  compounded  rate  of  at  least  5%  each  year.  The 
problem  of  parking  in  good  weather  is  obvious.  In  order  to  provide  the 
same  amount  of  limited  parking  it  is  necessary  to  remove  the  snow  as 
soon  as  possible.  The  only  direct  expenditure  by  the  Town  for  clearing 
the  square  was  $225.00  for  a  large  bucket  for  the  front-end  loader.  In  the 
event  of  a  single  breakdown  or  two  storms  in  succession  it  will  be 
impossible  to  clean  the  square  immediately.  It  will  be  difficult  to  hire 
proper  equipment  in  such  a  contingency  because  it  will  be  engaged 
elsewhere. 

In  1947  the  Town  voted  to  purchase  a  sidewalk  tractor  and  plow  to 
replace  the  horse-drawn  sidewalk  plows  and  it  was  purchased  in  1949. 
During  the  eight  years  that  the  Town  has  owned  the  tractor  it  has  been 
used  for  maintaining  the  public  dump  and  general  highway  work  as 
well  as  for  plowing,  thereby  saving  the  Town  money  and  paying  for 
itself. 

Because  of  its  condition  it  is  recommended  that  the  Town  purchase 
a  new  one  and,  accordingly,  an  article  is  included  in  the  warrant. 

In  order  to  plow  the  sidewalks  and  clean  the  square  two  sidewalk 
plows  should  be  available  in  addition  to  the  two  Gravely  plows,  one  of 
which  belongs  to  the  Cemetery  Department.

During  the  past  year  the  Police  Department  has  enjoyed  the  co- 
operation of  other  town  departments  and  officials  as  well  as  the 
assistance  of  the  officers  from  other  towns,  the  Registry  of  Motor 
Vehicles  and  the  State  Police.    To  them  and  the  people  of  the  Town 
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the  members  of  the  Police  Department  wish  to  express  their  appre- 
ciation for  keeping  Medfield  a  good  community  in  which  to  live.

REPORT   OF   THE    LAND    ACQUISITION    COMMITTEE

combination  fire  house  and  police  department. 

After  negotiations  with  varying  degrees  of  success  with  the  owners 
of  possible  sites  for  both  proposed  projects,  the  committee  proposed  at 
the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  January  6th,  1958,  that  the  Town  indicate 
its  choice  of  sites  for  the  possibilities  which  had  been  investigated. 

At  this  Town  Meeting  the  Town  voted  to  dismiss  their  interest  in 
either  of  the  two  possibilities  offered  by  the  committee  as  a  site  for  the 
parking  area;  these  being  the  area  between  Janes  Avenue,  Brook  Street, 
and  the  land  north  of  Main  Street,  and  the  land  adjacent  to  Baker's 
Pond. 

The  Town  then  voted  its  choice  of  a  site  for  the  fire  house  to  be  the 
land  presently  owned  by  the  Town  on  the  corner  of  North  and  Dale 
Streets.

1957. 

In  the  past  year  I  have  attended  many  meetings  and  a  convention 
relative  to  organizing  Civilian  Defense  in  Medfield. 

Twenty-five  volunteer  Civilian  Defense  workers  successfully 
passed  the  Standard  and  Advanced  Courses  in  First  Aid  offered  to  the 
Town  of  Medfield  by  the  American  Red  Cross. 

We  expect  our  "RACES"  (Radio  Amateur  Communication  Emer- 
gency Service)  plan  to  be  accepted  through  the  F.C.C.  (Federal  Com- 
munications Commission)  and  our  local  Amateur  Radio  Operators  so 
that  we  may  be  eligible  for  Federal  Matching  Funds. 

Due  to  the  unavoidable  delays  in  organizing  an  efficient  Civilian 
Defense  Center,  the  balance  of  funds  appropriated  at  the  Town  Meeting 
in  March,  1957  will  be  carried  over  through  the  Civilian  Defense  laws 
of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  to  further  our  activities  in  1958. 

The  cooperation  of  the  townspeople  in  this  all-important  organiza- 
tion is  gratefully  appreciated.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Medfield: 

During  the  year  your  committee  found  it  necessary  to  obtain  a  new 
superintendent  of  schools  to  replace  Mr.  William  McLin  who  resigned 
in  January  to  accept  a  position  with  the  National  Education  Association 
in  Washington.  From  thirty-five  applicants  we  finally  chose  Mr. 
Thomas  A.  Blake,  who  has  had  many  years  experience  in  Watertown 
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as  teacher  and  principal  in  both  elementary  and  secondary  schools. 
Although  unable  to  take  over  the  position  in  Medfield  until  after  the 
close  of  the  school  year  in  Watertown,  he  did,  at  considerable  personal 
inconvenience,  attend  all  our  committee  meetings  during  April,  May 
and  June,  and  helped  us  choose  teachers  to  fill  the  vacancies  on  our 
staff.  Since  July  first,  when  he  actually  assumed  the  duties  of  the 
superintendent,  he  has  proved  that  your  committee  made  no  mistake 
in  its  choice.  Teacher  and  pupil  morale  is  at  an  alltime  high  and  the 
schools  are  functioning  very  smoothly. 

Because  we  had  in  our  1957  Budget  an  increased  amount  for  upkeep 
and  repairs  we  were  able  during  the  summer  vacation  to  paint  the 
window  sills  and  outside  doors  in  all  the  buildings,  also  the  portico 
of  the  high  school  auditorium  and  the  classroom  and  corridor  walls  in 
the  original  Memorial  School.  The  boilers  and  flues  in  the  high  school 
heaters  were  thoroughly  cleaned  and  the  oil  burners  cleaned  and 
adjusted.  A  contract  was  made  with  a  firm  of  heating  engineers 
whereby  we  get  regular  inspections  and  immediate  repair  and  adjust- 
ment service  on  the  heaters  in  the  high  school.  This  contract  should  be 
extended  during  1958  to  cover  the  heating  plant  in  the  Memorial 
School.  We  also  had  an  acoustic  ceiling  and  fluorescent  lighting  put 
into  the  high  school  cafeteria,  an  improvement  that  has  been  needed 
from  the  time  the  building  was  built. 

With  the  special  appropriation  to  modernize  the  high  school  science 
laboratory  we  have  increased  from  16  to  24  the  number  of  places  at 
which  pupils  can  work,  have  tripled  the  blackboard  space,  put  in  an 
acoustic  ceiling  and  fluorescent  lighting  and  increased  the  science 
equipment  to  make  possible  much  more  experimental  work  than  was 
possible  before.  We  still  have  to  install  more  bookshelf  and  closet 
space  and  increase  the  amount  of  apparatus  for  general  science,  biology 
and  physics. 

We  regret  that  it  is  impossible  under  present  conditions  to  keep 
the  school  budget  from  increasing.     Here  are  the  reasons: 

1.  A  constantly  increasing  school  membership.  We  foresee  an 
increase  of  95  pupils  in  September  1958  over  September  1957. 

2.  Increased  need  for  books,  supplies  and  teaching  equipment  due 
to  increased  enrollment.  Also  because  of  constantly  rising  prices 
everything  we  buy  costs  more  each  year. 

3.  Additional  teachers  needed  to  care  for  increased  enrollment. 
In  September,  1958,  we  will  need  four  second  grades  instead  of  the 
present  three,  and  three  seventh  grades  instead  of  the  present  two. 

4.  Salary  increases  for  teachers  under  the  present  salary  schedule 
adopted  in  1956.    By  this  schedule  the  minimum  salary  which  a  teacher 
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must  receive  is  set  by  State  law  at  $3300.  The  maximum  salary  in  the- 
schedule  is  $2000  above  the  minimum,  and  is  reached  in  11  years  as: 
follows:  an  increase  of  $150  each  year  for  the  first  two  years,  an  increase 
of  $200  each  year  for  seven  years  and  an  increase  of  $150  each  year 
for  the  two  final  years. 

Since  the  adoption  of  this  schedule  we  have  not  had  nearly  as 
many  teachers  leave  for  new  positions  as  we  used  to  have,  and  last 
June  (1957)  when  the  entire  nation  was  complaining  of  a  teacher 
shortage  we  had  40  unsolicited  applications  from  teachers  who  wished 
to  teach  in  Medfield.  From  this  group  we  hired  the  seven  that  we 
needed. 

For  details  on  the  operation  of  the  school  system  during  the  past 
year  we  heartily  recommend  that  you  read  carefully  the  following 
reports  of  the  Superintendent,  the  Principals  and  special  teachers  in 
order  to  understand  what  our  schools  are  really  doing.

Projected  figures  for  1958  show  that  another  increase  is  evident. 
The  present  Senior  Class  has  30  students;  the  incoming  First  Grade  is 
estimated  at  125  pupils;  an  enrollment  gain  of  95.  The  estimated 
Budget  for  1958  is  $37,309  more  than  that  appropriated  for  1957.  This 
figure  is  necessitated  by  a  number  of  factors — an  increase  in  the  teach- 
ing staff,  regular  increments  due  the  teaching  staff  in  accordance  with 
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the  Salary  Schedule,  increases  in  both  supply  and  textbook  accounts, 
increase  in  the  amount  of  custodial  and  maintenance  materials. 

The  Town  may  expect  an  annual  increase  in  the  School  Budget 
until  such  time  as  a  so-called  "plateau"  is  reached  with  regard  to 
growth. 

An  urgent  consideration,  based  upon  enrollment,  is  a  new  high 
school  or  increased  facilities  in  the  present  high  school.  The  pressure 
of  numbers  will  be  felt  in  the  High  School  with  the  opening  of  school 
in  September,  1958.  Memorial  School  will  have  each  of  its  20  rooms 
used  as  a  regular  classroom.  North  Street  School  will  be  using  5  of  its 
7  rooms  for  regular  classes;  the  two  spare  rooms  have  been  and  will  be 
used  for  work  in  Art  and  Music. 

Survey  of  School  Building:  Needs  in  Medneld 

Dr.  John  E.  Marshall,  Educational  Consultant,  completed  a  survey 
of  school  building  needs  in  September.  It  is  recommended  that  the 
citizens  of  the  Town  read  the  Report,  copies  of  which  are  on  file  in 
the  Public  Library.

Observations 

Since  July  1st  I  have  had  an  opportunity  to  observe  the  Medfield 
Schools  from  many  angles  and  I  like  what  I  have  seen. 

The  Curriculum  is  sound  and  functional.  There  is  every  indication 
that  a  youngster  can  progress  from  Grade  I  through  High  School 
Graduation  and  have  the  necessary  skills,  motivation,  educational, 
physical  and  social  development;  all  of  which  are  required  for  higher 
education.  It  is  evident  also  that  the  graduating  terminal  student  will 
have  the  mental  and  social  growth  to  enter  full-time  employment  or 
military  service. 

The  above  is  predicated  .on  the  assumption  that  the  learner  is 
working  or  has  worked  up  to  his  or  her  capacity,  mentally  and  physical- 
ly. Every  area  of  educational  development  is  present  in  the  curriculum 
and  can  be  accomplished  by  those  who  are  willing  to  work  seriously. 

The  competition  for  admission  to  colleges  and  other  schools  of 
higher  education  and  the  opportunities  for  satisfactory  full-time  em- 
ployment are  going  to  be  more  severe  than  at  present.  The  Medfield 
student  must  realize  these  facts  and  take  advantage  of  all  that  is  offered. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  meet  and  work  with  the  Administrative, 
Instructional,  Clerical  and  Custodial  Staffs.  They  are  serious  and  con- 
scientious with  regard  to  their  work.  Their  "interest  in"  and  "relations 
with"  the  students  are  highly  commendable. 

Although  I  have  not  been  able  to  meet  and  confer  with  the  young- 
sters and  students  as  often  as  I  would  have  liked  it  has  been  gratifying 
to  receive  a  cheery  "hello"  and  a  smile  from  them.    Medfield  can  well 
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be  proud  of  the  appearance  and  demeanor  of  all  its  young  people. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  gratitude  to  the  princi- 
pals, teachers,  supervisors,  secretaries,  custodians,  cafeteria  workers, 
nurses  and  doctors  for  their  cooperation,  assistance  and  many  acts  of 
kindness.  I  wish  also  to  thank  the  members  of  the  other  Town  Depart- 
ments, the  parents  and  other  citizens  who  have  been  so  gracious  and 
helpful  to  me  and  the  School  Department. 

Lastly  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  School 
Committee  for  their  confidence  in  me  and  for  their  fair  and  conscien- 
tious supervision  of  the  Medfield  Public  Schools.

It  pleases  me  to  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  principal  of  the 
Medfield  Junior-Senior  High  School  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1957. 

The  graduating  class  of  June  5,  1957  numbered  24.  The  Division 
of  Research  and  Statistics  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Department  of 
Education  released  state-wide  figures  on  the  percentages  of  high  school 
graduates  planning  on  colleges  or  higher  education.

Alan  Stanley  Evans,  American  Legion  Medals.  The  scholarships  were 
awarded    as    follows:     Nancy    Louise    White,    Hannah    Adams    Club; 
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Margaret  Anne  Tucker,  Parent  Teachers  Association;  Bernard  Anthony 
Barcelo,  Medfield  Lions  Club;  Alan  Stanley  Evans,  American  Legion. 

While  24  students  were  graduating  in  June  of  1957  there  were  54 
students  entering  grade  nine  and  65  entering  grade  seven.  The  increase 
in  enrollment  brought  enrollment  figures  to  176  in  grades  9  through  12 
and  117  in  grades  7  and  8.  It  is  the  writer's  opinion  that  the  school  year 
1957-1958  will  be  the  last  year  we  will  be  able  to  operate,  without  being 
handicapped,  in  the  present  buildings. 

This  year  for  the  first  time  the  Guidance  Department  in  coopera- 
tion with  Northeastern  University,  is  sponsoring  a  series  of  occupa- 
tional conferences.  Areas  already  covered  in  the  current  series  include 
Aviation,  Business  Administration,  Foreign  Language  study,  Engineer- 
ing, Entertainment  and  Nursing.  Other  functions  of  the  guidance 
department  have  enlarged  because  of  increased  enrollment.  In  1957 
every  grade  in  the  Junior-Senior  high  school  was  tested.  The  eighth 
grade  classes  before  entering  the  high  school  are  administered  the 
Latin  Prognostic  test,  the  Algebra  Prognostic  test,  and  an  achievement 
test.  These  tests  together  with  the  students'  grades  and  recommendations 
of  their  teachers  enable  us  to  guide  them  more  accurately  into  the 
course  which  best  suits  them. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Fred  C.  Browne  Company  of  Walpole 
we  were  able  to  have  our  own  Driver  Education  car.  There  are  now 
over  50  students  taking  Driver  Education. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  organizations  who 
have  helped  the  students  in  the  Junior-Senior  high  school.  I  would 
especially  like  to  publicly  praise  the  faculty  of  the  school  for  its  con- 
tinued effort  and  desire  to  make  Medfield  Junior-Senior  High  School 
the  fine  school  it  is.

REPORT  OF  MEMORIAL  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Memorial  School. 

Our  school  strives  to  develop  efficient  habits  of  work;  to  encourage 
the  growth  of  ideals  and  moral  values;  to  help  the  child  achieve  health 
of  mind  and  body;  and  to  help  to  develop  the  kind  of  attitudes  which 
will  result  in  a  satisfactory  adjustment  to  living. 

It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  our  elementary  school  places 
great  importance  on  the  basic  skills  and  that  the  development  of  read- 
ing, oral  and  written  expression,  and  number  work  occupy  much  time 
and  thought  on  the  part  of  teachers,  and  much  of  the  time  of  the  pupils. 
Science,  the  social  studies,  art,  music,  handwriting  and  physical  educa- 
tion also  contribute  to  the  educational  program. 

Because  we  desire  to  have  a  close  working  arrangement  between 
the  home  and  the  school,  parents  are  urged  to  call  the  office  to  make  an 
appointment  for  a  conference  with  their  child's  teacher.  These  parent- 
teacher  conferences  afford  an  opportunity  for  a  better  understanding  of 
the  child's  working  habits. 

To  a  teacher,  probably  the  outstanding  observation  is  the  many 
individual  differences  to  be  found  in  any  group  of  children.    Children 
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of  the  same  age  vary  widely  in  emotional  and  physical  maturity, 
academic  aptitude  and  special  talents.  Perhaps  the  greatest  change 
between  a  good  school  today  and  one  of  fifty  years  ago  is  the  recogni- 
tion of  such  differences  and  a  desire  to  give  each  child  his  chance  to 
learn  and  to  develop  to  his  fullest  capacity  in  accordance  with  his  own 
abilities  and  talents. 

In  the  observance  of  all  special  programs  held  in  the  assembly  hall, 
including  open  house,  invitations  were  issued  to  the  parents.  The  res- 
ponse has  been  excellent  as  many  parents  have  taken  advantage  of  this 
opportunity  to  show  great  interest  in  their  child  and  our  school.  It  has 
been  most  gratifying  to  the  faculty  and  pupils  of  Memorial  School. 

A  special  committee  has  been  working  on  a  revised  report  card 
since  last  spring.  The  finished  draft  was  approved  by  the  Superinten- 
dent and  the  School  Committee.  All  parents  will  be  invited  to  attend  a 
meeting  at  the  school  to  have  the  new  marking  system  thoroughly 
explained. 

The  Chairman  of  the  homeroom  mothers  and  all  other  mothers  have 
helped  to  make  our  special  parties  a  success  by  supplying  and  serving 
refreshments. 

May  I,  at  this  time,  extend  my  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  and 
assistance  rendered  by  Mr.  Blake,  members  of  the  School  Committee, 
the  entire  school  personnel,  and  parents  and  friends.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  PROGRAM 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  planning  the  school  health  program  several  objectives  have  been 
kept  in  mind.  By  health  teachings  we  have  tried  to  improve  and 
maintain  the  health  of  all  children  within  our  school  system. 

Duties  of  the  School  Health  Personnel: 

1.    Physical  examinations  of  the  new  pupils;  this  includes  all  pupils  not 
having  had  a  physical  examination  in  three  years. 
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2.    Consultations    with    the    faculty    on    psychological    problems,    and 
emotional  problems  which  keeps  the  child  from  having  good  social 
adjustments. 

3.  To  help  with  the  handicap  children  and  the  children  who  need 
special  handling  due  to  varying  degrees  of  retardation.  The  prob- 
lems of  special  teachers,  the  health  and  safety  of  these  children  and 
the  suitable  classroom  space  are  of  prime  importance  and  must  be 
satisfactorily  worked  out  before  any  such  program  can  be  set  up  in 
a  community. 

4.  Control  of  communicable  diseases,  rendering  First  Aid,  establishing 
good  personal  hygiene  among  the  pupils  and  making  home  visits 
when  necessary. 

In  the  spring  a  Pre-School  Clinic  was  held  for  the  purpose  of 

registering  pupils  entering  public  school  in  September. 

Purpose  of  early  registration: 

1 .  To  examine  the  children,  with  a  parent  present,  who  will  be  entering 
school  for  the  first  time.  Each  pupil  was  given  a  physical  examina- 
tion by  Dr.  Stagg;  any  health  problems  found  were  discussed  at  this 
time  with  the  parent. 

2.  Consultations  with  the  faculty  on  psychological  problems  and 
with  the  school  personnel  and  surroundings. 

3.  To  help  with  the  handicapped  children  and  the  children  who  need 
of  children  entering  Grade  One  in  September. 

Physical  examinations  were  done  during  the  school  year.  Most  of 
our  pupils  were  found  to  be  healthy,  with  only  a  few  needing  medical 
follow-up.  The  major  needs  were  dental  defects. 

We  would  like  again  to  remind  the  parents  that  the  annual  health 
form  can  legally  now  be  made  out  by  the  family  physician.  We  prefer 
to  use  this  system  as  it  gives  us  much  more  complete  insight  into  the 
child  from  the  person  who  knows  the  child  best.  The  school  health 
forms  may  be  picked  up  at  the  school  office  at  any  time  and  taken  to 
the  family  doctor.  We  would  appreciate  it  very  much,  if  when  the 
child  is  taken  for  the  annual  physical  exam  this  procedure  be  followed. 

The  Vision  and  Hearing  Testing  are  done  at  some  time  during  the 
year  on  all  pupils  in  our  school.  Notices  are  sent  to  parents  if  a  child 
fails  to  pass  either  of  these  tests.  These  tests  are  merely  a  screening 
process,  and  we  therefore  urge  if  any  child  shows  symptoms  of  eye 
difficulty  or  hearing  loss  not  to  wait  for  the  next  school  examination, 
but  have  medical  attention  when  the  problem  is  discovered.  "One  can 
replace  teeth,  but  not  an  eye  or  ear" 
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This  year  the  Norfolk  Tuberculosis  School  Clinic  did  skin  testing 
for  tuberculosis  in  certain  grades  in  the  school.  This  was  made  possible 
by  the  physicians  from  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital  in  cooperation 
with  your  school  department,  your  Board  of  Health  and  the  Norfolk 
County  Tuberculosis  and  Health  Association. 

The  purpose  of  this  testing  is  to  find  the  children  who  have  been 
infected  with  tuberculosis  and  to  give  advice  when  necessary  how  best 
to  combat  this  infection.  If  a  positive  reaction  is  found,  necessary 
arrangements  are  made  for  pupils  and  all  other  members  of  the  family 
to  be  examined  and  X-rayed.  Transportation  and  arrangements  were 
made  for  all  food  handlers,  and  school  personnel  who  had  not  been 
X-rayed  within  three  years.  They  were  examined  at  the  Norfolk 
County  Hospital. 

The  Dental  Clinic  is  conducted  by  Dr.  Robert  Kirschbaum  and  the 
School  Nurse  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Health.  All  pupils 
are  examined  in  the  Elementary  Grades  and  notices  are  sent  out  if 
defects  are  found. 

In  February  we  had  a  Polio  Clinic.  At  this  time  the  pupils  received 
second  doses  and  some  received  their  first  injection.  All  children  who 
had  received  their  second  injection  were  eligible  for  boosters. 

On  the  whole  our  children  are  healthy,  happy  and  well  adjusted. 
We  have  had  several  cases  of  Chicken  Pox  and  the  Flu,  and  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  parents,  school  department  and  townspeople  every 
effort  is  made  to  maintain  or  improve  the  health  of  our  community. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  who  are  associated  with  us 
in  the  school  department;  the  superintendent,  teachers,  parents,  and 
others  who  have  willingly  helped  us  to  carry  out  a  good  health  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GIRLS'  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DIRECTOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  grades  I  through  IV,  the  physical  education  program  consists 
of  quiet  and  active  games,  rhythmic  activities  and  tumbling.  This 
program  is  for  boys  and  girls.  In  grades  V  and  VI,  lead-up  games  which 
teach  the  essential  techniques  of  team  sports,  and  an  extensive  self- 
testing  program  are  offered;  this  is  for  girls  only. 

The  junior  high  program  is  somewhat  limited  due  to  large  classes, 
but  an  introduction  to  team  sports  is  begun  and  self-testing  activities 
are  offered.  Small  classes  in  the  senior  high  enable  girls  to  participate 
in  team  and  individual  sports  and  body  mechanics  as  well  as  self -testing 
activities  are  also  stressed. 

Intra-mural  sports  enable  all  high  school  girls  to  participate  in 
after-school  sports.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  girls  varsity  teams,  which 
represent  Medfield  in  competition  with  other  schools.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ART 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

To  create,  as  defined  by  Webster's  Dictionary  is  "to  produce  a  work 
of  art  or  imagination";  and  "having  or  showing  the  power  to  produce 
original  work".  These  definitions  clearly  state  the  objectives  of  the 
art  classes  in  Medfield  schools. 

Grades  one  through  six  experimented  with  wet  chalk,  wire  sculp- 
turing, paper  mache  puppets  and  torn  paper.  In  the  spring  a  flower 
arrangement  contest  was  held  in  grades  four,  five  and  six,  and  the 
prize-winners  were  exhibited  at  a  Tea  for  our  new  superintendent. 

Grades  seven  and  eight  exhibited  some  of  their  work  at  a  fall 
P.T.A.  meeting.  The  emphasis  in  these  grades  is  on  design,  lettering, 
perspective,  use  of  color  and  the  proper  layout  of  a  drawing. 
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Art  is  elective  in  the  High  School  and  those  who  are  interested  in 
the  mechanical  side  of  this  subject  are  encouraged  to  learn  the  funda- 
mentals of  Mechanical  Drawing.  Mediums,  such  as  pastels,  oil  crayons, 
block  printing,  water  color,  pen  and  ink  and  pencil,  offer  the  talented 
student  many  ways  to  express  him  or  herself  creatively. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  school  personnel  for  their  assistance 
throughout  the  school  year.

The  Elementary  music  education  program  stresses  choral  singing. 
Upper  grades  emphasize  note  reading.  All  classes  meet  with  the  super- 
visor once  a  week.  This  year  phonograph  records  and  some  rhythm  band 
instruments  have  been  added.  Also  instrumental  class  lessons  have 
been  inaugurated  and  these  are  offered  twice  a  week,  once  in  school 
time.

Club,  Girls'  Chorus  and  an  Instrumental  Group.  Each  rehearses 
approximately  one  hour  per  week,  the  Choral  Group  in  club  period.

This  year  in  the  Senior  High  School  project  work  was  done  based 
on  the  individual  needs  of  the  students.  In  the  Junior  High  School  the 
course  was  divided  into  two  units.  Foods  and  Nutrition  was  given  for 
the  first  unit  and  Clothing  was  the  second  unit. 

The  School  Lunch  Program  continued  to  share  in  the  government 
subsidy  program  and  the  special  milk  program.  Prices  for  both  pro- 
grams remained  the  same — 25  cents  for  lunches  and  three  cents  for  milk. 
This  year's  increase  in  the  program  shows  that  better  than  half  of  the 
total  school  enrollment  participated  in  the  program.  The  cafeteria 
personnel  has  remained  the  same  in  number.

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  to 
purchase  fire  hose  for  the  Fire  Department. 

Article  16.  Voted  to  increase  the  term  of  office  of  Tree  Warden 
from  one  year  to  three  (3)  years,  said  three  year  term  of  office  to 
commence  in  the  year  1958. 

Article  17.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  the  Tree 
and  Moth  Departments  sought  the  purchase  of  a  new  truck  and  winch 
for  their  use. 

Article  18.  Voted  to  accept  as  a  gift  from  Mrs.  Ella  C.  Marcionette 
for  the  purposes  of  a  school  to  be  known  as  the  AMOS  CLARK  KINGS-

Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  the  in- 
stallation of  an  eight-inch  water  main  in  High  Street  from  the  corner 
of  South  Street  in  a  southerly  direction  a  distance  of  approximately  815 
feet,  by  transferring  $1,000.00  from  the  unexpended  balance  of  the 
appropriation  under  Article  1  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  December 
13,  1954;  and  raising  and  appropriating  the  remaining  $4,000.00;  this 
installation  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  regulation  relative  to  water 
main  assessments  approved  by  the  Town  on  March  14,  1956. 

Article  22.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $900.00  for 
the  construction  of  a  sidewalk  on  North  Street  between  Pine  Street  and 
the  new  school  entrance. 

Article  23.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.00 
to  renovate  the  science  laboratory  at  the  High  School. 

Article  24.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  a  sum  of 
money  was  sought  to  renew  the  water  pipes  in  the  North  Street  School. 

Article  25.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000.00 
said  amount  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  School  Commit- 
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tee  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a  survey  of  school  building  needs. 

Article  26.  Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed 
to  look  into  the  feasibility  of  having  a  professional  evaluation  of  real 
estate  made  in  Medfield. 

Article  27.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $8,500.00 
said  amount  to  be  used  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  contract  with  any 
person,  persons  or  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  having  a  professional 
evaluation  made  of  all  real  estate  situated  in  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

Article  28.  Voted  to  a^_<pt  the  report  of  the  Swimming  Pool 
Committee  as  read. 

Article  29.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  a  sum  of 
money  was  asked  for  the  construction  of  a  swimming  pool  and  equip- 
ment. 

Article  30.  Voted  to  hear  any  reports  of  committees  appointed  at 
any  previous  Town  Meetings. 

Article  31.  Voted  to  have  the  Moderator  appoint  a  committee  of 
five  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  study  of  the  insurance  structure  of  the 
town  and  report  at  a  future  town  meeting. 

Article  32.  Voted  to  have  the  Moderator  appoint  a  committee  of 
five  consisting  of  William  Bowman  and  Ralph  Baker  (V.F.W.),  William 
Mann  and  Francis  Ryan  (American  Legion)  and  Herbert  B.  Burr, 
Selectman  and  authorize  it  to  make  arrangements  and  to  spend  money 
appropriated  under  Article  3  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day.

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Treasurer 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time 
in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1, 
1958,  and  to  issue  note,  or  notes  therefor  payable  within  one  year,  and 
to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one 
year,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  44,  Section  17  General  Laws.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  pick-up  truck  for  the 
Street  Department,  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  trade  the  present 
pick-up  truck  as  part  of  the  purchase  price,  or  do  or  act  anything  in 
relation  thereto. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate, 
and/or  borrow  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  sidewalk 
tractor  and  plow,  and  bulldozer  conversion  and  blade,  and  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  trade  the  present  sidewalk  tractor  as  part  of  the  purchase 
price,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  respectfully  submit  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Medfield  their  report  for  the  year  1958. 

WIRING  FEES: 

In  the  1957  report  of  the  Selectmen  it  was  reported  that  the  cost 
of  operating  the  Office  of  the  Wiring  Inspector  between  1952  and  1956 
was  $722.32. 

Expenses  and  income  for  1957  and  1958  were  as  follows:

1957  $509.99       $259.75       $250.24 

1958  450.00        323.50        126.50 


Cost  to  Town  376.74 

The  total  cost  of  this  service  has  been  $1,099.06  since  it  was  estab- 
lished in  1952. 

In  1953  the  Wiring  Inspector  as  a  result  of  a  year's  experience 
recommended  by  an  article  in  the  Annual  Warrant,  that  the  fees  be 
increased  in  order  to  make  the  Department  self-sufficient.  The  matter 
was  referred  to  a  By-Law  Committee  which  was  studying  the  feasibil- 
ity of  revising  the  Town  By-Laws.  However,  the  By-Law  Committee 
took  no  action  and  the  deficit  continued. 

In  1957  another  article  was  included  in  the  warrant  for  the  Special 
Town  Meeting  of  April  29th.  The  article  was  dismissed. 

Again  an  article  is  included  so  that  the  fees  will  support  the  ser- 
vice. Under  the  authority  of  the  article  the  Wiring  Inspector  will 
make  recommendations  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  schedule  of  fees,  if 
proper,  will  be  published  in  a  local  paper  and  become  effective.  Ser- 
vice fees  are  designed  to  cover  the  costs  of  the  service  and  not  for  the 
profit  of  the  Town. 

In  order  to  allow  for  an  increase  in  the  Inspector's  salary  and  to 
place  the  Department  on  a  self-supporting  basis,  an  article  is  included 
in  this  year's  warrant. 

STREET  LAYOUTS: 

Grove  Street  from  the  Public  Dump  to  West  Street  was  accepted 
by  the  Town  in  1958  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen. 

Philip  Street  in  its  entirety  is  under  consideration  of  the  County 
Commissioners.  Harding  Street  from  North  Street  to  Hospital  Road  and 
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Hospital  Road  from  Harding  Street  to  the  State  Hospital  gate  has  been 
under  consideration  for  several  years  by  the  County  Commissioners. 

Orchard  Street  and  Causeway  Street.  Due  to  actual  and  proposed 
development  along  Orchard  Street  and  Causeway  Street,  members  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  individuals  with  other  individuals  have 
petitioned  the  County  Commissioners  to  relocate  Orchard  Street  in  its 
entirety  and  Causeway  Street  from  Orchard  Street  to  Dwight  Street. 
Since  there  are  no  dwellings  at  present  along  the  last  mentioned  streets, 
the  land  damages  should  be  small  and  no  hardships  created. 

CHAPTER  90  HIGH  STREET  CONSTRUCTION. 

At  the  time  of  the  printing  of  the  1957  Town  Report  the  1957  con- 
tract for  the  construction  of  a  section  of  High  Street  was  not  completed. 

The  bid  of  the  Manning  Construction  Company,  the  lowest  bidder, 
was  $42,627.70.  In  addition  to  the  bid  there  was  expended  the  amount 
of  $1,009.00  on  catch  basin  frames  and  grates  and  manhole  frames  and 
covers  and  $136.00  for  guard  posts  which  are  furnished  by  the  Town. 
The  further  sum  of  $1,292.00  was  paid  for  traffic  officers.  The  sum  of 
$46,622.46  was  paid  to  the  contractor. 

The  original  specifications  did  not  call  for  an  asphalt  surface  from 
the  old  road  to  Forest  Street,  a  distance  of  about  1000  feet.  By  cutting 
back  some  of  the  shoulder  work  and  using  some  of  the  balance  it  was 
possible  by  agreement  between  the  Selectmen  and  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  to  apply  the  base  surface,  making  the  condition  of  the 
road  more  satisfactory  and  reducing  the  ultimate  cost.  After  the  final 
payment  made  to  the  contractor  on  June  3,  1958,  there  was  a  balance 
of  $940.54  which  has  been  transferred  to  Surplus  Revenue  and  is  part 
of  this  year's  Available  Funds. 

In  1958  the  State  allotted  $30,000.00  instead  of  the  usual  $15,000.00 
and  the  County  $10,000.00  instead  of  $5,000.00.  The  Town  appropriated 
$10,000.00  instead  of  $5,000.00  as  in  previous  years. 

The  contract  and  work  was  a  joint  one  with  the  Town  of  Walpole, 
thereby  connecting  the  two  towns  on  the  new  layout. 

Although  there  were  twelve  bids  ranging  from  $51,273.04  to  $68,- 
238.75,  the  five  lowest  bidders  were  as  follows: 

Sacco    Construction    Company  $51,273.05 

Rosenfeld  Contracting  Corp.  51,634.65 

S.  E.  Luttazi  &  Sons  52,733.00 

Manning  Construction  Co.,  Inc.  53,281.55 

Colonna  Bros.  Inc.  53,999.05 
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The  Town  of  Medf  ield's  share  to  the  lowest  bidder,  Sacco  Construc- 
tion Company,  was  $35,754.40. 

The  contractor  has  been  paid  $19,793.47  to  date  and  the  Massachu- 
setts Correctional  Institution  has  been  paid  $661.70  for  frames,  grates, 
covers  and  guard  posts.  It  is  expected  that  this  contract  will  be  com- 
pleted as  soon  as  the  weather  permits.  Since  it  was  estimated  that  there 
would  be  a  balance  of  over  $10,000.00  in  the  account,  the  State,  County 
and  Town  agreed  to  carry  that  amount  over  until  1959  when  it  would 
be  used  with  the  1959  allotments  and  appropriations. 

Although  $15,000.00  was  requested  of  the  State  and  $5,000.00  from 
the  County  the  amounts  available  are:  State  $10,500.00;  County 
$5,250.00;  Town,  $5,250.00,  or  a  total  of  $21,000.00.  There  will  then  be 
available  $31,000.00  to  complete  the  1600  remaining  feet. 

After  the  completion  of  this  year's  work,  6800  feet  of  Route  27 
between  Granite  Street  and  the  Walpole-Medfield  town  line  will  have 
been  completed  since  the  first  appropriation  in  1954. 

In  the  Fall  of  this  year  the  Selectmen  will  meet  the  County  Com- 
missioners and  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
at  Dedham.  The  requests  for  1959  will  be  for  funds  to  start  at  Granite 
Street  and  tie  in  Spring  Street,  a  distance  of  2,000  feet.  In  all  probability 
it  will  be  necessary  to  carry  over  the  1960  funds  until  1961  so  that 
the  last  section  can  be  completed  at  one  time  and  under  one  contract. 
After  1961  there  will  be  a  satisfactory  road  between  Medfield  and 
Walpole. 

MAIN  STREET  GRADE  CROSSING: 

Several  new  safety  factors  were  added  to  the  Main  Street  Grade 
Crossing.  As  a  result  of  a  further  study  and  meetings  with  the 
Traffic  Engineer  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  engineers 
from  the  Railroad,  the  Town  installed  new  advanced  warning  discs 
closer  to  the  crossing,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  replaced  the 
existing  warning  discs  with  new  ones  and  the  Railroad  added  an  addi- 
tional set  of  lights  on  the  northwesterly  quadrant.  Yellow  lines  indi- 
cating the  restriction  to  parking  have  been  painted  so  that  the  lights 
will  not  be  obstructed  when  vehicles  approach  the  crossing.  Advanced 
warning  discs  have  also  been  installed  on  Spring  and  Park  Streets. 

MAIN  STREET  WIDENING: 

Again  funds  were  requested  under  Chapter  90  Construction  for  the 
widening  of  Main  Street  between  Pleasant  and  South  Streets.  The  sum 
of  $2,400.00  was  requested  from  the  State  and  $800.00  from  the  County 
provided  the  Town  appropriated  $800.00.  However,  the  request  was 
not  granted  due  to  insufficient  funds. 
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BRIDGES: 

Turnpike  Bridge  which  spans  the  Charles  River  on  Route  109  at 
the  Millis-Medfield  Town  Line  was  completed  this  year  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works.  Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  609  of  the  Acts 
of  1945  jurisdiction  of  bridges  on  route  roads  was  assumed  by  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  and  are  State  Highways.  The  Selectmen  of 
Sherborn  and  Medfield  have  conferred  at  Death  Bridge  and  agreed 
to  petition  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  study  the  bridge  with  a 
view  of  reconstructing  or  replacing  it  with  a  new  one  and  correcting 
the  approaches. 

Street  lights  have  been  added  to  Turnpike  Bridge  both  by  the 
Town  of  Millis  and  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

PIGGERIES: 

Due  to  misunderstanding  of  the  interpretation  of  the  existing  By- 
Law  as  it  pertains  to  farms  and  animals,  the  Selectmen  as  the  Enforcing 
Authority  have  been  in  Court  twice  in  the  last  four  years.  The  existing 
By-Law  prohibits  certain  types  of  activity  by  exclusion.  However,  such 
a  restriction  is  not  obvious  to  the  average  person.  Court  expenses  and 
hardships  can  be  avoided  by  a  positive  amendment  of  the  Zoning  By- 
Law  or  a  new  law  placing  control  of  piggeries  and  other  types  of 
activities  under  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Health.  Other  towns 
have  suffered  unfortunate  experiences  and  property  devaluation  as  a 
result  of  piggeries.  They  can  be  avoided  by  a  positive  regulation  which 
controls  such  activities.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

The  Annual  Report  for  the  Street  Department  is  hereby  respect- 
fully submitted: 

In  addition  to  routine  gravelling,  patching,  surfacing,  the  Street 
Department  made  a  modest  start  in  replacing  guard  rails,  along  some 
of  the  public  ways.  Posts  and  rails  were  installed  on  Upham  Road, 
Hartford  Street,  School  and  Wight  Street,  and  Millbrook  Road.  There 
is  a  definite  need  for  guard  rails  on  Spring  Street  near  Kingsbury's 
Pond. 

Under  a  special  appropriation  funds  were  made  available  for 
planking  the  Curve  Street  Bridge.  The  labor  was  provided  from  the 
Highway  account.  The  subflooring  was  found  to  be  in  fair  condition  and 
should  last  for  sometime.  There  is  also  a  definite  need  for  guard  rails 
along  the  approaches  to  this  overhead  bridge. 

Granite  curbing  which  was  on  hand  from  the  previous  year  was 
installed  on  Main  Street  between  Upham  Road  and  the  Railroad  Grade 
Crossing.  A  new  catch  basin  was  installed  and  the  sidewalk  completed. 

White  median  lines  were  again  painted  on  North  Street,  Farm 
Street,  and  South  Street  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works.  The  parking  lines  and  crosswalks  in  the 
square  were  painted. 

In  anticipation  of  an  appropriation  for  the  surfacing  of  Grove 
Street  the  road  was  moved  into  its  proper  place  within  the  layout.  The 
gravel  fill  has  had  the  advantage  of  both  the  traffic  and  the  weather 
which  has  thoroughly  compacted  it. 

PUBLIC  DUMP:  The  Appropriation  for  maintaining  the  dump 
has  not  been  increased  since  1953  despite  the  growth  of  the  Town.  An 
additional  $262.00  is  requested  for  1959  in  order  to  replace  the  fence 
which  was  originally  part  of  the  old  tennis  court.  The  fence  has  to  be 
moved  because  of  the  1958  layout  of  Grove  Street  and  now  is  the  time 
to  install  the  new  fence.  It  is  hoped  that  all  or  part  of  the  old  fence  can 
be  salvaged  and  extended  in  an  easterly  direction  from  Grove  Street. 
Reducing  the  dump  will  reduce  the  time  required  in  pushing  over  the 
dump  each  year. 

SIDEWALKS:  Since  there  is  no  interest  in  adopting  a  program  of 
replacing  sidewalks  that  are  over  thirty-years  old,  it  is  either  necessary 
that  the  present  sidewalks  be  given  a  coat  of  asphalt  to  seal  them  or  to 
have  no  sidewalks. 
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Exclusive  of  sidewalks  built  in  new  developments,  the  Town  has 
eleven  miles  of  sidewalks  that  are  so  badly  cracked  that  they  will  soon 
disintegrate.  In  order  to  surface  all  of  them  it  will  cost  in  the  vicinity  of 
$4,000.00.  It  is  recommended  that  the  additional  sum  of  $1,000.00  be 
appropriated  this  year  in  order  to  preserve  the  existing  sidewalks. 

CHAPTER  90  MAINTENANCE:  Main  Street  through  the  square 
was  surfaced  under  this  account  to  hold  the  road  which  was  cracking 
until  such  time  as  the  widening  is  completed  and  a  hot-top  surface 
applied.  Stone  covered  surfaces  were  applied  on  South  Street  from 
Philip  Street  to  the  Railroad  Crossing  and  on  Harding  Street  from 
North  Street  to  the  Mill  Pond. 

A  large  tree  which  jutted  into  the  street  was  removed  on  Main 
Street  west  of  Pound  Street  and  the  road  was  realigned. 

A  small  amount  of  the  sags  were  removed  on  Main  Street  between 
Nebo  Street  and  the  Colonial  Inn.  As  much  of  the  appropriation  as  is 
possible  should  be  applied  in  1959  to  removing  more  of  the  sags  in 
preparation  for  a  surface  treatment. 

CHAPTER  81  expenditures  were  for  gravelling,  patching,  surfac- 
ing, and  drainage. 

GRAVELLED  ROADS:  A  modest  program  for  surfacing  the 
gravelled  roads  subject  to  the  most  traffic  has  been  discussed  with  the 
Finance  Committee.  This  matter  has  been  set  forth  in  a  previous 
report.  It  is  hoped  that  as  a  result  of  a  better  understanding  the 
program  will  be  instituted  this  year. 

Before  concluding,  I  wish  to  thank  the  many  officials  and  towns- 
people who  have  cooperated  with  the  Street  Department  during  the 
past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

January  12,  1959- 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the 
year  1958. 

A  total  of  45  Old  Age  Assistance  cases,  3  Aid  to  Dependent  Chil- 
dren cases,  6  Disability  Assistance  cases  and  5  General  Relief  cases 
were  administered.  Sixteen  applications  for  aid  were  received  and 
processed  during  the  year.  Seven  applicants  were  found  to  be  in  need 
and  eligible.  Nine  applications  were  denied. 

Three  appeals  were  held;  two  decisions  in  favor  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Welfare  were  adjudicated;  one  decision  in  favor  of  the  appellant 
was  rendered. 

Aid  rendered  in  all  categories  was  as  follows: 

Old  Age  Assistance  $50,847.37 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  2,667.73 

Disability  Assistance  6,440.96 

General  Relief  1,529.49 

The  year  1958  has  been  a  year  of  many  changes.  These  changes 
materially  effect  our  budget  and  increase  cost  of  administration.  We 
list  some  of  the  major  changes: 

1.  Change  in  the  Standard  Budget  item  of  Fuel  and  Light,, 
which  necessitates  a  total  budget  revision  twice  a  year. 

2.  Change  in  method  of  payment  to  Nursing  Homes. 

3.  Revision  in  the  method  of  filing  monthly  reimbursement 
claims  and  a  revision  of  Federal  Reimbursement  in  all 
categories. 

4.  Several  changes  in  the  requirements  for  Old  Age  and  Sur- 
vivors Insurance  and  Old  Age  and  Survivors  Disability 
Insurance,  all  to  be  effective  not  later  than  February  1,  1959. 

5.  An  average  increase  in  hospital  costs  of  $3.00  per  day. 

6.  An  increase  of  more  than  $5.00  per  week  per  recipient  as  of 
January  1,  1959  in  Nursing  Home  costs. 

The  constantly  rising  medical  costs,  a  problem  to  everyone,  is  an 
ever  present  and  serious  problem  in  Public  Welfare.  As  Administrators 
of  local,  state  and  federal  funds,  we  are  seriously  concerned  with  this 
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problem.  It  is  the  purpose  of  those  directly  responsible  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Welfare  Program  that  the  best  service  possible  be  ren- 
dered to  our  recipients,  always  keeping  in  mind  the  taxpayer  and 
compliance  with  state  and  federal  regulations  at  the  local,  district  and 
state  levels, 

Helen  E.  Kennedy,  Senior  Clerk  and  Doris  M.  Carr,  Agent  have 
continued  to  serve  this  Board  of  Public  Welfare  commendably.  For 
their  able  assistance  during  the  year  the  Board  wishes  to  publicly 
ihank  them. 

In  conclusion  this  Board  wishes  to  acknowledge  its  appreciation 
for  the  excellent  cooperation  given  this  Board  by  the  Town  Officials, 
Doctors  and  private  businessmen  and  to  extend  publicly  their  thanks.

REPORT  OF  THE   BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We  hereby  respectfully  submit  our  Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1958. 

The  Board  has  issued  licenses  to  dealers  selling,  buying  or  trans- 
porting Methyl  Alcohol  or  Wood  Alcohol,  so-called,  or  any  preparation 
other  than  Shellac  or  Varnish;  the  manufacturing  of  Ice  Cream;  and  a 
license  to  Funeral  Directors  for  the  establishment  and  maintaining  of 
a  Funeral  Home. 

The  garbage  collection  contract  was  renewed  and  collections  were 
made  twice  a  week  during  the  summer  months  and  once  a  week  during 
winter  months. 

The  Medfield  Dental  Clinic  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board 
of  Health  and  is  held  at  the  Memorial  School.  All  elementary  school 
children  were  examined  and  treatment  was  started  on  all  children 
desiring  work  at  the  clinic. 
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There  is  one  patient  at  the  Norfolk  County  Sanitorium. 

We  feel  certain  that  the  number  of  communicable  diseases  reported 
to  the  Board  of  Health  does  not  reflect  the  actual  number  of  cases. 
Please  bear  in  mind  that  according  to  the  General  Laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, "If  a  physician  knows  or  has  cause  to  believe  that  a  person 
whom  he  visits  is  infected  with  a  disease  declared  to  be  dangerous 
to  the  public  health  ....  he  shall  immediately  give  written  notice 
thereof,  signed  by  him  ..."  and  when  a  householder  knows  that  a 
person  within  his  family  or  house  is  sick  with  a  disease  dangerous  to 
the  public  health,  he  shall  immediately  give  written  notice  thereof  to 
the  Board  of  Health  in  the  manner  required  by  the  statute,  provided 
however,  that  in  cases  where  a  physician  has  been  called  in,  the 
physician's  notification  will  be  accepted  in  place  of  the  householder. 

During  the  year  several  complaints  were  taken  care  of  by  the- 
Board.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  AND  MOTH  DEPARTMENTS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  Tree  and  Moth  Departments: 
for  the  year  1958. 

During  the  past  year  the  usual  spraying  of  the  entire  roadsides 
for  the  control  of  the  Gypsy  Moth  and  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle  was  car- 
ried on.  I  recommend  that  $1,000.00  be  appropriated  for  Moth  work  for 
1959. 

The  Dutch  Elm  Disease  control  work  was  carried  out  with  the- 
removal  of  approximately  fifty-eight  dead  and  diseased  Elms  in  1958, 
also  34  stumps  were  removed  along  with  pruning  of  approximately 
12  of  the  more  important  Elms  and  the  usual  sampling  and  spraying  for 
the  Elm  Bark  Beetle.  I  recommend  that  $4,000.00  be  appropriated  for 
1959. 

The  program  for  the  control  of  Poison  Ivy  was  carried  on  the 
same  as  in  previous  years  covering  the  badly  infested  areas  along^ 
the  roadside.  There  is  a  definite  decrease  in  Poison  Ivy  as  compared 
to  five  years  ago.  I  recommend  $400.00  be  appropriated  to  keep  it  on 
the  decrease. 

The  wet  snow  of  January  9,  1958  did  considerable  damage  to  small 
roadside  trees  and  some  damage  to  limbs  of  larger  trees.  From  then. 
on  routine  pruning  was  carried  on  throughout  the  year.  I  recommend 
$3,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  Care  of  Trees  for  1959. 

Our  tree  planting  program  was  resumed  this  spring  with  the- 
planting  of  42  trees  of  various  species  and  varieties.  We  have  21 
already  on  order  and  waiting  to  be  delivered  in  the  spring  along  with 
approximately  30  more  that  will  be  ordered  later.  I  recommend  $500.00 
be  appropriated  for  this  work  in  1959.

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MEDFIELD   PARK  AND   PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Board  continued  to  hold  two  regular  meetings  a  month,  on 
the  second  and  fourth  Thursdays  and  in  addition  met  frequently  at 
special  meetings  throughout  the  year  to  deal  with  various  problems 
attendant  to  the  Board's  work. 

Representation  by  the  Board  was  had  at  meetings  of  the  Zoning 
Board  of  Appeals  and  members  of  the  Board  attended  two  Regional 
Planning  Board  meetings  at  Holbrook  and  Foxboro  as  well  as  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Planning  Boards 
at  Gardner,  Massachusetts. 

A  new  drinking  fountain  was  installed  at  the  Tennis  Court.  A 
surface  treatment  was  applied  to  the  courts.  Deliberate  vandalism 
caused  considerable  damage  to  the  new  surface  and  it  was  necessary 
to  spend  an  additional  sum  of  money  to  effect  repairs. 

The  fence  around  Baker's  Pond  was  replaced  with  a  new  fence 
and  is  in  the  process  of  being  painted. 

The  Little  League  Field  was  improved  by  the  building  of  a  new 
fence  and  repairs  made  to  the  dugouts.  Volunteer  help  to  paint  this 
fence  was  not  fully  available  and  the  Board  was  forced  to  hire  help 
to  finish  painting  the  new  fence. 

Zoning  changes,  with  respect  to  converting  large  single  family 
dwellings  into  multi-family  units,  were  proposed  to  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  and  they  were  voted  into  the  Zoning  Laws.  A  zoning  change, 
initiated  by  the  Board,  was  voted  on  favorably  by  the  Town  that 
would  enable  a  rather  large  shopping  center  to  be  built  on  Main 
Street  opposite  Spring  Street.  Extension  of  the  Business  Area  was 
voted  for  land  on  Main  Street  adjacent  to  the  Colonial  Inn  to  ease 
the  parking  problem. 

Some  preliminary  work  has  been  done  by  the  Board  on  the  Build- 
ing Code  revisions.  It  is  planned  to  have  a  Revised  Building  Code  ready 
sometime  in  1959  and  present  it  to  the  Town  for  their  consideration. 

During  the  year  it  became  necessary  to  cancel  the  contract  for 
upkeep  of  the  parks  and  resort  to  day  labor  in  order  to  maintain  Baxter 
Square,  Baker's  Pond  Area,  Metacomet  Park  and  the  Tennis  Court 
Area  in  good  condition. 

Regular  inspections  were  made  on  work  being  done  on  the  three 
major  subdivisions  now  under  construction.  These  subdivisions  are  on 
Phillips  Street,  off  Spring  Street,  and  off  Nebo  Street. 
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Inspection  of  piggeries  were  made  on  land  off  Mt.  Nebo  Road  and 
off  Granite  Street.  No  evidence  of  actual  operation  was  observed  on 
Mt.  Nebo  Road  and  the  piggery  off  Granite  Street  was  considered  to  be 
in  violation  of  the  Zoning  Laws. 

A  considerable  number  of  plans  were  approved  under  the  classi- 
fication of  "Approval  Under  the  Subdivision  Contract  Law  Not 
Required".

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ANNUAL  REPORT  MEMORIAL  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
and  the  People  of  Medfield: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1958. 

Statistics 

Circulation:  25,228,  an  increase  of  2,319  over  1957. 

New  Applicants:  315. 

Books  Added:  675  of  which  198  were  donations.  This  includes 
4  books  given  in  memoriam,  2  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  H.  Luke,  Jr., 
in  memory  of  their  parents,  2  by  Mr.  John  M.  Rhodes  in  memory  of 
Mr.  Albert  C.  West,  and  a  recent  donation  by  Court  St.  Edward,  Catho- 
lic Daughters  of  America  of  the  History  of  the  Archdiocese  of  Boston 
in  3  volumes. 

Projects 

In  the  Spring  of  1958,  the  library  underwent  a  very  comprehensive 
survey  by  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Division  of  Library  Extension, 
Department  of  Education  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
see  if  Medfield  was  serving  the  community  to  the  best  of  its  ability  in 
comparison  with  other  libraries  in  towns  of  similar  population.  We 
received  a  very  good  recommendation,  I  am  happy  to  report,  though 
the  member  of  the  staff  making  the  survey  suggested  a  few  changes. 
An  excellent  report  of  this  survey  was  sent  to  the  trustees  several 
weeks  later,  copies  of  which  are  available  at  the  library  if  anyone  is 
interested  in  reading  it. 

In  the  Fall,  at  the  request  of  the  selectmen,  a  complete  listing  was 
made  of  all  library  contents,  including  furnishings,  books  and  related 
materials  for  insurance  purposes.  Assessment  of  the  value  of  these 
was  arrived  at  according  to  a  set  of  rules  for  such  procedures  sent  to 
us  by  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Public  Libraries.  In  this  task  the 
library  staff  was  assisted  by  Mr.  Burgess  Stanley  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  who  also  prepared  an  excellent  report  of  the  results  of  the 
procedure,  showing  that  Memorial  Public  Library  is  a  much  more 
valuable  piece  of  property  than  most  of  us  realize.  This  report  may 
also  be  seen  upon  request. 

Since  September,  the  main  project  of  the  year  has  been  cooperation 
with  the  public  schools  in  the  matter  of  reading  assignments  for  grades 
10,  11,  and  12.  This  was  carried  out  by  Miss  Anne  Donlan  of  the  trus- 
tees in  cooperation  with  Mrs.  Elaine  Pederzini  of  the  teaching  staff. 
To  quote  from  their  report.  "Since  there  are  135  students  in  these 
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grades  and  Medfield  High  School  has  no  library,  this  has  become  a 
major  problem".  Unfortunately  the  public  library  is  lacking  in  certain 
categories  which  the  school  requires,  particularly  drama  or  plays.  We 
also  need  more  up  to  date  science  books  to  keep  pace  with  the  many 
new  developments  in  the  world  of  science  today.  To  quote  again  from 
the  report,  "in  accordance  with  a  plan  used  in  many  High  schools,  the 
reading  lists  were  divided  into  4  categories:  fiction;  biography;  drama 
and  non  fiction  other  than  biography,  and  assigned  a  time  schedule  for 
their  use".  The  arrangement  has  worked  out  quite  successfully  for  all 
concerned,  though  it  took  some  time  and  planning  on  the  part  of  the 
librarians  working  with  Miss  Donlan  and  Mrs.  Pederzini. 

Activities 

In  March  we  celebrated  National  Library  Week  with  an  exhibition 
of  antiques,  including  glass,  china,  pewter,  brass,  early  American 
woodenware,  tin  and  other  heirlooms,  featuring  the  books  which  this 
library  owns  on  these  subjects.  It  was  well  attended  and  seemed  to 
appeal  to  the  general  public. 

In  June,  the  women  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  held  a 
most  successful  sale  of  books,  many  of  which  were  given  for  this  pur- 
pose, including  duplicates  of  books  already  on  our  shelves,  and  some 
which  had  been  eliminated  according  to  the  "weeding"  process  recom- 
mended in  the  library  survey.  The  proceeds  from  this  sale  were  used 
for  the  purchase  of  new  books  for  the  library,  which  was  the  purpose 
of  the  sale.  We  hope  to  make  it  an  annual  event. 

In  July  and  August,  for  the  second  year,  we  sponsored  a  summer 
reading  program  for  the  children,  entitled  "Building  a  Library".  In 
the  older  group,  grades  4-6,  first  prize,  a  Landmark  book,  was  won 
by  Gail  Martino.  Jean  Mingels  won  a  blue  ribbon  for  finishing  second 
and  Edward  Beal  a  red  ribbon  for  third  place.  In  the  younger  group, 
grades  1-3,  the  Mills  twins,  Candace  and  Marilyn,  tied  for  first  prize 
and  each  received  a  book.  Kathy  Brinkerhoff,  finishing  only  one  below 
them  also  received  a  book  prize,  and  Judy  Scribner  and  Ellen  Vanslette 
a  blue  and  red  ribbon,  respectively  for  second  and  third  place. 

While  none  of  the  fiction  this  past  year  was  particularly  out- 
standing, we  managed  to  keep  up  with  a  large  proportion  of  the  books 
on  the  "best  seller"  list.  There  were,  however,  several  outstanding 
books  in  the  non-fiction  class,  a  few  of  which  are  listed  below:

In  the  juvenile  department,  important  additions  were  the  Singer 
Science  series  of  books  for  children  from  elementary  grades  to  High 
school:  also  a  very  lovely  anthology  for  children  entitled  "Through 
Golden  Windows"  in  10  volumes,  5  for  the  very  little  ones  and  5  for 
grades  3-6.  These  books  are  beautifully  bound  and  illustrated  and  have 
received  very  favorable  comment  in  literary  reviews  of  children's 
books.  A  group  of  women  from  the  Hannah  Adams  Club,  who  plan  to 
assist  the  library  in  various  ways  are  hoping  to  donate  this  set  to  the 
library  for  the  children's  department. 

Looking  ahead  a  little,  something  new  will  be  added  to  this 
department  in  the  form  of  a  story  hour,  presided  over  by  Mrs.  Nancy 
Kendall,  a  newcomer  to  town,  with  past  kindergarten  experience,  who 
has  graciously  offered  her  services.  It  will  be  held  once  a  week,  start- 
ing the  first  Tuesday  in  February  from  3:30-4:30  in  the  children's  room, 
ior  4  and  5  year  olds. 

It  was  with  regret  that  the  library  trustees  accepted  the  resignation 
of  one  of  its  most  active  members,  that  of  Mr.  Mark  Hollingsworth, 
who  was  moving  to  Dover.  Mr.  Burgess  P.  Stanley  was  appointed  to 
fill  Mr.  Hollingsworth's  unexpired  term. 

It  was  also  with  regret  that  the  library  lost  a  very  faithful  and 
willing  custodian,  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Charles  Patten,  who  died  in 
March.  His  position  has  been  filled  by  Mr.  Edwin  C.  Flaherty,  who  has 
also  served  the  library  well  during  his  few  months  here. 

We  close  this  report  with  grateful  appreciation  to  all  who  have 
donated  books,  flowers,  or  who  in  any  way  assisted  the  library, 
including  our  substitutes,  Mrs.  Penniman,  Mrs.  Spencer  and  Mrs. 
Alexander,  who  are  always  so  obliging  on  the  occasions  when  we  need 
assistance.

As  noted  above,  our  request  is  for  an  appropriation  of  $25,570, 
which  includes  estimated  costs  for  service  materials  and  labor  for 
which  we  estimate  a  repayment  of  $5,800. 

The  Evans  Pumping  Station  continues  to  operate  satisfactorily  and 
economically  and  supplied  all  our  needs  in  1958.  The  yield  appears 
to  be  well  over  the  amount  anticipated.  Plans  for  the  pumping  equip- 
ment are  proceeding  with  due  speed,  and  we  hope  that  this  additional 
pumping  capacity  will  be  available  to  us  by  the  time  its  need  becomes 
critical. 

The  Sewer  Division's  facilities  continue  to  be  adequate  for  the 
present,  although  the  near  future  may  bring  the  need  of  additional 
beds.  We  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $2,200,  an  increase  of  10%  to 
cover  increased  costs  of  labor  and  materials.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CIVILIAN  DEFENSE  DIRECTOR 

January  5,  1959 
The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  actual  organization  of  a  fully  active  Civil  Defense  unit  in 
the  Town  was  to  have  been  accomplished  this  year,  however,  action 
was  deferred  while  an  over-all  Operational  Plan  to  be  correlated 
with  the  Master  Plan  of  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Defense  Agency. 

The  Federal  Civil  Defense  Administration  has  laid  down  the  re- 
quirements for  an  Operational  Plan  which  is  deemed  the  best  plan 
that  can  be  devised  to  meet  the  threat  of  enemy  attack  or  natural 
disaster  under  current  conditions. 

In  the  Operational  Plan,  Medfield  will  serve  as  a  reception  center 
for  the  towns  of  Dover  and  Westwood,  and  will  be  responsible  for 
feeding,  clothing  and  sheltering  these  evacuees.  The  plan  provides  for 
many  service  organizations  necessary  to  carry  out  this  work.  Police, 
fire,  medical,  health,  welfare,  information,  radiological  and  rescue  to 
mention  a  few. 

The  Massachusetts  Civil  Defense  Agency  has  directed  that  a  con- 
densation of  this  plan  be  distributed  to  the  people  of  the  Town  and  the 
text  explained  so  that  the  action  to  be  taken  by  the  local  population 
will  be  fully  understood.  This  will  be  done  as  soon  as  our  plan  is 
approved  by  the  MCDA. 

Your  Directors  have  attended  all  the  regular  meetings  held  at  Sec- 
tor 2  headquarters  in  Stoughton,  as  well  as  several  special  meetings 
held  to  coordinate  our  program  with  the  state  master  plan. 

We  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  all  who  have  assisted  us  in  our  work 
this  year. 

We  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $500.00  be  made  to  carry 
on  this  work  during  the  year  1959.

As  this  is  being  written,  a  net  gain  of  22  is  recorded  in  the  enroll- 
ment since  October  1st  making  a  total  gain  over  1957  of  68  pupils.  The 
present  Senior  Class  has  42  students;  the  incoming  First  Grade  is 
estimated  at  110  pupils;  an  enrollment  gain  of  68. 
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Memorial  School  has  20  classrooms  and  the  projected  number  of 
classes  for  September  1959  necessitates  the  use  of  21  classrooms.  This 
will  mean  the  transfer  of  one  classroom  section  to  the  North  Street 
School. 

The  North  Street  School  has  7  classrooms  and,  in  September  1959, 
6  of  these  rooms  will  be  used  for  the  Junior  High  classes  and  one  for 
an  Elementary  class. 

It  is  evident  that  the  Town  was  foresighted  to  approve  the  forma- 
tion of  a  Building  Committee  to  plan  a  new  Junior-Senior  High  School. 
With  such  a  building  in  use,  the  conversion  of  the  present  High  School 
into  a  5th  and  6th  Grade  Elementary  School  will  satisfy  the  immediate 
needs  of  the  ever-increasing  enrollment. 

The  estimated  Budget  for  1959  is  $30,579  more  than  that  of  1958. 
This  is  in  part  due  to  (1)  the  necessity  of  engaging  two  additional 
teachers  for  September  1959;  (2)  regular  increments  for  teachers  in 
accordance  with  the  basic  salary  plan;  (3)  adjustments  in  teacher 
salaries  to  meet  the  State's  minimum  salary  requirements;  (4)  increase 
in  the  Transportation  Account — an  increase  due  to  additional  mileage 
for  the  regular  buses  and  special  education.

The  Medfield  Red  Feather,  the  Parent  Teacher  Association,  the 
American  Legion  Post  110,  the  Medfield  Lions  Club,  the  Hannah  Adams 
Club,  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  and  the  American 
Legion  Auxiliary  demonstrated  their  continued  interest  in  Medfield 
school  children  by  their  contributions  of  scholarships,  medals,  publica- 
tions and  gifts.

Developments  in  1958 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  the  following  were 
approved  and  adopted: 

1.  New  formats  for  Report  Cards,  Grades  1  through  12. 

2.  A  new  Permanent  Scholastic  Record  Card  for  the  Junior-Senior 
High  School. 

3.  A    new    Guidance    Cumulative    Record    Card    for    Grades    1 
through  12. 

Expanding  enrollment  necessitated  the  appointment  of  one  addi- 
tional teacher  in  Grade  2  and  one  in  Grade  7. 

A  Special  Reading  Program  was  established  in  February  under  the 
supervision  of  a  reading  specialist.  This  class  continued  until  June 
with  9  students  participating. 

A  5  week  Special  Reading  Course  was  instituted  in  July  with  23 
students  completing  the  requirements. 

Both  programs  proved  to  be  advantageous  to  our  students  and  I 
recommend  the  continuance  of  the  Summer  Course,  if  the  need  is 
apparent. 

In  September  a  full-time  reading  specialist  was  appointed  to  work 
in  remedial  areas  with  the  Elementary  and  Junior  High  pupils. 

A  Science  Program  was  formally  adopted  and  introduced  in  the 
Elementary  School. 

The  Rinehart  Functional  Handwriting  System  was  introduced  in 
the  Elementary  School  and  I  recommend  its  continuance. 
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A  reference  library  was  established  in  the  High  School  English 
Department. 

The  Junior-Senior  High  School  sponsored  a  Science  Fair  in  the 
Spring.  The  two  winning  entrants  represented  Medfield  at  the  State 
Science  Fair  which  was  held  at  M.I.T. 

Cross-country  Track  was  introduced  in  the  High  School. 

Maintenance 

The  custodians  did  their  usual  excellent  job  with  general  upkeep 
and  maintenance  and,  in  addition,  the  following  were  accomplished: 
(1)  painted  the  corridor  ceiling  and  walls  in  some  sections  of  Memorial 
School,  (2)  painted  two  rooms  in  the  High  School,  (3)  refinished  the 
gymnasium  floor,  (4)  painted  the  outside  doors  at  Memorial  School 
and  the  High  School,  (5)  renovated  and  moved  the  administrative 
offices  in  the  High  School. 

The  heating  and  vacuum  systems  in  all  schools  were  extensively 
inspected  and  repaired. 

An  incinerator  was  built  in  the  boiler  room  of  the  High  School. 

Observations 

As  my  second  year  in  Medfield  terminates,  I  am  pleased  to  note 
that  the  Staff  has  demonstrated  once  again  its  interest  in  the  welfare 
of  the  pupils  and  in  the  development  of  the  school  system  itself. 
Innovations  in  the  curriculum,  in  record  keeping  and  in  the  adminis- 
trative area  have  been  accepted  and  practiced  by  all  concerned.  As  a 
result,  with  the  prospects  of  a  new  building  and  the  implication  of 
changes  to  be  made  in  conjunction  with  that  project,  I  am  assured  of 
the  complete  cooperation  and  help  of  the  entire  staff  of  school 
personnel. 

I  wish  to  publicly  thank  the  principals,  supervisors,  teachers, 
secretaries,  custodians,  cafeteria  workers,  nurses  and  doctors  for  their 
interest  in  the  pupils  and  the  schools  and  for  their  kindness  to  me.  I 
am  indebted  also  to  the  Town  Officers  and  P.T.A.  for  their  cooperation. 

In  conclusion  may  I  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  School  Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year 
and  for  their  genuine  interest  in  the  Medfield  Schools.

Placque  and  Key,  James  Bois;  Alton  H.  Hartford  Prize,  Janice  Hut- 
chins;  Faculty  Award  of  Merit,  Patrick  Harris;  American  Legion 
Medals,  Janice  Hutchins  and  Patrick  Harris;  Bausch  and  Lomb  Science 
Award,  James  Bois;  Gregg  Shorthand  Award,  Janice  Hutchins.  The 
scholarships  were  awarded  as  follows:  Hannah  Adams  Club,  Janice 
Hutchins;  Parent  Teachers  Association,  John  Shugrue;  American  Le- 
gion, James  Bois;  Medfield  Lions  Club,  William  Bowden. 

In  the  Spring  of  1958  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  Qualifying 
Test  was  administered  to  475,000  high  school  juniors  throughout  the 
country.  Out  of  this  total  figure  10,000  students  qualified  for  the  final 
test.  Medfield  High  School  had  three  students  qualify.  The  three 
students  are  Gretchen  Gibbs,  David  Kempton  and  William  Warburton. 

In  November  the  students  in  grades  9  through  12  were  given  the 
Iowa  Tests  of  Educational  Development.  The  results  of  these  tests 
proved  conclusively  that  Medfield  High  School  students  are  well  above 
the  average  high  school  student  in  the  United  States.  Also,  compared 
with  33  schools  locally,  our  students  scored  much  better  than  the 
students  in  these  other  schools. 

Two  members  of  the  Medfield  High  School  Chapter  of  the  National 
Honor  Society  were  among  2,513  out  of  45,548  tested  who  became 
finalists  for  the  National  Honor  Society  Scholarships.  The  two  students 
from  Medfield  are  Gretchen  Gibbs  and  Ann  Rhodes. 

Again  this  year  the  Fred  C.  Browne  Company  in  Walpole  has 
furnished  our  driver  education  students  with  a  new  Ford. 

Mrs.  Amos  C.  Kingsbury  has  again  made  the  American  Heritage 
series  available  to  our  students  through  a  gift  subscription. 
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I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  all  organizations 
and  individuals  who  have  in  any  way  helped  our  school  and  its  stu- 
dents. Special  praise  should  be  made  publicly  to  the  faculty  of  the 
Junior-Senior  High  School  for  the  cooperation  and  sincere  effort  that 
has  made  our  school  the  fine  school  it  is.

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REPORT  OF  MEMORIAL  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  Fourth  Annual  Report  as  Supervising 
Principal  of  the  Memorial  School  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December 
31,  1958. 

Our  Memorial  School  provides  opportunities  and  training  in  order 
that  we  may  have  educated  Americans.  Through  guidance  and  by 
example  our  students  should  develop  self-confidence,  self-under- 
standing, and  respect  for  others.  In  substance  the  aim  of  our  school 
is  to  assist  in  the  development  of  the  complete  child,  recognizing  that 
this  is  a  responsibility  shared  with  the  home  and  the  church. 

We  are  aware  of  our  duty  to  educate  our  children  in  a  proficient 
manner  in  the  basic  skills  of  reading,  writing,  spelling,  speaking,  and 
arithmetic;  in  the  ability  to  think  logically  and  to  understand  and  apply 
acquired  knowledge,  in  an  appreciation  of  literature,  art,  music,  drama, 
and  nature,  and,  by  no  means  least,  in  assuming  responsibility  for  cor- 
rect standards  of  conduct. 

The  instructural  staff  at  present  numbers  21  teachers  (including  a 
remedial  teacher)  for  556  pupils.  Many  of  the  teachers  are  taking 
courses  in  varied  fields.  It  is  realized  that  the  number  of  courses  taken 
or  the  number  of  degrees  which  a  teacher  possesses  is  not  the  sole  meas- 
ure of  professional  success.  However,  it  is  an  indication  of  professional 
capacity  and  growth  in  service. 

We  have  used  our  television  set,  presented  to  us  by  the  P.T.A.,  for 
instruction  in  various  classroom  subjects.  The  classroom  teacher  is  still 
very  important,  as  she  presides  over  guided  class  discussions  to  insure 
full  participation.  It  must  be  remembered  that  this  educational  device 
can  effectively  be  used  as  a  supplement  to  the  teacher  and  not  as  a 
substitute. 

A  successful  Science  Workshop  has  been  conducted  twice  for  the 
elementary  teachers.  Science  consultants  were  in  charge  of  the  work- 
shop. A  stimulating  talk  on  the  philosophy  and  methods  of  teaching 
science  in  today's  elementary  school  was  followed  by  each  teacher 
performing  a  number  of  experiments  that  would  interest  and  challenge 
the  students  in  their  respective  classes.  The  workshop  was  most  profit- 
able and  proved  valuable  to  the  teaching  staff. 

We  are  in  the  process  of  carrying  out  a  handwriting  program  for 
grades  one  through  six.  Regular  monthly  instructional  periods  are 
held  for  the  teachers.  Pupils  and  teachers  are  supplied  with  adequate 
instructional  and  motivational  materials.  A  formal  test  paper  for  each 
pupil  is  examined  at  four  teaching-week  intervals  for  eight  qualities 
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inherent  in  excellent  handwriting.  These  qualities  are  neatness,  letter 
formation,  proportionate  size  of  letters,  alignment,  spacing,  slant, 
finishing  strokes,  and  line  quality.  At  the  end  of  each  grading  period 
the  teacher  is  given  a  diagnostic  chart  showing  the  achievement  of 
each  child  and  the  areas  in  which  remedial  instruction  is  required. 

Parents  are  invited  to  confer  with  the  principal  and  the  teachers 
concerning  progress  of  their  children.  Arrangements  for  the  confer- 
ences may  be  made  through  the  Memorial  School  office.  Please  call 
FLeetwood  9-4352. 

Firsthand  knowledge,  cooperation,  and  reasoned  discussion  will 
contribute  to  the  advance  of  our  elementary  school. 

In  closing  this  report,  may  I  extend  my  sincere  appreciation  for 
the  excellent  help  and  cooperation  which  I  have  received  from  my 
teachers,  secretary,  homeroom  mothers,  school  committee,  and  Mr. 
Blake.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  PROGRAM 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  planning  the  school  health  program  we  have  tried  to  improve 
and  maintain  the  health  of  all  children  within  the  school  system. 

Duties  of  the  School  Health  Personnel: 

1.  Physical  examinations  of  the  new  pupils  and  pupils  not  having  had 
a  physical  examination  within  three  years.  Also,  frequent  examina- 
tions of  children  with  continuing  problems. 

2.  Consultations  with  the  faculty  on  psychological  problems  and  emo- 
tional problems  which  keep  the  child  from  having  good  social 
adjustments. 

3.  Helping  with  the  handicapped  children  and  children  who  need 
special  handling  due  to  varying  degrees  of  retardation. 
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4.  Control  of  communicable  diseases,  rendering  First  Aid;  establishing 
good  personal  hygiene  among  the  pupils  and  making  home  visits 
when  necessary. 

5.  Tuberculin  Tests  of  selected  grades  were  made  by  the  school  phy- 
sician. 

6.  Arrangements  were  made  with  the  State  Department  of  Dental 
Health  whereby  a  State  Dental  Hygienist  presented  an  illustrated 
program  on  dental  care  and  needs  to  all  children  through  the  junior 
high  grades. 

In  the  spring  a  Pre-school  Clinic  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  regis- 
tering pupils  entering  public  school  for  the  first  time  in  September. 

Purpose  of  early  registration: 

1.  To  examine  the  children  entering  school  for  the  first  time  and  to 
discuss  health  problems  with  parents. 

2.  To  give  the  parent  and  child  an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  school  personnel  and  surroundings. 

3.  To  help  the  School  Department  ascertain  and  plan  for  the  number  of 
children  entering  school  in  September. 

Most  of  the  pupils  were  found  to  be  healthy,  with  only  a  few 
needing  medical  follow  up.    The  major  needs  were  dental. 

Vision  and  Hearing  Tests  are  given  at  some  time  during  the  year 
to  all  pupils.  Notices  are  sent  to  parents  if  a  child  fails  to  pass  either 
of  these  tests.  The  tests  are  merely  a  screening  process.  If  any  child 
shows  symptoms  of  eye  difficulty  or  hearing  loss,  parents  should  not 
wait  for  the  next  school  examination,  but  have  medical  attention  when 
the  problem  is  discovered. 

The  Norfolk  Tuberculosis  School  Clinic  performed  skin  testing  for 
tuberculosis  in  certain  grades.  This  was  made  possible  by  the  Norfolk 
County  Hospital  in  cooperation  with  the  School  Department,  the  Board 
of  Health  and  the  Norfolk  County  Tuberculosis  and  Health  Associa- 
tion. The  purpose  of  this  testing  program  is  to  find  any  children  wTho 
have  been  infected  with  tuberculosis  and  to  give  advice,  when  neces- 
sary, how  best  to  combat  the  infection.  If  a  positive  reaction  is  found, 
necessary  arrangements  are  made  for  pupils  and  all  other  members  of 
the  family  to  be  examined  and  X-rayed.  Transportation  and  arrange- 
ments to  be  X-rayed  were  made  for  all  food  handlers,  and  school 
personnel  who  had  not  been  X-rayed  within  three  years.  They  were 
examined  at  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital. 

A  Dental  Clinic  is  conducted  at  the  Memorial  School  by  Dr.  Robert 
Kirschbaum  and  the  School  Nurse  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of 
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Health.    All  elementary  grade  pupils  are  examined  and  notices  sent 
home  when  defects  are  found. 

Because  of  the  continuing  growth  of  the  school  population  and 
the  necessity  for  more  and  more  detailed  record  keeping,  it  may  not  be 
possible  to  complete  all  of  the  above-mentioned  tests  before  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year. 

On  the  whole  the  children  are  healthy,  happy  and  well-adjusted. 
Every  effort  is  being  made  to  maintain  and  improve  the  health  of  the 
school  children. 

We  thank  everyone  who  helped  carry  out  the  above  program.

REPORT  OF  BOYS'  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  Boys'  Physical  Education  program  begins  in  Grade  Five  and 
ends  in  Grade  Twelve. 

In  grades  five  and  six  simple  games  and  stunts  are  of  prime 
importance  with  particular  emphasis  placed  upon  co-ordination  of  the 
mind  and  physical  ability.  Basic  skills  such  as  walking,  running,  stand- 
ing, throwing,  and  catching  are  incorporated  in  this  program  to  pre- 
pare the  youngster  for  what  lies  ahead  in  life. 

At  the  junior  high  level  the  boys  learn  the  fundamentals  of  team 
„games  such  as  football,  volleyball,  basketball,  softball  and  baseball. 
Along  with  these  team  games  are  dual  games  such  as  badminton.  Dur- 
ing the  indoor  season  basic  tumbling  and  apparatus  are  taught. 

At  the  high  school  level  team  games  are  also  taught,  but  now  the 
emphasis  is  on  the  teamwork  that  is  needed  for  successful  fulfilment  of 
the  skills  that  have  been  learned.    More  difficult  skills  on  the  apparatus 
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and  tumbling  mats  are  also  taught.  Each  year  in  cooperation  with 
President  Eisenhower's  Youth  Council  on  Physical  Fitness,  a  physical 
fitness  test  is  administered  to  all  the  boys.  It  is  my  pleasure  to  report 
that  Medfield  High  School  compares  favorably  with  High  Schools  in 
other  parts  of  the  country. 

Although  Physical  Education  is  primarily  concerned  with  the 
physical  being  of  the  youngster  such  as,  posture,  health,  ability  to  per- 
form in  specific  stunts  and  games,  it  also  concerns  itself  with  the  social 
side  of  life,  that  is  being  able  to  work  and  play  successfully  with  others, 
and  to  live  harmoniously  with  our  neighbors.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ART 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  purpose  of  the  Art  Program  is  not  to  train  a  group  of  potential 
artists  but  to  help  all  of  the  children  develop  a  love  for  art  in  its  many 
forms. 

Each  child  has  the  experience  of  working  with  water  color,  poster 
paints,  clay  and  crayons  and  learns  how  to  use  and  take  care  of  the 
materials.  Using  odds  and  ends  brought  from  home,  the  children  have 
created  Christmas  ornaments,  mobiles,  holiday  figures  and  Easter  hats. 
Wire  sculptoring  was  done  in  the  upper  elementary  grades  and  some  of 
the  completed  work  was  exhibited  in  the  showcase  in  the  school  lobby. 

About  fifty-five  posters  were  entered  in  the  annual  State-wide 
Animal  Poster  Contest  and  twenty-two  boys  and  girls  received  prizes 
ranging  from  First  to  Honorable  Mention. 

Throughout  the  year,  exhibits  of  the  pupils'  work  have  been  dis- 
played either  at  the  Memorial  School  or  the  High  School  on  P.T.A. 
meeting  nights  so  that  interested  parents  may  see  what  we  are  accom- 
plishing with  the  palette  and  brush.

REPORT    OF    THE    MUSIC    SUPERVISOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  the  elementary  grades,  singing  and  learning  to  read  notes  as 
well  as  rhythms  is  stressed.  With  record  players  and  records  which 
are  being  purchased  yearly,  we  are  trying  to  broaden  this  program  even 
more  to  prepare  the  students  for  a  greater  appreciation  of  all  the  differ- 
ent phases  of  music  which  they  will  encounter  later  on  in  both  school 
and  adult  life. 
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Junior  high  students  receive  instruction  in  singing  and  listening  as 
well  as  some  of  the  more  technical  elements  of  music.  The  course 
requires  no  previous  skill  except  in  singing. 

High  school  students  have  the  opportunity  to  join  either  glee  club 
or  band.  This  year  the  choral  group  is  comprised  only  of  girls  who 
have  given  two  Christmas  programs.  The  band  played  for  the  second 
of   these   two. 

Students  in  the  elementary  grades  and  those  in  the  junior  high 
are  receiving  instruction  on  the  different  instruments  during  school 
time  as  well  as  after. 

At  the  present  time  we  are  trying  to  offer  as  many  pupils  a  chance 
to  join  musical  organizations  as  possible  despite  the  physical  conditions 
in  our  crowded  school.  Rehearsals  of  band  and  glee  club  are  held  in 
the  auditorium  at  present  during  the  lunch  hour  when  the  auditorium 
is  not  in  use. 

Plans  are  now  being  made  for  a  new  high  school  which  will  include 
facilities  for  a  music  department  eliminating  scheduling  problems, 
largely  due  to  lack  of  physical  space,  thus  enabling  the  music  program 
to  broaden  and  to  function  more  efficiently.

The  Home  Economics  curriculum  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High 
Schools  is  based  on  individual  project  work.  Sewing  for  beginners  is 
taught  in  the  Junior  High  School  and  a  more  advanced  program  is 
given  to  the  Senior  High  School  students. 

The  School  Lunch  Program  continued  to  share  in  the  government 
subsidy  program  and  the  Special  Milk  Program.  Prices  for  both  pro- 
grams remained  the  same — twenty-five  cents  for  the  hot  lunch  and 
three  cents  for  milk. 
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Due  to  the  increased  participation  of  the  Hot  Lunch  Program,  the 
cafeteria  personnel  in  both  schools  has  increased.  The  Memorial  School 
Cafeteria  now  employs  four  women,  and  the  High  School  Cafeteria 
employs  three  women.

Article  4.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

December  31,  1959 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  respectfully  submit  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  their  report  for  the  year  1959. 

On  March  3rd  at  8:00  P.M.  the  Board  met  and  was  duly  organized: 
Harvey  M.  Hamilton,  Chairman,  Austin  C.  Buchanan,  Clerk,  and  Joseph 
A.  Roberts,  third  member. 

The  usual  appointments  were  made  and  during  the  year  the  Police 
Department  was  brought  up  to  its  authorized  strength  with  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  chief  and  two  permanent  patrolmen. 

During  the  year  a  study  was  made  and  the  Board  voted  to  change 
the  polling  place  from  the  Town  Hall  to  the  Memorial  School  Audi- 
torium. This  was  deemed  advisable  for  the  general  convenience  of  the 
public. 

The  School  Bonds  were  issued  at  a  time  most  favorable  to  the  Town 
and  far  enough  in  advance  of  construction  to  enable  the  reinvestment 
of  a  substantial  amount  of  this  bonded  money  to  the  economic  advan- 
tage of  the  Town. 

After  a  careful  study  of  surrounding  towns,  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  Ambulance  were  adopted  and  the  enforcement  and  administra- 
tion of  this  vital  unit  was  placed  under  the  responsibility  of  the  Chief 
of  Police. 

During  the  painting  of  the  Town  Hall,  we  were  again  made  aware 
of  the  condition  of  the  flat  tar  and  gravel  roof  of  this  building.  This 
roof  has  not  been  repaired  in  over  27  years  and  we  are  requesting  the 
sum  of  $2,000.00  in  the  Town  Hall  budget  to  make  necessary  repairs. 

To  those  who  have  contributed  so  generously  of  their  time  and 
expense  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  Town,  we  wish  to  express  our 
appreciation  and  gratitude.

REPORT   OF   THE    BOARD    OF    PUBLIC   WELFARE 

January  11,  1959 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for 
the  year  1959. 

A  total  of  44  Old  Age  Assistance  cases,  5  Aid  to  Dependent  Children 
cases,  4  Disability  Assistance  cases  and  7  General  Relief  cases  were 
administered  during  the  year.  Fourteen  applications  for  aid  were 
received  and  processed.  Eight  applicants  were  found  eligible  and  were 
aided.   Six  applicants  were  found  ineligible. 

Aid  rendered  in  all  categories  was  as  follows: 

Old  Age  Assistance  $53,376.18 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  4,796.84 

Disability  Assistance  3,295.18 

General  Relief  3,356.00 

The  Medical  Care  Plan,  although  administratively  complex  in  its 
operation,  seems  to  be  providing  competent  administrative  control. 
The  continuing  increase  in  medical  expenses  is  a  serious  problem  which 
faces  each  and  every  one  of  us,  but  it  is  an  even  greater  problem  in 
Public  Welfare  because  the  larger  percent  of  our  case  load  is  com- 
prised of  aged  and  ill  persons  who  must  have  adequate  care.  Although 
hospital  care,  in  accordance  with  the  State  Medical  Plan,  has  increased 
periodically,  beginning  January  1,  1960,  it  shows  an  increase  cost  for 
care  in  all  hospitals  in  the  State,  which  should  be  of  grave  concern  to 
all. 

During  the  year  1959  there  were  many  changes  in  the  Public 
Welfare  field.   Some  of  the  more  important  changes  were: 

1.  An  increase  in  grants  given  under  Old  Age  and  Survivors 
Insurance  and  Old  Age  and  Survivors  Disability  Insurance, 
which  became  an  added  resource. 

2.  A  revision  of  the  method  used  for  re-budgeting  for  standard 
item  of  Fuel  and  Light. 

3.  A  change  in  the  method  of  claiming  monthly  reimburse- 
ments. 

Mrs.  Helen  E.  Kennedy,  Senior  Clerk  and  Mrs.  Doris  M.  Carr, 
Director  of  Public  Assistance  have  continued  to  serve  this  Board  of 
Public  Welfare  commendably.  For  their  able  assistance  during  the 
year  the  Board  wishes  to  publicly  thank  them. 
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In  conclusion  this  Board  wishes  to  acknowledge  its  appreciation 
for  the  excellent  cooperation  given  this  Board  by  the  Town  Officials, 
Doctors  and  private  businessmen  and  to  extend  publicly  their  thanks.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We  hereby  respectfully  submit  our  Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1959. 

The  Board  has  issued  licenses  to  dealers  selling,  buying  or  trans- 
porting Methyl  Alcohol  or  Wood  Alcohol,  so-called,  or  any  preparation 
other  than  Shellac  or  Varnish;  the  manufacturing  of  Ice  Cream;  and 
a  license  to  Funeral  Directors  for  the  establishment  and  maintaining 
of  a  Funeral  Home. 

The  garbage  collection  contract  was  renewed  and  collections  were 
made  twice  a  week  during  the  summer  months  and  once  a  week  during 
winter  months. 

The  Medfield  Dental  Clinic  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board 
of  Health  and  is  held  at  the  Memorial  School.  All  elementary  school 
children  were  examined  and  treatment  was  started  on  all  children 
desiring  work  at  the  clinic.

We  feel  certain  that  the  number  of  communicable  diseases  re- 
ported to  the  Board  of  Health  does  not  reflect  the  actual  number  of 
cases.  Please  bear  in  mind  that  according  to  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth,  "If  a  physician  knows  or  has  cause  to  believe  that  a 
person  whom  he  visits  is  infected  with  a  disease  declared  to  be  dan- 
gerous to  the  public  health  ...  he  shall  immediately  give  written 
notice  thereof,  signed  by  him  ..."  and  when  a  householder  knows 
that  a  person  within  his  family  or  house  is  sick  with  a  disease  dan- 
gerous to  the  public  health  he  shall  immediately  give  written  notice 
thereof  to  the  Board  of  Health  in  the  manner  required  by  the  statute, 
provided  however,  that  in  cases  where  a  physician  has  been  called  in, 
the  physician's  notification  will  be  accepted  in  place  of  the  householder.

Board.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRIE  AND   MOTH   DEPARTMENTS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  Tree  and  Moth  Depart- 
ments for  the  year  1959. 

During  the  past  year  the  usual  spraying  of  the  entire  roadside 
trees  for  the  control  of  the  Gypsy  Moth  and  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle  was 
carried  on.  This  corning  year  we  anticipate  the  need  for  additional 
spraying  on  the  Oaks  for  the  Solitary  Oak  Leaf  Miner  which  was  so 
destructive  during  1959.  I  recommend  that  $1,400.00  be  appropriated 
for  Moth  work  for  1960. 

The  Dutch  Elm  Disease  control  work  was  carried  out  with  the 
removal  of  approximately  fifty-four  dead  and  diseased  Elms  in  1959, 
also  fourteen  stumps  were  removed.  Spraying  for  the  Elm  Bark 
Beetle  was  carried  out  along  with  the  sampling  of  sick  Elms.  I  recom- 
mend that  $4,000.00  be  appropriated  for  1960. 

The  program  for  the  control  of  Poison  Ivy  was  carried  on  the  same 
as  in  previous  years.  The  results  of  our  spraying  has  been  very  good 
and  the  need  for  additional  spraying  is  lessening.  I  recommend  $300.00 
be  appropriated  to  keep  it  on  the  decrease. 

Routine  pruning  was  carried  on  throughout  the  year  along  with 
the  removal  of  eighteen  dead  or  dangerous  trees  and  four  stumps. 
I  recommend  $3,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  Care  of  Trees  for  1960. 

Our  tree  planting  program  was  resumed  this  spring  with  the  plant- 
ing of  fifty-four  trees  of  various  species  and  varieties.  I  recommend 
$500.00  be  appropriated  for  this  work  in  1960.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1959. 

Statistics 

Circulation:  Adult,  16,203;  Juvenile,  10,714;  Total  26,917  a  gain 
of  1,689  over  1958. 

New  Applicants:   332. 

Books  added:  Adult,  481;  Juvenile,  295;  Total,  776  of  which  143 
were  donations. 

Activities 

National  Library  Week  was  observed  this  year  in  April  by  a  very 
interesting  exhibit  of  flower  and  vegetable  arrangements  and  house 
plants,  featuring  books  in  the  library's  horticultural  section,  sponsored 
by  the  two  Garden  Clubs  of  Medfield.  It  was  also  open  to  the  public 
and  a  number  of  arrangements  were  entered  by  non  members  of  the 
clubs  as  well  as  by  Winter  Brook  Gardens,  the  Garden  Shop  and 
Pederzini's  Flower  Shop. 

In  June,  Mrs.  Cheever,  Miss  Donlan  and  Miss  Day  of  the  Library 
Board  of  Trustees,  held  a  used  book  sale  on  the  library  steps,  but 
inclement  weather  prevented  a  repeat  of  last  year's  success.  The  pro- 
ceeds from  this  sale  go  toward  the  purchase  of  new  books. 

During  United  Nations  Week,  the  League  of  Women  Voters  of 
Medfield  had  a  most  attractive  replica  in  miniature  of  The  United 
Nations  building  and  flags,  on  one  of  the  library  tables. 

For  the  third  year,  during  the  summer  vacation  period,  a  children's 
reading  program  was  most  successful.  It  was  divided  into  two  groups, 
one  for  grades  1-3  and  the  other  for  grades  4-6.  In  the  older  group 
prizes  were  awarded  to  James  Hesnan,  Edward  Beard  and  Leslie 
Ballou,  and  in  the  younger  group  to  Kitty  Brinckerhoff,  Lisa  Palson 
and  Pamela  Knight. 

The  new  story  hour  presided  over  by  Mrs.  John  Kendall  was  very 
popular  and  will  be  repeated  this  year,  starting  on  Monday,  January 
4th  and  continuing  on  succeeding  Mondays  from  3:30-4:30  P.M. 

While  space  does  not  permit  the  mention  of  but  a  few  of  the 
library's  acquisitions  of  the  year,  the  largest  and  most  important  of

these  were  a  new  set  of  Encyclopedia  Britannica;  Who's  Who;  La- 
Rousse's  two  Encyclopedias  the  one  of  Mythology,  the  second  Astron- 
omy; and  three  new  Atlases,  De  Callatay's  Atlas  of  the  Sky,  Hammond's 
Illustrated  Atlas  for  Young  America  and  Hammond's  new  Standard 
World  Atlas.  Also  noteworthy,  in  addition  to  a  large  percentage  of  the 
year's  popular  fiction  and  non-fiction  as  recorded  in  the  best  seller 
lists  were  books  on  current  events  in  world  history,  such  as  "Egypt  in 
Transition",  Algeria  in  Turmoil",  "The  Silent  War  in  Tibet"  and  others 
of  that  nature.  There  were  also  two  new  additions  to  The  Modern 
World  History  being  published  by  the  University  of  Michigan  Press; 
entitled  respectively  "France"  and  "The  United  States"  in  two  volumes 
"The  United  States  to  1865"  and  "The  United  States  Since  1865".  Out- 
standing books  also  were  "The  American  Heritage  Book  of  the  Pioneer 
Spirit"  and  "The  Atlantic  Book  of  British  and  American  Poetry  by 
Dame  Edith  Sitwell.  In  the  drama  section  in  which  we  were  weak  last 
year,  some  volumes  of  Modern  Plays  have  been  added,  also  a  book  of 
"The  World's  Great  Plays",  two  volumes  of  selected  plays  by  George 
Bernard  Shaw  and  "The  Complete  Greek  Tragedies"  in  four  volumes. 

Juvenile  additions  include  a  number  of  new  readers,  also  science 
series  books,  including  the  new  M.I.T.  science  series  now  being  pub- 
lished. This  type  of  book  is  much  in  demand  by  Junior  and  Senior 
High  school  students.  For  fiction,  a  number  of  the  new  "career"  books 
so  popular  with  the  teen-age  group  were  purchased.  These  together 
with  Landmark  Books  which  arrive  monthly  from  Young  Readers  of 
America,  a  branch  of  Book  of  the  Month  Club  keep  all  age  groups 
quite  well  supplied  with  reading  matter.  We  have  also  recently  taken 
out  membership  in  a  new  reading  program,  The  American  Heritage 
Junior  Library,  whose  books,  comparable  to  the  Landmark  books 
would  seem  to  be  a  valuable  addition. 

There  were  no  new  projects  this  year  except  for  continuing  co- 
operation with  the  schools,  including  this  year  Junior  High. 

The  main  room  of  the  library  has  been  improved  by  new  draperies 
and  new  shades  for  the  table  lamps,  increasing  the  lighting  capacity 
somewhat. 

The  resignation,  in  December  of  one  of  the  Library  Trustees,  Mr. 
C.  Munroe  Clark,  was  accepted  with  regret,  Mr.  Clark  no  longer  being 
a  resident  of  Medfield.  Mr.  Clark  has  served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  a  long  time,  for  a  while  as  its  chairman. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  H.  Luke,  Jr.  continue  their  annual  contri- 
bution to  the  library  in  memory  of  their  parents;  this  year  "The 
Charles"  one  of  the  Rivers  of  America  series  and  "Collision  Course", 
the  story  of  the  Andrea  Doria  and  the  Stockholm,  The  Hannah  Adams 
Club  presented  to  the  library  "A  Layman's  Guide  to  Modern  Art"  in 
tribute  to  retiring  Acting  President  Virginia  McQuillan  1957-1958. 
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The  Medfield  Garden  Club  voted  during  the  year  a  contribution  of 
$20.00  toward  the  purchase  of  garden  books  for  the  library. 

Our  grateful  appreciation  goes  to  all  who  have  served  the  library 
during  1959  by  gifts  of  books,  flowers  or  personal  service,  with  special 
thanks  to  The  Medfield  Garden  Club  for  its  continuous  monthly  flower 
arrangements  for  the  desk  during  the  winter  and  spring  months,  and 
to  the  4H  group  of  boys  and  girls  who  this  Christmas  decorated  the 
little  trees  on  the  front  of  the  library  as  a  civic  project.

During  the  summer  the  New  England  Fire  Insurance  Rating  Asso- 
ciation made  a  survey  of  the  Town  for  fire  insurance  classification.  This 
survey  includes  the  Fire  Department,  Police  Department,  Water  De- 
partment and  Building  Department.  At  this  time  the  report  of  the 
survey  has  not  been  received  from  the  Association,  but  a  report  was 
received  on  the  two  (2)  pumping  engines.  Engine  I,  a  1929  Seagrave,  did 
not  pass  the  capacity  test,  and  being  over  20  years  old  would  not  be 
recognized  in  the  insurance  rating.  Engine  II,  a  1941  Woods  Ford,  was 
seven  (7)  gallons  per  minute  under  capacity  test,  and  did  not  pass. 

I  was  able  with  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  to  purchase  hose 
and  other  needed  equipment.  My  recommendations  for  1960  are  as 
follows: 

1.  A  Fire  and  Police  Station. 

2.  A  Pumping  engine. 
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3.  An  ordinance  on  future  buildings  used  or  converted  for  use  as 
Nursing,  convalescent  and  old  age  homes  as  incorporated  in 
ordinances  dated  October,  1957  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters. 

4.  I,  also,  feel  with  the  increased  building  and  added  population 
that  the  appointment  of  a  permanent  Fire  Chief  is  necessary.

The  care  of  the  ever  increasing  number  of  new  lots  and  shrubbery, 
as  well  as  the  new  development,  will  necessitate  the  purchase  of  two 
new  power  mowers  plus  additional  labor;  during  the  year  1960. 

To  keep  up  with  the  demands  of  our  growing  community,  I  am 
requesting  that  the  sum  of  $7,500.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  Marie  Burke  and  Gwendolyn  Suereth 
and  the  Town  Departments  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation.  I 
especially  want  to  thank  the  Police  Department  who  have  been  on 
constant  patrol  of  the  cemetery  since  a  series  of  very  costly  acts  of 
vandalism  have  occurred.

for  garage,  1;  permit  for  nursery,  1;  permit  for  sign,  1;  permit  for 
single  to  multi-family  unit  dwelling,  1. 

In  every  instance  except  one,  the  board  found  sufficient  evidence 
to  warrant  approval  of  the  appeal  in  order  to  grant  desirable  relief  to 
the  petitioner. 

In  some  instances  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  stipulate  modifica- 
tions or  restrictions  to  the  petitioners  requests  to  eliminate  the  possible 
growth  of  detrimental  conditions,  and  for  the  general  public  welfare. 

The  number  of  petitions  heard  has  increased  during  1959.  A  con- 
tinuing increase  is  anticipated  in  1960,  because  of  the  additional  res- 
ponsibilities assigned  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  in  recent  amendments  to 
the  zoning  by-law  (sections  II  8i  and  II  8j)  and  because  of  the  increas- 
ing number  of  property  owners  in  town.

As  noted,  our  request  is  for  an  appropriation  of  $36,000  which 
includes  costs  for  service  materials  and  labor  for  which  we  estimate  a 
reimbursement  of  $9,500. 

The  installation  of  the  second  deep  well  pump  is  proceeding  and 
will  be  completed  before  the  peak  load  of  summer. 

The  load  on  the  sewer  beds  grows  as  the  school  population  in- 
creases, and  the  need  for  additional  capacity  made  itself  felt  in  1959. 
We  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $3,050  for  the  Sewer  Department  for 
1960,  which  includes  the  sum  of  $200  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  two 
existing  beds.   More  substantial  steps  to  increase  the  sewerage  disposal 
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capacity  must  be  made  in  the  immediate  future,  and  we  will  present 
plans  to  that  end  as  soon  as  possible. 

Included  in  the  warrant  is  an  article  for  connecting  the  new  Junior- 
Senior  High  School  to  the  public  sewer  system;  this  project  is  a  neces- 
sity. Also  included  is  an  article  for  an  extension  of  the  sewer  system 
to  the  vicinity  of  North  and  Pine  Streets  at  the  request  of  the  residents 
of  this  area.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  report  of  the  Street  Department  for  the  year  1959  is  submitted 
as  follows: 

Plans  were  made  in  the  Spring  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  for  the  Chapter  81  Program  for  the  year.  With  the  Chapter  81 
and  Highway  funds  the  routine  patching,  gravelling,  surfacing  and  other 
annual  repair  and  maintenance  was  accomplished. 

Guard  posts  which  were  salvaged  several  years  ago  from  the  ap- 
proaches to  the  Main  Street  Bridge  were  installed  on  Spring  Street 
near  Kingsbury's  Pond,  Hilltop  Circle  and  West  Street. 

Since  many  of  the  ancient  streets  of  the  Town  are  so  narrow  and 
crooked,  reflectors  and  warning  signs  have  been  placed  to  provide 
greater  safety. 

Before  the  completion  of  High  Street  between  the  Walpole  line 
and  Granite  Street,  it  was  anticipated  that  a  new  danger  would  come 
into  existence  along  the  old  section  between  Granite  Street  and  South 
Street.  An  additional  "Road  Narrows"  sign  was  installed  as  well  as 
reflectors,  and  white  lines  were  painted  by  the  Town  inasmuch  as  the 
State  had  no  funds  available  for  this  purpose  this  year. 

Repainting  of  white  lines  on  South,  North  and  Farm  Streets  was 
eliminated  this  year  due  to  lack  of  funds.  If  it  is  desired  to  paint  the 
lines  on  such  heavily  traveled  and  dangerous  streets  additional  funds 
must  be  provided. 

Several  sections  of  gravelled  roads  which  are  treated  annually 
with  calcium  were  penetrated  and  sealed  with  asphalt. 

The  surfacing  of  these  short  sections  will  eliminate  the  yearly  cost 
of  applying  calcium  and  will  provide  dust  relief  to  the  abutting  owners. 
As  the  Street  Improvement  Program  progresses  the  use  and  expense 
of  calcium  will  decrease. 

CHAPTER  90  MAINTENANCE:  This  account  is  so  named  because 
under  the  authority  of  Chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws  the  Legislature 
annually  appropriates  a  sum  of  money  which  is  allocated  to  the  cities 
and  towns  provided  the  cities  and  towns  provide  a  proportion.  The 
respective  counties  also  participate.  To  qualify  for  the  application  of 
funds  for  maintenance  under  this  account  the  street  must  have  been 
originally  constructed  with  State  and  County  aid.  For  the  past  two 
years  the  total  yearly  amounts  of  $3,000  have  been  applied  to  Main 
Street  between  Pound  Street  and  the  Dover  town  line  to  remove  the 
depressions  in  the  quarter  point  of  the  road. 
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Although  route  109  was  constructed  over  twenty  five  years  ago 
it  has  cost  very  little  to  maintain.  However,  due  to  increased  heavy 
traffic  and  age,  sags  have  developed  which  are  being  removed  by  the 
application  of  hot  top.  In  addition  to  making  the  street  safer  it  con- 
tributes to  cleaner  plowing  of  snow. 

By  restoring  the  shape  of  the  street  which  is  a  necessity  it  allows 
several  future  courses  of  action  which  would  require  the  re-shaping  as 
a  prerequisite  to  the  application  of  a  new  surface. 

The  request  from  the  State  and  County  for  Chapter  90  maintenance 
funds  for  1960  has  been  increased  from  $1,000  each  to  $1,500  each  which 
means  an  increase  of  $500  in  the  Town's  appropriation.  The  total 
amount  of  Chapter  90  maintenance  if  the  request  is  approved  by  the 
State  will  be  $4,500. 

NEW  STREET  INSPECTION:  Under  the  "Rules  and  Regulations 
Governing  the  Sub-Division  of  Land"  revised  in  1955,  three  new  streets 
have  been  constructed  and  accepted  as  public  ways.  Under  the  older 
regulations,  five  short  streets  were  constructed  and  accepted.  Until  the 
past  year  the  construction  was  so  spread  that  inspecting  them  was  no 
problem  to  the  Street  Department.  In  1959,  nine  streets  were  started. 
Some  have  been  completed  and  the  remainder  are  in  various  stages 
of  completion.  Early  in  the  year  the  problem  of  inspection  became  ob- 
vious. As  a  result  of  construction  activity  over  a  thousand  dollars  in 
time  was  spent  to  assure  that  new  streets  which  would  ultimately  be 
owned  by  the  Town  would  be  constructed  properly.  Since  no  inclusion 
for  this  activity  was  included  in  the  1959  budget  it  was  necessary  to  cut 
back  on  other  work.  In  addition  to  the  unfinished  streets,  new  ones 
will  be  started  in  1960.  Therefore,  an  increase  of  $1,000  will  be  included 
in  the  1960  General  Highway  account  for  the  purpose  of  inspection. 

STREET  IMPROVEMENT  ACCOUNT:  In  1959  a  program  was 
established  to  improve  and  surface  the  11.72  miles  of  gravelled  roads 
which  constitutes  25%  of  the  Town's  road  mileage.  The  Town  Clerk's 
records  indicate  that  the  Town  was  spending  in  the  1920's  the  equiva- 
lent to  $10,000  per  year  for  surfacing  the  gravelled  roads.  It  is  also 
evident  that  during  the  depression  year,  probably  because  of  the  lack 
of  funds  and  during  the  war  years,  probably  because  of  the  unavailabil- 
ity of  materials  surfacing  of  gravelled  roads  was  discontinued. 

The  existing  plan  provides  for  surfacing  the  streets  that  are  subject 
to  the  most  traffic  and  are  consequently  the  most  expensive  to  maintain. 

In  1959,  Grove  Street  was  surfaced  from  Dale  Street  to  the  Public 
Dump  a  distance  of  1700  feet.  Two  culverts  were  installed  under  the 
street  to  provide  for  the  flow  of  surface  water. 

The  travelled  way  was  placed  in  the  center  of  the  layout  and  the 
surface  was  made   a  standard  twenty-four  feet  which  will  make  it 


easier  and  cheaper  to  maintain.  The  proper  construction  of  the 
shoulders  will  eliminate  the  cutting  of  roadside  brush. 

Two  hundred  feet  of  drainage  through  an  easement  on  the  westerly 
side  of  Bridge  Street  was  installed  and  two  catch  basins  were  built  at 
the  intersection  of  Dale  and  Bridge  Streets. 

It  is  planned  in  1960  to  complete  Grove  Street  from  the  Public 
Dump  to  West  Street  and  Dale  Street  between  Bridge  Street  and  Grove 
Street. 

SPRING  STREET  DRAINAGE:  In  1956  a  potential  and  serious 
problem  of  drainage  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Chevron  Gas  Station  on 
Spring  Street  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  voters.  Although  the 
principal  sum  requested  for  the  installation  of  about  1000  feet  of  pipe 
was  dismissed,  it  was  realized  that  an  extremely  dangerous  condition 
would  arise  whenever  the  abutting  owner  filled  his  land.  As  a  result 
$775  was  appropriated  to  temporarily  relieve  the  emergency  when  it 
arose.  During  the  past  summer  the  adjoining  land  was  filled  and  the 
condition  came  into  being.  A  temporary  measure  has  relieved  the 
danger  due  to  deep  ponding  of  water  in  the  street. 

A  request  has  been  made  to  the  State  and  County  for  assistance  in 
permanently  solving  the  problem.  Because  the  street  is  a  County  way 
and  since  it  has  been  properly  laid  out  it  is  eligible  for  Chapter  90 
funds. 

Since  the  installation  will  involve  a  deep  cut,  it  is  felt  that  it  is 
wiser  to  let  the  work  to  contract. 

PLEASANT  AND  OAK  STREET  DRAINAGE:  Water  has  ponded 
on  Pleasant  Street  at  its  intersection  with  Oak  Street  because  the 
pipes  are  of  indequate  size  and  are  broken.  After  heavy  storms  the 
water  remains  in  the  street  for  a  considerable  period.  During  the  years 
more  than  enough  has  been  expended  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  proper 

installation.    It  is  proposed  to  install  about  feet  of  pipe  in  Oak 

Street  to  connect  with  drainage  installed  in  Oak  Street  about  10  years 
ago.  By  bringing  the  drainage  up  Pleasant  Street  about  100  feet  the 
projecting  granite  headers  can  be  removed  from  the  corners  of  the 
intersection.  To  finance  in  part  this  project  the  article  in  the  warrant 
will  provide  for  a  transfer  from  the  Curve  Street  drainage  account. 

ADAMS  STREET  DRAINAGE:  Last  Spring  after  a  heavy  rain- 
storm a  ieach  basin  on  the  school  property  to  which  pipes  from  the 
roof  were  connected  disappeared  into  the  ground  without  a  trace  of 
the  three  hundred  pound  frame  and  grate  or  the  brick  blocks.  The  hole 
which  from  probing  seemed  to  have  no  solid  bottom  was  filled  tem- 
porarily. 
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It  is  planned  to  install  a  catch  basin  on  the  street  where  it  will 
pick  up  surface  water  as  well  as  carry  off  the  water  from  the  school 
roof.  The  water  will  be  piped  under  Adams  Street  and  along  a  property 
line  and  discharged. 

MAIN  STREET  IMPROVEMENT:  On  the  northerly  side  of  Main 
Street  and  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  grade  crossing,  water  ponds 
in  the  sidewalk  and  flows  illegally  onto  the  railroad  property.  It  is 
planned  to  install  a  catch  basin  and  pipe  it  under  the  railroad  track 
to  a  basin  on  the  opposite  side.  About  50  feet  of  curbing  and  sidewalk 
will  be  installed.  This  work  will  be  done  in  accordance  with  the  overall 
plan  for  Main  Street  that  was  designed  in  1957. 

SAND  TRUCK:  In  1954  the  first  self  unloading  sand  spreader  was 
purchased  for  $1400  and  mounted  on  a  1934  White  chassis.  Not  only 
is  the  truck  in  very  poor  condition  but  second  hand  parts  are  non- 
existent. As  a  result  in  an  effort  to  keep  the  truck  operating  until  it 
is  replaced  by  another,  it  is  necessary  to  take  the  parts  to  Boston  to 
rebuild  them  which  entails  the  expense  of  spending  the  day  waiting 
for  them  or  making  a  second  trip  which  is  equally  expensive. 

The  fact  is  that  if  it  is  not  replaced  this  year  next  year  sanding 
will  be  reduced  by  one-half  or  eliminated  entirely  because  the  second 
sander  which  is  mounted  on  a  1939  chassis  is  about  as  unreliable. 

Since  the  truck  is  used  in  the  winter  time  only  it  is  felt  that  the 
purchase  of  a  new  chassis  is  neither  necessary  or  economical.  Therefore, 
a  good  second  hand  chassis  costing  about  $1,000  is  recommended. 

In  1954,  the  Town  appropriated  $1400  for  the  self  unloading  sand 
spreader  mounted  on  the  White  chassis. 

Although  still  called  sand  spreader,  new  types  are  designed  to 
spread  salt,  as  well  as  sand  because  of  the  increased  use  of  salt. 

The  present  method  of  spreading  salt  consists  of  pouring  bags  of 
salt  into  small  spreaders  attached  to  the  Sterling  and  the  new  White. 
Because  so  many  streets  are  salted,  the  time  required  has  been  ex- 
tended to  two  hours.  By  the  time  the  trucks,  which  are  assigned  to 
plow  the  route  roads  are  converted  for  plowing,  another  half  hour 
has  elapsed  which  gives  a  storm  too  much  of  a  start. 

Bulk  salt  which  can  be  used  in  the  new  type  of  machine  is  about 
$9.00  per  ton  cheaper  than  the  bag  salt  which  amounts  to  over  $1,000 
saving  based  on  the  use  of  125  tons  of  salt  per  year. 

Since  it  will  be  a  one  man  operation  as  against  a  six  man  operation, 
time,  as  well  as  additional  saving  will  be  realized. 
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The  cost  of  the  spreader  will  be  $2300  plus  the  allowance  for  the 
trade  of  the  old  spreader.  The  total  appropriation  requested  for  this 
purpose  will  be  $3300. 

There  are  many  other  problems  worthy  of  detailed  explanation 
but  space  does  not  permit  full  coverage. 

As  the  Town  grows,  the  problems  of  the  Street  Department  in- 
creases. Many  people  have  contributed  to  the  solution  of  both  old  and 
new  projects.  For  their  time  and  interest  the  Street  Department  is 
greatly  appreciative.

REPORT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DEPARTMENT 

January  1,  1960 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

In  less  time  than  it  takes  to  tell,  our  community  could  be 
thrown  into  turmoil  with  little  or  no  warning.  When  this  emergency 
situation  occurs  there  is  no  time  to  organize,  obtain  essential  equip- 
ment or  to  produce  men  with  training  to  handle  fallout  problems. 

Neither  is  there  time  to  inform  the  public  how  they  might  best  pro- 
tect themselves  and  increase  their  chances  of  survival.  The  time  to  do 
these  things  is  before  the  need  arises. 

We  have  received  certification  from  the  Federal  Communication 
Commission  for  our  RACES  network.  It  is  most  important  that  we 
acquire  some  radio  equipment  this  coming  year  in  conjunction  with 
this  program.  The  radio,  in  time  of  natural  or  man  made  disaster  would 
be  our  link  with  the  State  and  assistance  if  help  were  needed. 

This  department  has  cooperated  with  the  State  Hospital  in  their 
preparation  of  a  disaster  plan  to  provide  hospital  facilities  in  case 
of  fire,  transportation  accident,  tornado,  epidemic,  enemy  attack  or  any 


other  incident  which  calls  for  admission  and  treatment  of  large  numbers 
of  casualties. 

Your  Directors  have  attended  several  meetings  at  both  Area  and 
Sector  Headquarters  as  well  as  demonstrations  sponsored  by  the 
Massachusetts  State  Civil  Defense  Organization. 

We  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  all  who  have  volunteered  their 
services  and  time  to  the  local  Civil  Defense  effort.

REPORT  OF  PARK  AND  PLANNING  BOARD 

January  25,  1960 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Board  held  regular  meetings  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Thursday  of  each  month  plus  several  special  meetings  for  hearings  and 
sub-division  plan  approvals. 

Appended  to  this  report  is  a  summary  of  subdivision  streets  and 
their  status  at  the  present  time.  Approximate  street  lengths,  widths, 
and  estimated  cost  are  shown  so  that  the  town  may  have  a  general  idea 
of  its  street  expansion  and  growth. 

Some  work  has  been  done  by  the  Board  on  a  new  Building  Code 
for  the  Town  and  considerable  thought  has  been  given  to  revisions  in 
the  Street  Construction  Specifications. 

Two  changes  in  zoning  were  initiated  by  the  Board  and  voted 
by  the  Town — namely,  an  extension  of  business  area  on  Main  Street 
(Colonial  Inn)  and  a  provision  providing  for  Home  Industries  in 
residential  areas. 
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The  Town's  Parks  have  been  kept  in  good  condition.  With  the 
advice  of  the  Norfolk  County  Agricultural  School  a  program  of  beauti- 
fying Baxter  Square  has  been  undertaken.  New  shrubbery  has  been 
planted  around  the  flag  pole.  This  coming  year  it  is  planned  to  continue 
these  plantings  in  the  area  at  the  corner  of  main  and  Spring  Streets. 

The  Board  would  like  more  co-operation  so  as  to  lengthen  the 
useful  life  of  the  tennis  nets.  Flood  lighting  the  tennis  court  was 
considered  but  rejected  as  being  too  expensive  for  the  Town  to  under- 
take at  this  time. 

Members  of  the  Board  have  spent  considerable  time  in  inspecting 
the  various  sub-divisions  under  construction  and  also  in  conference 
with  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  on  various  matters  pertaining  to 
those  sub-divisions.  Inspection  trips  were  made  through  the  lands 
of  all  proposed  sub-divisions  submitted  to  the  Board. 

Due  to  the  magnitude  of  future  sub-division  work  this  Board 
wishes  to  recommend  that  the  Town  establish  a  Park  Commission  for 
the  purpose  of  caring  for  Town  lands  now  under  our  care,  thus  permit- 
ting the  Board  to  act  solely  as  a  Planning  Board.

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With  the  opening  of  School  in  September,  it  was  necessary  to  add 
one  member  to  the  High  School  Staff  and  one  to  the  Junior  High.  This 
was  due  to:  (1)  an  unexpected  enrollment  increase  in  Grade  7;  and 
(2)  the  need  for  additional  personnel  and  testing  service  in  the 
Guidance  Department. 

Twenty-one  rooms  were  needed  to  house  the  grades  in  the  Mem- 
orial School.  It  was  planned  to  have  one  sixth  grade  use  a  room  in 
the  North  Street  School,  but  with  the  addition  of  another  seventh 
grade,  it  was  necessary  to  establish  a  section  of  the  Memorial  Auditor- 
ium as  a  classroom.  This  has  proven  to  be  a  solution,  but  not  a  satis- 
factory one.  The  Principal's  office  continues  to  be  used  for  remedial 
reading. 

At  North  Street,  all  seven  rooms  were  used  for  Junior  High  classes, 
and  the  teacher's  room  continued  as  a  remedial  reading  classroom. 

The  High  School  was  barely  able  to  accommodate  Grades  9 
through  12. 

The  increase  of  clerical  work  in  the  offices  of  the  Superintendent 
and  Junior-Senior  High  Principal,  necessitated  the  appointment  of  a 
clerical  assistant  who  began  her  duties  in  September. 

Additional  classroom  furniture,  books,  workbooks,  and  supplies 
were  ordered  periodically  after  the  opening  of  school  in  September. 

An  indication  of  what  has  been  happening  and  what  is  to  happen, 
is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  school  opened  on  September  9,  1959 
with  905  pupils  enrolled,  and  on  January  4,  1960  there  are  949  enrolled, 
a  net  increase  of  44  in  four  months. 


Maintenance 

I  have  been  pleased  with  the  general  upkeep  of  the  buildings  and 
grounds  as  maintained  by  the  custodians.  In  addition  to  the  routine 
cleaning  and  general  upkeep,  the  following  was  accomplished: 

Memorial  School — 

1.  Corridors  of  original  section  and  outside  doors  painted. 

2.  Boilers  cleaned  and  oil  burners  serviced. 

3.  Vacuum  System  overhauled  and  repaired. 

North  Street  School— 

1.  Front  entrance  painted. 

2.  Sash  cords  replaced  and  outside  doors  repaired  and  refitted. 

3.  Boiler  cleaned. 
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High  School — 

1.  Three  classrooms,  two  toilet  rooms,  second  floor  corridor,  and 
three  offices  painted. 

2.  Boilers  cleaned  and  oil  burner  serviced. 


FEDERAL  FUNDS 

Public  Law  874  provides  financial  assistance  for  those  communities 
which  have  pupils  whose  parents  are  employed  on  federally-owned 
property.  The  School  Committee  applied  for  such  assistance  and, 
because  at  least  3%  of  the  pupils  enrolled  qualified  under  the  Law, 
Medfield  actually  received  $4,047.00  with  $213.96  still  to  come. 

Public  Law  864  signed  into  existence  under  the  National  Defense 
Education  Act  of  1958  made  it  possible  for  the  School  Committee  to 
apply  for  funds  under  Titles  III  and  V  of  the  Law. 

Title  III  provides  for  the  strengthening  of  Instruction  in  Science, 
Mathematics,  and  Modern  Foreign  Languages.

Title  V  provides  for  Guidance,  Counseling,  and  Testing.  Under 
this  Title,  Medfield  received  $344.25. 

All  Federal  Funds  were  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  and, 
by  law,  have  been  established  as  special  accounts  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  School  Committee.  It  is  planned  that  these  funds  will  be 
expended  during  1960.

REPORT  OF  THE  JUNIOR- SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  principal  of  the  Junior- 
Senior  High  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1959. 

The  graduating  class  of  June  3,  1959  numbered  40.  Present  inform- 
ation places  24  in  institutions  of  higher  learning  as  follows:  21  in  four- 
year  colleges,  1  in  a  two-year  college  and  two  in  nurses  training.  Of 
the  remaining  16  graduates,  12  are  gainfully  employed,  2  are  in  the 
armed  forces,  1  is  married  and  1  is  unemployed. 

At  the  commencement  exercises  awards  were  made  to  the  follow- 
ing students:  Janet  Karle  and  Norma  Baker,  American  Legion  Girls' 
State;  James  Stubblebine  and  David  Pember,  American  Legion  Boys' 
State;  Margaret  Gibbs,  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  Good 
Citizens  Award;  Joseph  Santosuosso,  Balfour  Plaque  and  Key;  Margaret 
Gibbs,  Betty  Crocker  Homemaker  of  Tomorrow;  Judith  Kelley  and 
Nancy  Smith,  Alton  H.  Hartford  Prizes;  Joseph  Santosuosso,  Faculty 
Award  of  Merit;  Mary  Ann  Callachan,  Gregg  Shorthand  Award;  Wil- 
liam Warburton,  Bausch  and  Lomb  Science  Medal. 

Scholarships  were  awarded  to  the  following  students:  The  Hannah 
Adams  Club  Scholarship,  Ray  Warburton;  The  Parent-Teachers  Asso- 
ciation Scholarship,  Carol  Keirstead;  The  American  Legion  Scholar- 
ship, Joseph  Santosuosso;  The  Lions  Club  Scholarship,  David  Kemp  ton. 

There  were  101  students  who  entered  the  seventh  grade  in  Sep- 
tember 1959.  These  students  were  grouped  according  to  their  ability. 
At  this  writing  this  system  is  working  out  well  as  the  majority  of  the 
seventh  grade  students  are  achieving  more.  This  system  allows  the 
teacher  to  teach  at  a  certain  rate  of  speed  without  losing  the  greater 
part  of  the  class.  In  the  future  we  will  offer  advanced  subject  matter 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  faster  students  in  this  group  will  be  able  to 
take  these  advanced  subjects. 

In  the  school  year  1960-1961  we  will  encounter  some  difficulties 
in  regard  to  space  for  class  rooms.  This,  of  course,  will  not  be  the  case 
upon  completion  of  the  new  junior-senior  high  school. 

Again  this  year  the  Fred  C.  Browne  Company  of  Walpole  has  made 
available  the  driver  education  car.  The  Kingston  Electronics  Corpora- 
tion presented  to  the  school  science  department  a  Ripple  Tank.  One 
of  our  students  assembled  a  stroboscope  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
the  Ripple  Tank. 
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The  American  Heritage  Series  was  presented  to  the  school  as  a  gift 
from  Mrs.  Amos  C.  Kingsbury.  As  in  the  past,  this  gift  is  widely  used 
and  thoroughly  appreciated  by  the  students. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  the  appreciation 
of  the  faculty  and  myself  to  those  persons  and  organizations  who  have 
helped  make  the  past  school  year  a  most  successful  one.

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REPORT  OF  MEMORIAL  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  with  pleasure  and  enthusiasm  that  I  submit  my  fifth  annual 
report  of  the  Memorial  Elementary  School. 

When  the  doors  opened  for  the  beginning  of  a  new  school  year  on 
September  the  ninth,  we  found  ourselves  bursting  at  the  seams,  with 
remedial  reading  classes  to  be  held  in  the  inner  office  and  one  class 
in  the  auditorium.  That  first  day,  with  school  in  session  at  eight- 
thirty,  found  every  classroom  operating  as  smoothly  as  though  there 
had  not  been  a  summer  intervening  since  the  last  working  school  day. 

The  facilities  of  the  assembly  hall  have  not  been  available  at 
all  times  this  past  year  to  carry  out  some  activities.  However,  the 
public  address  system  was  used  for  the  Thanksgiving  program,  and 
individual  rooms  invite  other  classes  to  observe  or  participate  in  pro- 
grams with  them.  The  Christmas  program  was  given  in  the  assem- 
bly hall. 

The  basic  idea  which  we  keep  in  mind  in  all  our  work  with 
student  activities  is  that  giving  students  opportunities  to  "learn  by 
doing"  is  our  best  method  of  developing  character,  good  citizenship, 
ability  to  work  with  others,  and  an  understanding  of  the  meaning 
of  responsibility. 

Our  three  sixth  grades  last  spring  and  again  this  year  get  together 
for  more  extensive  preparation  for  the  junior  high.  The  teachers  pre- 
pare special  class  procedures  in  the  various  subjects. 

The  sixth  grade,  numbering  ninety-nine,  left  our  school  last  June 
with  a  special  Promotion  Day  Program.  This  was  carried  out  with 
the  theme,  "The  Well  Wishers."  Every  member  of  the  class  participated 
in  some  small  way. 

I  should  like  to  bring  to  the  minds  of  the  parents  at  this  time  the 
important  facts  regarding  "marks".  Because  of  the  changing  curricu- 
lum on  college  and  high  school  level,  with  more  emphasis  being  placed 
on  the  various  subjects  and  grades,  it  becomes  a  "must"  for  us  in  the 
elementary  grades  to  maintain  our  demands  on  the  pupils.  Parents 
must  not  become  too  concerned  or  alarmed  regarding  a  C  grade.  It 
represents  average  work  and  not  poor  work.  Remember  that  our 
greatest  concern  as  teachers  and  parents  is  the  promotion  of  knowledge 
gained  from  the  study  material  presented  to  your  child,  and  not  so 
much  the  grade  received. 

Parents,  please  remember  that  if  your  child  falls  below  the  C 
grade  level,  we  shall  get  in  contact  with  you  to  ask  for  a  conference, 
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as  we  have  been  in  the  habit  of  doing  in  the  past.  An  A,  B  or  C  mark 
will  not  call  forth  a  request  for  a  conference  with  you,  but  you  are 
welcome  to  call  the  school  and  ask  for  an  appointment  at  any  time 
you  so  desire. 

Reading  has  been  and  still  is  being  stressed  as  the  important  sub- 
ject. At  one  time  we  questioned  why  Johnny  could  not  read.  Today 
we  say,  "Johnny  had  better  learn  to  read.  It  no  longer  matters 
whether  he  wants  to  or  would  like  to  or  may  learn  when  the  spirit 
moves  him.  Johnny  now  has  no  choice.  He  had  better  learn  to  read 
and  read  well."  We  teach  phonics  and  use  various  methods  to  help 
the  child  to  learn  to  read.  Parents  can  help  their  child  by  setting  aside 
every  day  a  reading  time. 

Finally,  I  should  like  to  bring  to  the  forefront  the  issue  of  home 
work  for  grades  four,  five,  and  six.  Children  must  learn  to  get  into  a 
secluded  corner  for  quiet  study.  The  formation  of  this  habit  will  pay 
dividends  in  the  future  of  every  child. 

It  is  fitting  at  this  time  to  make  mention  of  the  fact  that  the 
existing  harmony  and  good  work  done  at  the  Memorial  School  are 
attributable  to  the  co-operation  of  the  faculty  members.  May  I  add 
that  practically  all  of  the  elementary  teachers  are  taking  courses  in 
advance  work,  such  as  psychology,  principles  of  teaching  and  science. 
The  course  in  psychology  is  being  sponsored  by  the  Mental  Health 
Department  at  the  Medfield  State  Hospital  and  Tufts  College  Medical 
Health  Department;  Principles  of  Teaching  is  being  given  at  Framing- 
ham  State  Teachers  College;  and  the  course  in  science  at  the  Boston 
Science  Museum. 

In  closing,  may  I  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  members  of 
the  School  Committee,  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  to  all  of  the 
school  personnel,  and  to  the  parents  and  citizens  of  the  town,  who  are 
working  together  for  the  welfare  of  our  boys  and  girls.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDFIELD  SCHOOL  HEALTH  PROGRAM 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  planning  the  school  health  program  we  have  tried  to  improve 
and  maintain  the  health  of  all  children  within  the  school  system. 

Duties  of  the  School  Health  Personnel: 

1.  Physical  examinations  of  the  new  pupils  and  pupils  not  having  had 
a  physical  examination  within  three  years.  Also,  frequent  examina- 
tions of  children  with  continuing  problems. 

Number  of  pupils  examined  560 

Number  of  parents  present  at  examination  92 

2.  Consultations  with  the  faculty  on  psychological  problems  and  emo- 
tional problems  which  keep  the  child  from  having  good  social 
adjustments. 

3.  Helping  with  the  handicapped  children  and  children  who  need 
special  handling  due  to  varying  degrees  of  retardation. 

4.  Control  of  communicable  diseases,  rendering  First  Aid;  establishing 
good  personal  hygiene  among  the  pupils  and  making  home  visits 
when  necessary. 

5.  Tuberculin  Tests  of  selected  grades  were  made  by  the  school 
physician. 

6.  Arrangements  were  made  with  the  State  Department  of  Dental 
Health  whereby  a  State  Dental  Hygienist  presented  an  illustrated 
program  on  dental  care  and  needs  to  all  children  through  the  junior 
high  grades. 

In  the  spring  a  Pre-school  Clinic  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  regis- 
tering pupils  entering  public  school  for  the  first  time  in  September. 

Purpose  of  early  registration: 

1.  To  examine  the  children  entering  school  for  the  first  time  and  to 
discuss  health  problems  with  parents. 

2.  To  give  the  parent  and  child  an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  school  personnel  and  surroundings. 

3.  To  help  the  School  Department  ascertain  and  plan  for  the  number 
of  children  entering  school  in  September. 

Most  of  the  pupils  were  found  to  be  healthy,  with  only  a  few  need- 
ing medical  follow  up.    The  major  needs  were  dental. 
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Vision  and  Hearing  Tests  are  given  at  some  time  during  the  year 
to  all  pupils.  Notices  are  sent  to  parents  if  a  child  fails  to  pass  either 
of  these  tests.  The  tests  are  merely  a  screening  process.  If  any  child 
shows  symptoms  of  eye  difficulty  or  hearing  loss,  parents  should  not 
wait  for  the  next  school  examination,  but  have  medical  attention  when 
the  problem  is  discovered. 

Number  of  pupils  who  failed  vision  test  were  26.  All  found  to 
be  in  need  of  glasses. 

Number  of  pupils  who  failed  hearing  test  were  3;  these  pupils 
are  under  care. 

The  Norfolk  Tuberculosis  School  Clinic  performed  skin  testing  for 
tuberculosis  in  certain  grades.  This  was  made  possible  by  the  Norfolk 
County  Hospital  in  cooperation  with  the  School  Department,  the  Board 
of  Health  and  the  Norfolk  County  Tuberculosis  and  Health  Association. 
The  purpose  of  this  testing  program  is  to  find  any  children  who  have 
been  infected  with  tuberculosis  and  to  give  advice,  when  necessary, 
how  best  to  combat  the  infection.  If  a  positive  reaction  is  found, 
necessary  arrangements  are  made  for  pupils  and  all  other  members  of 
the  family  to  be  examined  and  x-rayed.  Transportation  and  arrange- 
ments to  be  x-rayed  were  made  for  all  food  handlers,  and  school  per- 
sonnel who  had  not  been  x-rayed  within  three  years.  They  were 
examined  at  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital. 

Arrangements  were  made  this  year  for  the  Mobile  Tuberculosis 
Unit  to  come  to  the  Medfield  School.  All  the  school  personnel  who  had 
not  been  x-rayed  within  three  years  were  x-rayed  at  this  time. 

A  Dental  Clinic  is  conducted  at  the  Memorial  School  by  Dr.  Elliot 
Kirschbaum  and  the  School  Nurse  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board 
of  Health.  All  elementary  grade  pupils  are  examined  and  notices  sent 
home  when  defects  are  found. 

Because  of  the  continuing  growth  of  the  school  population  and  the 
necessity  for  more  and  more  detailed  record  keeping,  it  may  not  be 
possible  to  complete  all  of  the  above-mentioned  tests  before  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year. 

On  the  whole,  the  children  are  healthy,  happy  and  well-adjusted. 
Every  effort  is  being  made  to  maintain  and  improve  the  health  of  the 
school  children. 

We  thank  everyone  who  helped  carry  out  the  above  program.

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REPORT  OF  BOYS'  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  Boys'  Physical  Education  program  begins  in  grade  five  and 
ends  in  grade  twelve. 

In  grades  five  and  six  simple  games  and  stunts  are  of  prime 
importance  with  particular  emphasis  placed  upon  co-ordination  of  the 
mind  and  physical  ability.  Basic  skills  such  as  running,  throwing 
and  catching  along  with  lead-up  games  which  teach  the  essentials  of 
team  sports  are  incorporated  into  this  program.  This  year  for  the  first 
time  an  exhibition  tumbling  team  was  formed.  Demonstrations  were 
performed  for  the  elementary  school  and  at  a  High  School  basket- 
ball game. 

At  the  junior  high  level  the  boys  learn  the  fundamentals  of  team 
games  such  as  football,  basketball,  softball  and  baseball.  Also  included 
in  this  program  are  activities  such  as  badminton,  apparatus  and  tumb- 
ling. Another  first  this  year  for  the  junior  high  school  was  co-educa- 
tional classes  in  rquare  and  folk  dancing  which  were  highly  successful 
and  should  be  a  standard  part  of  our  physical  education  program. 

At  the  high  school  level  team  games  are  also  taught  but  now  the 
emphasis  is  on  the  team  work  that  is  needed  for  the  successful  fulfill- 
ment of  the  skills  that  have  been  learned.  More  difficult  skills  on  the 
apparatus  and  tumbling  mats  are  also  taught. 

Each  year  in  cooperation  with  President  Eisenhower's  Youth 
Council  on  Physical  Fitness,  a  physical  fitness  test  is  administered  to 
all  the  boys.  It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  that  the  number  of  boys  who 
passed  this  year  increased  by  20%  over  the  previous  year. 

Although  Physical  Education  is  primarily  concerned  with  the 
physical  being  of  the  youngsters,  such  as  posture,  health,  ability  to  per- 
form in  specific  stunts  and  games,  it  also  concerns  itself  with  the 
social  side  of  life.  In  this  aim  the  Physical  Education  Department  has 
instituted  the  Medfield  High  School  Pep  Club  to  support  our  athletic 
teams  in  spirit  and  also  help  foster  good  sportsmanship  both  in  and  out 
of  Medfield  High  School.  This  should  enable  our  young  men  and 
young  women  to  work  and  play  successfully  with  others  and  to  live 
harmoniously  with  our  neighbors.

REPORT  OF  GIRLS'  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Physical  Education  classes  in  Grades  I  through  IV  are  composed 
of  mixed  groups  of  boys  and  girls.  These  classes  are  of  short  duration 
and  are  geared  to  group  activities.  Basic  skills  aimed  at  developing 
good  co-ordination  are  learned  through  such  activities  as  simple 
rhythms,  quiet  and  active  games.  In  grades  III  and  IV  simple  team 
games  are  introduced. 

At  the  fifth  grade  level  the  girls'  and  boys'  Physical  Education 
classes  are  separated  and  classes  are  of  a  longer  duration  of  time. 

In  Grades  V  and  VI  lead-up  games  are  introduced.  These  are 
conducive  to  learning  the  essential  techniques  of  team  sports.  Folk 
dancing,  square  dancing,  field  ball,  basketball,  and  softball  are  part 
of  this  program. 

At  the  junior  high  school  level  more  emphasis  is  placed  on  the 
basic  skills  and  techniques  essential  for  team  games.  Volleyball  and 
fistball  are  introduced  along  with  such  specialized  games  as  badminton. 

In  the  senior  high  school,  classes  are  of  fifty-minute  periods. 
Intensive  work  is  performed  in  perfecting  skills  necessary  for  team 
games.  Here  team  work  and  team  spirit  are  sought  after.  Other 
specialized  games  are  introduced  such  as  badminton,  tennis,  and  table 
tennis.  An  extra-mural  program  is  conducted  after  school,  including 
cheerleading,  basketball,  and  softball. 

Each  year  a  physical  fitness  test  is  administered  to  all  girls  in 
Grades  V-XII. 

In  conclusion,  the  Physical  Education  Department  will  strive  to 
improve  the  physical  well-being  of  all  students  through  participation 
in  the  above  program.  It  will  attempt  to  develop  the  social  qualities 
of  courage,  initiative,  honesty,  cooperation,  and  self-confidence.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ART 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  Art  program  in  the  Medfield  schools  consists  of  activities  and 
units  of  instruction  which  are  planned  to  develop  the  visual  art  and 
aesthetic  needs  of  the  children. 

In  September,  due  to  the  increased  enrollment  and  addition  of 
extra  classes,  the  Art  program  was  put  onto  a  staggered  schedule.  The 
first  two  elementary  grades  and  Junior  and  Senior  High  grades  have 
classes  every  week;  and  grades  three  to  six  have  their  classes  every 
other  week. 

A  monthly  showing  of  the  students'  drawings  was  put  on  display 
at  the  Memorial  School  so  that  those  parents  attending  the  P.T.A. 
meetings  or  visiting  school  could  see  the  varied  work  done  in  the 
Art  classes. 

In  the  High  School  at  Christmastime,  the  Junior  and  Senior  Art 
classes  displayed  stained  glass  windows,  murals  and  drawings  depicting 
the  spirit  of  the  holiday. 

Throughout  the  school  year,  the  Art  department  tries  to  help  all 
who  come  to  it  with  problems  involving  window  displays,  posters, 
dance  and  banquet  decorations. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  school  personnel  who  have  been 
so  helpful,  especially  from  October  first  on.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  elementary  school  program  has  stressed  singing,  rhythm,  and 
reading  of  notes  this  year  with  the  help  of  records  and  tape  recorders. 
To  make  this  program  more  meaningful  we  now  offer  the  flutophone  in 
the  fourth  grade  for  three  reasons:  (1)  to  reach  those  students  who  are 
not  as  adept  as  others  in  singing;  (2)  to  aid  students  in  acquiring  better 
use  of  their  individual  digits;  and  (3)  to  help  children  in  their  reading 
of  notes.  The  aim  of  music  at  the  elementary  level  is  to  prepare  young 
people  for  a  fuller  and  richer  appreciation  of  music  later  on  in  high 
school  and  adult  life. 

At  the  junior  high  level,  singing,  listening,  and  explanation  of  the 
more  technical  elements  of  music  are  offered.  The  various  instru- 
ments are  demonstrated  and  students  have  the  opportunity  to  try  them. 

The  high  school  music  program  is  on  an  elective  basis.  The  stu- 
dents may  join  either  glee  club  or  band.  Presently,  band  is  open  to  the 
junior  high  school  as  well  because  it  is  still  in  the  growing  stage.  In 
the  future  we  hope  that  there  will  be  a  junior  and  senior  high  school 
band,  the  former,  a  preparatory  step  to  more  advanced  musical  ability. 
The  band  played  for  the  home  football  games  this  year  as  well  as  the 
Christmas  assembly.  The  glee  club  gave  concerts  at  Cushing  Hospital 
in  Framingham,  the  Memorial  School  for  a  PTA  meeting,  and  at  the 
high  school  for  a  Christmas  assembly. 

Instrumental  instructions  are  given  throughout  the  year  on  all 
instruments.  Medfield  works  in  conjunction  with  the  New  England 
Woodwind  Exchange  who  rent  and  sell  these  various  types. 

When  the  new  junior-senior  high  school  is  completed,  we  may 
expect  to  see  a  smoother  and  more  efficient  music  program  in  the 
Medfield  school  system.

REPORT  OF  INDUSTRIAL  ARTS 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Those  students  who  elect  the  Industrial  Arts  program  are  exposed 
to  a  broad  view  of  industry.  The  objectives  of  this  program  are  met 
through  an  understanding  of  the  tools,  materials,  and  processes  en- 
countered in  the  various  fields  of  work.  The  junior  high  students 
work  primarily  in  the  field  of  wood;  however,  space  is  provided  in 
the  program  for  individual  specialization.  The  high  school  program 
stresses  the  formerly-mentioned  objectives  through  a  higher  degree 
of  proficiency  with  hand  tools,  while  advanced  machine  methods  are 
taught  to,  more  closely,  relate  the  work  to  that  of  industry. 

The  Industrial  Arts  Department  is  working  closely  with  the 
science  subject  areas  in  an  attempt  to  correlate  those  areas  of  subject 
matter  that  overlap.   Through  this  method  of  instruction,  it  is  possible 


to  achieve  a  higher  degree  of  efficiency  in  teaching  more  students  in 
less  time.  This  correlation  of  subject  matter  will  provide  the  student 
with  a  sounder  understanding  of  his  education  and  how  each  subject 
is  linked  together,  to  provide  a  broad  general  education.

REPORT  OF  DRIVER  EDUCATION 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  young  drivers  who  are  being  trained  in  this  program  are 
continuing  to  show  their  superiority  over  those  drivers  who  learn  to 
drive  through  other  means.  It  is  gratifying  to  have  a  part  in  the 
moulding  of  their  attitudes  toward  other  drivers,  and  the  public  in 
general,  for  one  then  realizes  that  these  attitudes  will  be  seen  wherever 
these  drivers  go.  The  degree  of  skill  in  actually  handling  the  car 
varies  considerably,  due  to  individual  differences.  I  must  stress  the 
fact  that  the  actual  time  behind  the  wheel  is  only  six  hours,  and 
therefore  the  new  driver  needs  considerable  training  by  parents,  or 
other  experienced  drivers,  before  being  allowed  to  assume  full  res- 
ponsibility of  driving  alone.  Each  student  must  successfully  complete 
thirty  class  hours  of  instruction,  twelve  hours  of  observation  in  the 
car,  and  the  six  hours  of  actual  driving.  This  year,  the  Registry  of 
Motor  Vehicles  has  discontinued  the  written  examination,  and  has 
instituted  a  more  rigorous  oral  examination,  plus  a  written  opinion 
of  how  each  student  performs  during  the  test. 

It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  every  student  will  take  advantage  of 
this  training  to  provide  a  sound  beginning  to  the  ever  increasing 
problem  of  traffic  and  transportation.

After  a  motion  for  reconsideration  of  Article  1  was  withdrawn  the 
final  action  of  the  voters  was  as  follows:

$1,680,000.00  v/as  sought  for  the  construction  of  a  new  Junior-Senior 
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High  School  on  land  owned  by  the  Town  between  Philip,  South  and 
Pound  Streets. 

Article  2.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article.  By  virtue  of  the  defeat 
of  Article  1  authorization  of  a  School  Building  Committee  to  construct 
furnish  and  equip  a  New  Junior-Senior  High  School  was  nullified.

report  at  a  future  town  meeting.

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  abandon  as  a  public  way

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(j)  Home  occupations,  any  occupation  or  activity  carried  on  in  a 
dwelling  by  one  or  more  members  of  the  immediate  family  dwell- 
ing therein,  and  not  employing  more  than  one  person  in  addition 
to  such  family  residing  in  the  dwelling;  provided  that  there  shall 
be  no  display  of  goods,  visible  from  the  street  and  no  advertising 
on  the  premises  other  than  a  small  sign  not  to  exceed  one  square 
foot  in  area,  and  carrying  only  the  name  and  occupation  of  any 
occupant  of  the  premises,  such  as  a  physician,  artisan,  beautician, 
lawyer,  architect,  engineer,  clergyman,  accountant,  chiropractor, 
dentist,  and  similar  occupations  or  professions;  provided  further 
that  the  buildings  or  premises  occupied  shall  not  be  rendered 
objectionable  or  detrimental  to  the  residential  character  of  the 
neighborhood  due  to  the  exterior  appearance,  emission  of  odor, 
gas,  smoke,  dust,  noise,  electrical  disturbance  or  in  any  other  way; 
and  provided  further  that  such  building  shall  include  no  feature 
of  design  not  customary  in  buildings  for  residential  use.  Such  uses 
as  clinics,  hospitals,  barber  shops,  tea  rooms,  tourist  homes,  animal 
hospitals,  kennels  and  others  of  a  similar  nature  shall  not  be 
considered  as  home  occupations.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate, 
borrow  or  transfer  a  sum  of  money,  in  addition  to  the  amount  voted 
under  Article  16  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  September  8,  1958, 
for  the  purpose  of  installing  pipes,  pumping  equipment  and  other  neces- 
sary appurtenances;  said  expenditures  to  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
special  committee  appointed  under  the  above  Article  16,  or  their  suc- 
cessors; or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.  (Water  and  Sewerage 
Board) 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
or  transfer  from   available  funds  in   the  Town  Treasury  the  sum  of 
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$1,000.00  to  defray  expenses  of  the  Veterans  Benefits  for  the  year  1959, 
or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.   (Veterans  Benefits) 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
or  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the  Town  Treasury  the  sum  of 
$4,200.00  to  defray  expenses  of  the  Snow  and  Sanding  Account  for  the 
year  1959,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.    (Highway  Dept.) 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  from  available 
funds  in  the  Town  Treasury  and/ or  transfer  from  unexpended  balances 
an  additional  sum  of  money  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the 
Sewer  Department  during  the  year  1959,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  re- 
lation thereto.    (Water  and  Sewerage  Board) 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  approval 
given  under  Article  4  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  September  6, 
1950,  relative  to  Sewer  Assessments,  and  approve  the  following  Regula- 
tions of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  rela- 
tion thereto.    (Water  and  Sewerage  Board) 


REGULATIONS  RELATIVE  TO  SEWER  ASSESSMENTS 

1.  The  following  regulations  shall  apply  to  all  future  extensions 
of  the  common  sanitary  sewer  system  at  the  expense  of  the  Town, 
and  to  the  entry  of  "particular"  sewers  into  the  common  sewer  sys- 
tem, except  when  a  variance  from  these  regulations  to  apply  to  a 
specific  project  is  voted  at  any  Town  Meeting. 

2.  The  owners  of  the  land  on  both  sides  of  the  street  benefited  by 
any  common  sewer  extension  in  a  public  wav  shall  be  assessed  a 
total  of  not  more  than  75%  of  the  total  cost  thereof;  no  assessments 
shall  be  made  for  sewer  lines  not  in  a  public  way,  but  in  a  con- 
nection charge  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  Paragraph  6 
below  when  applicable.  Assessments  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  14  to  24  inclusive  of  Chapter  83  of  the 
General  Laws. 

3.  Assessments  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  frontage  of  the 
land  on  the  public  way  in  which  the  sewer  line  is  laid.  There 
shall  be  a  minimum  assessment  based  on  frontage  equal  to  the 
minimum  width  of  lot  required  under  the  Zoning  By-Laws  in  the 
area  concerned;  and  these  minimum  assessments  shall  act  to  de- 
crease the  assessments  on  property  with  frontage  greater  than  the 
minimum  so  that  the  total  assessments  shall  not  be  greater  than 
that  corresponding  to  the  total  actual  frontage. 

4.  There  shall  be  no  double  or  overlapping  assessments;  a  corner 
lot  which  can  be  drained  into  a  common  sewer  on  one  street  shall 
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be  exempted  in  assessing  for  the  second  street  to  the  extent  that 
all  or  a  portion  of  the  lot  is  not  benefited.  At  the  end  of  a  common 
sewer  extension,  all  lots  which  can  be  served  shall  be  fully  assessed, 
except  that  no  assessment  shall  be  made  beyond  a  line  120  feet 
from  the  last  manhole.  Exemptions  from  assessment  shall  be  made 
for  property  owned  by  the  Town  and  for  rights  of  way  deeded  and 
dedicated  to  public  use.  No  land  shall  be  assessed  which  by  reason 
of  its  grade  or  other  cause  cannot  be  drained  into  the  sewer.  These 
exemptions  shall  not  act  to  increase  the  assessments  on  property 
not  exempted. 

5.  Assessments  shall  become  liens  on  the  lands  benefited,  which 
liens  shall  be  filed  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds.  With  respect  to  land 
not  built  upon,  or  not  yet  connected  to  the  common  sewer  system, 
the  time  allowed  for  payment  of  the  assessment  together  with 
interest  at  4%  per  annum  shall  be  extended  to  a  "date  3  months 
after  the  land  is  built  upon  or  connected,  but  in  no  case  for  more 
than  10  years.  For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  "land  not  built 
upon"  shall  include  any  lot  or  area  in  one  ownership  which  is 
suitable  for  building  purposes  under  the  Zoning  By-Law,  and 
which  is  set  aside  from  any  other  land  in  the  same  ownership  which 
is  built  upon  by  definite  boundaries  as  shown  on  a  plan  or  in  a 
description  filed  with  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  within  60 
days  after  the  sewer  line  is  available  for  service. 

6.  The  total  cost  of  laying  and  connecting  an  individual  or  "par- 
ticular" sewer  to  the  common  sewer  system  shall  in  every  case  be 
borne  by  the  property  owner.  In  addition,  when  property  not 
abutting  on  a  public  way,  or  not  previously  assessed  for  any  reason 
becomes  connected  to  a  common  sewer  line  installed  by  the  Town, 
a  Connection  Charge  shall  be  made  in  lieu  of  an  assessment.  This 
Connection  Charge  shall  be  equal  in  amount  to  the  minimum 
frontage  assessment  as  determined  under  Paragraph  3  above  for 
the  most  recent  common  sewer  extension  installed  by  the  Town. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
and/or  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the  Town  Treasury  and/or 
transfer  from  unexpended  balances  an  additional  sum  of  money  for  the 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Water  Department  for  the  year 
1959,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.  (Water  and  Sewerage 
Board) 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
and/or  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the  Town  Treasury  a  sum  of 
money  to  install  a  traffic  spotlight  at  the  intersection  of  North  and 
Main  Streets  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  the  circle  where  the  police 
officer  directs  traffic,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.  (Police 
Department) 
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Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
and/or  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the  Town  Treasury  the  sum 
of  $1,500.00  for  General  Relief  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 
(Board  of  Public  Welfare) 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  to  the  Mem- 
orial Public  Library  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  books  at  the  Book 
Sale;  this  money  to  be  used  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  for  the 
purchase  of  new  books,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 
(Trustees  of  Public  Library) 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  and/or 
transfer  from  available  funds  in  the  Town  Treasury  a  sum  of  money 
for  the  maintenance  of  Vine  Lake  Cemetery,  or  do  or  act  anything  in 
relation  thereto.   (Cemetery  Commissioners) 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  a  sum  of 
money  from  the  Road  Machinery  Account  to  the  Highway  Operating 
Account  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  operation  and  maintenance  of 
Highway  Machinery.    (Highway  Department) 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  abandon  the  practice 
of  mailing  and  delivering  Town  Meeting  Notices  as  being  costly  to  the 
Town  and  the  taxpayers;  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 
(Board  of  Selectmen) 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a  public  way 
that  portion  of  Hillcrest  Road  between  Station  6  plus  10  to  14  plus 
59.57,  a  distance  of  about  850  feet,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men and  shown  on  a  plan  entitled  "Layout  of  Hillcrest  Road  in  Med- 
field,  Mass.,  September  15,  1959",  and  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk's 
Office  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  acquire  by  eminent  domain 
or  otherwise  such  rights,  titles,  and  easements  as  may  be  necessary  to 
accomplish  said  purpose,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.

REGULATIONS  RELATIVE  TO  SEWER  ASSESSMENTS 

1.  The  following  regulations  shall  apply  to  all  future  extensions 
of  the  common  sanitary  sewer  system  at  the  expense  of  the  Town, 
and  to  the  entry  of  "particular"  sewers  into  the  common  sewer 
system,  except  when  a  variance  from  these  regulations  to  apply 
to  a  specific  project  is  voted  at  any  Town  Meeting. 

2.  The  owners  of  the  land  on  both  sides  of  the  street  benefited  by 
any  common  sewer  extension  in  a  public  way  shall  be  assessed  a 
total  of  not  more  than  75%  of  the  total  cost  thereof;  no  assessment 
shall  be  made  for  sewer  lines  not  in  a  public  way,  but  a  connection 
charge  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  Paragraph  6  below  when 
applicable.  Assessments  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  14  to  24  inclusive  of  Chapter  83  of  the  General  Laws. 

3.  Assessments  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  frontage  of  the 
land  on  the  public  way  in  which  the  sewer  line  is  laid.  There  shall 
be  a  minimum  assessment  based  on  frontage  equal  to  the  minimum 
width  of  lot  required  under  the  Zoning  By-Laws  in  the  area  con- 
cerned; and  these  minimum  assessments  shall  act  to  decrease  the 
assessments  on  property  with  frontage  greater  than  the  minimum 
so  that  the  total  assessments  shall  not  be  greater  than  that  cor- 
responding to  the  actual  frontage. 

4.  There  shall  be  no  double  or  overlapping  assessments;  a  corner 
lot  which  can  be  drained  into  a  common  sewer  on  one  street  shall 
be  exempted  in  assessing  for  the  second  street  to  the  extent  that  all 
or  a  portion  of  the  lot  is  not  benefited.  At  the  end  of  a  common 
sewer  extension,  all  lots  which  can  be  served  shall  be  fully 
assessed,  except  that  no  assessment  shall  be  made  beyond  a  line 
120  feet  from  the  last  manhole.  Exemptions  from  assessments  shall 
be  made  for  property  owned  by  the  Town  and  for  rights  of  way 
deeded  and  dedicated  to  public  use.  No  land  shall  be  assessed 
which  by  reason  of  its  grade  or  other  cause  cannot  be  drained 
into  the  sewer.  These  exemptions  shall  not  act  to  increase  the 
assessments  on  property  not  exempted. 
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5.  Assessments  shall  become  liens  on  the  lands  benefited,  which 
liens  shall  be  filed  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds.  With  respect  to  land 
not  built  upon,  or  not  yet  connected  to  the  common  sewer  system, 
the  time  allowed  for  payment  of  the  assessment  together  with 
interest  at  4%  per  annum  shall  be  extended  to  a  date  3  months 
after  the  land  is  built  upon  or  connected,  but  in  no  case  for  more 
than  10  years.  For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  "land  not  built 
upon"  shall  include  any  lot  or  area  in  one  ownership  which  is 
suitable  for  building  purposes  under  the  Zoning  By-Law,  and 
which  is  set  aside  from  any  other  land  in  the  same  ownership  which 
is  built  upon  by  definite  boundaries  as  shown  on  a  plan  or  in  a 
description  filed  with  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  within  60 
days  after  the  sewer  line  is  available  for  service. 

6.  The  total  cost  of  laying  and  connecting  an  individual  or  "par- 
ticular" sewer  to  the  common  sewer  system  shall  in  every  case 
be  borne  by  the  property  owner.  In  addition,  when  property  not 
abutting  on  a  public  way,  or  not  previously  assessed  for  any  reason 
becomes  connected  to  a  common  sewer  line  installed  by  the  Town, 
a  Connection  Charge  shall  be  made  in  lieu  of  an  assessment.  This 
Connection  Charge  shall  be  equal  in  amount  to  the  minimum 
frontage  assessment  as  determined  under  Paragraph  3  above  for 
the  most  recent  common  sewer  extension  installed  by  the  Town. 

Article  14.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $7,468.00  from  free  cash 
in  the  Treasury  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Water 
Department  for  the  year  1959. 

Article  15.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $143.90  from  Free  Cash 
in  the  Town  Treasury  for  the  purpose  of  installing  a  traffic  spotlight 
at  the  intersection  of  North  and  Main  Streets. 

Article  16.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  from  free  cash 
in  the  Town  Treasury  for  the  General  Relief  Account  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Welfare. 

Article  17.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $52.40  from  the  sale  of 
books  to  the  Memorial  Public  Library;  said  money  to  be  used  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Library  for  the  purchase  of  new  books. 

Article  18.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $671.10  from  free  cash 
in  the  Town  Treasury  for  the  maintenance  of  Vine  Lake  Cemetery. 

Article  19.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $1,276.00  from  the  Road 
Machinery  Account  to  the  Highway  Operating  Account  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  Highway  Machinery. 

Article  20.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  wherein  the  abandonment 
of  mailing  Town  Meeting  Notices  was  suggested. 
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RESOLUTION: 

A  resolution  was  made  that  a  mimeographed  copy  of  the  warrant 
be  handed  out  to  all  voters  attending  future  Special  Town  Meetings, 
so  that  they  could  familiarize  themselves  with  extensive  or  detailed 
articles  which  are  difficult  to  comprehend  just  by  listening  to  them 
read  by  the  Moderator,  prior  to  voting  on  them. 

Article  21.  Voted  unanimously  to  accept  as  a  Public  Way  that 
portion  of  Hillcrest  Road  between  Station  6  plus  10  to  14  plus  59.57, 
a  distance  of  about  850  feet,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
shown  on  a  plan  entitled  "Layout  of  Hillcrest  Road  in  Medfield,  Mass., 
September  15,  1959",  and  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk's  Office  and  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  acquire  by  eminent  domain  or  otherwise 
such  rights,  titles,  and  easements  as  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish 
said  purpose. 

Article  22.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  salary 
adjustments  for  the  Building,  Wiring  and  Plumbing  Inspectors  was 
sought. 

Article  23.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $650.00  from  free  cash 
in  the  Town  Treasury  to  compensate  the  Building,  Plumbing  and 
Wiring  Inspectors  for  their  increased  work  due  to  the  unprecedented 
rate  of  new  building;  said  amount  to  be  apportioned  as  follows: 

Building  Inspector  $350.00 

Plumbing  Inspector  200.00 

Wiring  Inspector  100.00 

RESOLUTION: 

A  resolution  was  made  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  committee  of 
five  persons;  two  to  be  from  the  Finance  Committee  and  three  from  the 
voters  at  large,  to  study  and  make  recommendations  relative  to  the 
salary  setup  of  the  Building,  Plumbing  and  Wiring  Inspectors. 

Voted  that  the  meeting  be  dissolved.

QUESTION  OF  PUBLIC  POLICY 

An  amendment  to  CHAPTER  32-B,  General  Laws: 

Chapter  595,  Acts  of  1959  which  became  effective  December  13, 
1959: 

An  act  authorizing  certain  political  subdivisions  of  the  Common- 
wealth to  contribute  one  half  of  the  cost  of  certain  premiums  of  insur- 
ance of  retired  employees. 

Chapter  32-B  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
after  Section  9  the  following  section: 

Section  9A.  A  county  by  vote  of  the  county  commissioners,  a  city 
having  a  Plan  D  or  Plan  E  Charter  by  majority  vote  of  its  city  council, 
and  any  other  city  by  vote  of  its  city  council,  approved  by  the  mayor, 
and  a  district  by  vote  of  the  district  at  a  district  meeting,  may  provide 
that  it  will  pay  one  half  of  the  amount  of  the  premium  to  be  paid  by 
a  retired  employee  under  the  provisions  of  the  first  sentence  of  section 
nine.  A  town  may  provide  for  such  payment  if  a  majority  of  the  votes 
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cast  in  answer  to  the  following  question  which  shall  be  printed  on  the 
official  ballot  to  be  used  at  an  election  in  said  town  is  in  the  affirmative: 

"Shall  the  town  pay  one  half  the  premium  costs  payable  by  a 
retired  employee  for  group  life  insurance  and  for  group  general  or 
blanket  hospital  surgical  and  medical  insurance?"

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Medfield  will  take 
any  action  to  raise  the  pay  scale  of  Patrolmen  in  the  Police  Department 
from: 

Minimum  $3,380.00  per  year  to  Minimum  $3,680.00  per  year. 

Maximum  $4,300.00  per  year  to  Maximum  $4,600.00  per  year, 
or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.    (Police) 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Medfield  will  take 
any  action  to  raise  the  pay  scale  of  the  Chief  of  Police  from: 

Minimum  $4,700.00  per  year  to  Minimum  $5,000.00  per  year. 
Maximum  $5,700.00  per  year  to  Maximum  $6,000.00  per  year, 
or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.   (Police) 
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Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  the  Police  Department  in  accordance  with  Article  25 
of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  10,  1958. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  GOVERNING  THE 
MEDFIELD  POLICE  DEPT. 

Preamble 

There  shall  be  a  Police  Department  established  by  the  board  of 
selectmen  and  such  department  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  an 
officer  to  be  known  as  the  Chief  of  Police.  The  selectmen  shall  appoint 
a  Chief  of  Police  and  such  other  officers  as  they  deem  necessary  and 
fix  their  compensation,  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  the  annual 
appropriation  therefor. 

Chief  of  Police 

Section  1.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  from  time  to  time  make 
suitable  regulations  governing  the  police  department,  and  the  officers 
thereof,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board  of  selectmen;  provided, 
that  such  regulations  shall  become  effective  without  such  approval 
upon  the  failure  of  the  selectmen  to  take  action  thereon  within  30  days 
after  they  have  been  submitted  to  them  by  the  chief  of  police. 

Section  2.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  in  immediate  control  of 
all  town  property  used  by  the  police  department  and  of  the  police 
officers,  whom  he  shall  assign  to  their  respective  duties  and  who  shall 
obey  his  orders. 

Section  3.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer 
of  the  police  department,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  its  discipline  and 
efficiency.  He  shall  see  that  all  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
By-Laws  of  the  Town,  the  execution  of  which  rests  upon  the  police 
force  are  duly  observed  and  enforced  and  he  shall  also  promptly  execute 
all  orders  from  the  board  of  selectmen. 

Section  4.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  have  power  to  promulgate 
orders  to  the  Police  Force  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  and  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Town.  Such  Orders  shall  be  written  or  printed  and 
all  members  of  this  force  shall  observe  and  obey  them. 

Section  5.  The  Chief  of  Police  may  temporarily  suspend  from 
duty  any  member  of  the  department  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five 
days,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  429  of  the  Acts 
of  1949,  which  amended  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws,  pending  a 
hearing,  which  shall  be  held  within  said  five  days  by  the  board  of 
selectmen;  and  the  pay  of  such  member  shall  not  be  allowed  during 
the  period  between  his  suspension  and  his  reinstatement  or  discharge, 
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unless  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  find  the  suspension  to  have  been 
without  just  cause. 

Section  6.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  keep  a  complete  record  of  the 
business  of  the  department,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  have  such  books 
as  be  required. 

Section  7.  He  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  found,  recovered,  and 
confiscated  property  held  at  the  police  department.  He  shall  be  res- 
ponsible for  the  legal  disposition  of  all  such  property  coming  into  his 
possession. 

Section  8.  He  shall  make  an  annual  written  report  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  his  department  with  recom- 
mendations as  to  the  same. 

Section  9.  He  shall  establish  definite  policies  with  reference  to: 
(a)  the  attitude  of  the  Department  toward  the  public,  other  officials, 
and  press  representatives;  (b)  the  detachment  of  police  officers  to  per- 
form other  than  prescribed  police  duties;  and  (c)  supplying  information 
to  official  and  unofficial  persons  or  organizations. 

Section  10.  He  shall  submit  a  written  report  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  recommending  disciplinary  action  for  any  member  of  the 
department  when  he  feels  it  is  needed. 

Section  11.  He  shall  permit  no  change  to  be  made  in  the  organi- 
zation without  his  consent. 

Patrolmen 

Section  1.  A  patrolman  carrying  out  the  functions  of  the  depart- 
ment, including  the  preservation  of  life  and  property,  the  prevention 
of  crime,  the  arrest  and  prosecution  of  violators  of  the  law,  and  the 
proper  enforcement  of  laws  and  ordinances  of  which  the  Department 
takes  cognizance,  shall  constantly  direct  his  best  efforts  to  accomplish 
that  end  intelligently  and  efficiently  and  shall  hold  himself  in  readi- 
ness to  answer  the  calls  and  obey  the  orders  of  his  superiors. 

Section  2.  A  Patrolman  shall  be  present  at  roll  call  and  attend 
at  the  police  station  at  the  time  appointed;  if  absent  without  leave  he 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Chief. 

Sec.  3.  A  Patrolman  going  out  on  duty  shall,  immediately  after 
roll  call,  proceed  to  his  post  of  duty.  He  shall  not  loiter  around  the 
station. 

Section  4.  A  Patrolman  on  duty  shall  be  permitted  to  suspend 
patrol  for  the  purpose  of  having  lunch,  but  only  such  period  of  time 
shall  be  allowed  therefor  as  is  reasonable  and  actually  necessary. 
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General 

Section  1.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  not  drink  any  kind 
of  intoxicating  liquors  when  on  duty  or  at  any  time  while  in  uniform. 

Section  2.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  conform  to  and 
abide  by  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Department  and  observe 
the  laws  and  ordinances  in  force  in  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

Section  3.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  not  smoke  while  in 
uniform  and  in  public  either  on  or  off  active  duty. 

Section  4.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  not  apply  for  a 
Search  Warrant  or  other  Warrant  nor  serve  such  warrants  without  the 
knowledge  and  approval  of  the  Chief. 

Section  5.  All  members  of  the  Department  concerned  in  cases 
before  the  courts  are  to  be  punctual  in  attendance.  They  shall  have 
the  cases  in  which  they  are  interested  properly  prepared,  witnesses 
properly  subpoenaed  and  all  evidence  suitably  arranged  for  presenta- 
tion to  the  court. 

Section  6.  Any  Member  of  the  Department  who  may  be  placed 
temporarily  in  the  position  of  a  member  of  higher  rank  by  proper 
authority  shall  exercise  the  authority  and  perform  the  duties  of  such 
higher  position  and  shall  be  held  responsible  in  like  manner  as  if 
regularly  appointed  to  such  higher  office.  He  shall  be  careful  not  to 
interfere  with  or  countermand  any  order  issued  by  the  member  whose 
place  he  temporarily  occupies,  except  when  the  expediency  of  police 
business  demands. 

Section  7.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  promptly  report  to 
the  Chief  any  accident  with  any  department  motor  vehicle  operated  by 
them  or  in  their  charge,  and  submit  a  written  report. 

Section  8.  Members  shall  not  be  absent  from  duty  without  per- 
mission. Members  shall  be  punctual.  Members  shall  arrive  at  the  police 
station  in  time  to  enable  them  to  go  on  duty  at  the  appointed  hour. 
They  must  be  in  uniform  and  ready  to  work  at  the  appointed  hour. 

Section  9.  Members  shall  not  send  any  letter  relating  to  police 
business  unless  it  is  over  the  signature  of  the  chief. 

Section  10.  A  member  of  the  Department  shall  not  incur  a 
liability  chargeable  against  the  Town  of  Medfield  unless  with  the 
knowledge  and  the  consent  of  the  Chief. 

Section  11.  Members  of  the  Department,  individually  or  repre- 
senting police  organizations,  are  prohibited  from  issuing  to  persons 
other  than  members  of  the  Department,  on  the  active  or  retired  list, 
any  card,  button  or  other  device  which  assumes  to  grant  to  the  person 
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holding  such  credentials  any  special  privilege  or  consideration  so  far 
as  police  business  is  concerned. 

Section  12.  A  Department  record  shall  not  be  removed  from  an 
office  or  the  building,  except  with  the  permission  of  the  Chief,  or 
under  due  process  of  law. 

Section  13.  All  appointments  to  the  regular  police  department 
and  all  disciplinary  actions  shall  be  made  in  conformance  with  Chapter 
31  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  14.  Whenever  any  member  of  the  Department  resigns,  or 
is  discharged,  or  vacates  his  office  in  any  way,  he  shall  surrender  all 
the  property  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  Department. 

Section  15.  Members  shall  be  civil,  orderly,  courteous  and  quiet 
in  their  conduct.  They  shall  avoid  asking  or  answering  questions  in  an 
abrupt  manner.  They  shall  refrain  from  using  obscene  or  profane 
language  while  on  duty  or  in  uniform. 

Section  16.  Members  shall  maintain  in  good  condition  their  own 
equipment  and  Town  equipment  issued  them.  They  shall  use  due  care 
in  handling  Department  property  and  shall  report  immediately  any 
Department  property  which  becomes  lost  or  damaged.  Roughness  or 
carelessness  in  the  handling  of  such  property  will  not  be  tolerated  and 
will  be  made  the  subject  of  charges. 

Section  17.  Except  when  necessary  for  the  protection  of  life  and 
property,  or  for  the  enforcement  of  law,  no  motor  vehicle  of  the 
Department  will  be  operated  by  a  member  of  the  Department  at  a  rate 
of  speed  greater  than  that  allowed  by  law. 

Section  18.  Department  vehicles  will  be  operated  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  enable  approach  to  the  scene  of  a  reported  crime  quietly. 
Operators  shall  not  use  sirens  unnecessarily  while  responding  to  emer- 
gency calls. 

Section  19.  Members  will  salute  the  National  Colors  and  National 
Anthem  as  individuals  if  not  in  formation.  If  in  formation  only  the 
officer  in  charge  of  the  formation  will  tender  the  salute. 

Sec.  20.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  be  issued  a  complete 
uniform,  with  badges,  club,  handcuffs,  revolver  and  other  equipment 
when  appointed  a  permanent  officer.  Officers  shall  in  addition  receive 
fifty  dollars  per  year  toward  equipment  replacement. 

Section  21.  No  Member  shall  wear  a  uniform  or  any  of  its  com- 
ponent parts  which  differs  radically  in  design,  color  or  in  any  other 
way  with  the  uniform  in  current  use  by  the  Department. 
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Section  22.  Members  of  the  Department  when  answering  the 
telephone  shall  be  civil  and  courteous  in  their  conversation.  They  shall 
state:    Police  Department  and  give  their  surname. 

Section  23.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  not  give  out  news 
or  information  to  the  press  or  other  unofficial  bodies  without  the 
approval  of  the  Chief. 

Section  24.  Subject  to  the  Provisions  of  Chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws  of  Massachusetts  and  the  rules  made  thereunder  any  member  of 
the  Department  may  be  punished  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  by  dis- 
charge, suspension  or  removal  upon  conviction  of  any  one  of  the 
following  offenses  to  wit: 

Intoxication 

Neglect  of  Duty 

Absence  without  leave 

Immoral  Conduct 

Violation  of  the  Rules 

Neglect  or  Disobedience  of  Orders 

Conduct  Unbecoming  an  Officer 

An  Offense  Against  the  Law 

Section  25.  All  Members  will  be  guided  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties  by  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  and  by  the  latest 
edition  of  the  "Manual  for  the  Instruction  of  Applicants  for  the  Police 
Services"  (Commonly  called  the  Blue  Book). 

Vacations 

Section  1.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  be  granted  vacation 
leave  by  the  following  schedule: 

For  one  years  service  but  less  than  five  years  service — TWO 
CALENDAR  WEEKS. 

For  five  years  service  but  less  than  ten  years  service — THREE 
CALENDAR  WEEKS. 

For  ten  years  service  or  more — FOUR  CALENDAR  WEEKS. 

Section  2.  Employees  who  resign  in  good  standing  shall  receive 
compensation  equivalent  to  earned  vacation  allowance.  Earned  vaca- 
tion leave  with  pay  shall  not  be  granted  any  member  who  is  discharged 
or  suspended  for  cause. 

Sick  Leave 

Section  1.  All  Members  of  the  Department  shall  be  entitled  to 
sick  leave  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  working  days  per  year.  For  the  pro- 
tection cf  the  town  a  doctors  certificate  may  be  required  and  if  deemed 
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advisable  the  Chief  of  Police  may  send  a  doctor  to  investigate  any 
absence  alleged  to  be  caused  by  illness.  A  Member  who  refuses  to 
submit  to  a  doctors  examination  shall  not  be  entitled  to  sick  leave. 

The  word  "MEMBER"  as  used  in  these  rules  and  regulations  shall 
mean  a  person  duly  appointed  a  police  officer  in  the  police  department. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  pumping  engine  for  the  Fire 
Department,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.  (Fire  Depart- 
ment) 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  hear  the  report  of  the 
Committee  appointed  under  Article  19  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
of  September  8,  1958,  and  authorize  it  to  prepare  and/or  secure  plans, 
specifications  and  estimated  costs  for  a  Fire  and  Police  Station. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a  plan  and 
specifications  as  presented  for  a  Fire  and  Police  Station,  or  do  or  act 
anything  in  relation  thereto.    (Fire  Department) 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  build  a  Fire  and/ or  Police  Station,  or  do  or  act 
anything  in  relation  thereto.    (Fire  Department) 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  8"  water  main  from 
its  present  terminus  in  Causeway  Street  approximately  300  feet  in  a 
southerly  direction,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.  (Petition 
of  John  D.  Williams) 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
acquire  through  purchase,  eminent  domain,  or  otherwise,  rights,  titles 
and  easements  for  the  installation  and  maintenance  of  sewer  lines  and 
water  mains  in  a  private  way  between  Pound  Street  and  Main  Street 
known  as  Robert  Sproul  Road,  as  shown  on  a  plan  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  entitled  "Plan  of  Proposed  Easement 
to  be  acquired  by  the  Town  of  Medfield,  Mass."  dated  November  12, 
1959,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.  (Water  and  Sewerage 
Board) 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate,  borrow  or  transfer 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  public  sewer  system 
from  its  present  terminus  in  East  Main  Street  easterly  to  Robert  Sproul 
Road,  so-called,  through  Robert  Sproul  Road,  and  thence  southerly  in 
Pound  Street  to  the  entrance  road  to  the  new  High  School,  a  total 
distance  of  about  1374  feet;  the  property  abutting  said  sewer  extension 
to  be  exempt  from  the  assessments  specified  in  Paragraphs  1  to  5  of 
the  Sewer  Assessment  Regulations  approved  on  October  19,  1959,  but 
to  be  subject  to  future  Connection  Charges  as  specified  in  Paragraph  6 
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of  said  Regulations,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.  (Water 
and  Sewerage  Board) 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate, 
borrow  and/or  transfer  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  extending 
the  public  sewer  system  from  its  present  terminus  in  Dale  Street 
(near  North  Street)  to  a  point  on  North  Street  approximately  250  feet 
north  of  Pine  Street,  the  same  being  a  total  length  of  about  1100  feet, 
or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.  (Petition  of  Kenneth  E. 
Lougee) 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Water 
and  Sewerage  Board  to  appoint  one  of  its  members  as  Water  Superin- 
tendent, or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.  (Water  and  Sewerage 
Board) 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Park 
Commission  consisting  of  three  members  to  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
one,  two,  three  years  respectively  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  45,  Section  II  of  the  General  Laws,  or  do  or  act  anything  in 
relation  thereto.   (Park  and  Planning  Board) 

Article  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $400.00  for  Norwood  Mental  Health  Center.  (Board  of 
Health) 

Article  34.  To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  any  special  committee 
appointed  at  any  previous  Special  Town  Meeting  or  Annual  Town 
Meeting  or  appointed  by  the  Moderator  or  Selectmen  as  authorized  by 
the  vote  of  the  Town. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  committee  of 
five  members  and  authorize  it  to  make  arrangements  and  to  spend 
money  appropriated  under  Article  3  for  the  observance  of  Memorial 
Day.    (Selectmen) 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  grant  rights  of  way  to  the  Boston  Edison  Company  through 
certain  parcels  of  land  owned  by  the  Town  located  in  the  Town  of 
Walpole  and  shown  on  the  Walpole  Assessors  plan  as  Lots  312  and 
315  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and  maintaining  transmission  lines,  to 
receive  consideration  therefor  and  to  execute  the  necessary  easements, 
or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Assessors  to  use  a  sum  of  money  from  Free  Cash  in  the  Treasury  for 
the  reduction  of  the  1960  Tax  Rate,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation 
thereto. 
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Article  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Medfield 
Building  Laws  adopted  July  11,  1951  and  amendments  thereto  by  adding 
to  Article  X  the  following  new  section: 

Section  3.     Buildings  to   be   Used  or  Converted  for  Use  As 
Nursing,  Convalescent  and  Old  Age  Homes. 

Consisting  of  20  parts  as  prepared  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  filed  in  the  Town  Clerk's  Office  and  attached  hereto.

ARTICLE  X 

By  Adding  Section  3 

BUILDINGS  TO  BE  USED  OR  CONVERTED 

for  Use  as 

NURSING,  CONVALESCENT 

AND  OLD  AGE  HOMES 

1.  LICENSE  REQUIRED 

No  nursing,  convalescent  or  old  age  home,  as  denned  in  section  2 
of  this  By-Law,  shall  be  operated  except  under  a  license  from  the 
Selectmen.  Such  license  shall  be  issued  for  one  year  from  the  date  of 
issue  and  shall  be  revocable  for  cause.  Application  for  license  shall  be 
made  on  the  form  provided  for  the  purpose  and,  where  deemed  neces- 
sary, shall  include  plans  showing  details  of  the  construction,  exit 
facilities  and  fire  protection  equipment.  No  license  shall  be  issued 
until  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  have  been  complied  with  and 
approval  has  been  obtained  from  the  Fire  Chief  and  Building  Inspector. 

2.  DEFINITIONS 

(a)  "A  nursing,  convalescent  or  old  age  home"  shall  mean  a 
building  or  buildings  used  for  the  lodging,  boarding  or  nursing  care 
on  a  24-hour  basis  of  four  or  more  infants  or  children,  convalescents 
or  aged  persons,  but  shall  not  include  hospitals  and  mental  or  correc- 
tional institutions. 

(b)  "Approved"  shall  mean  accepted  by  the  enforcing  official  as 
a  result  of  his  investigation  and  experience,  or  by  reason  of  test,  listing 
or  approval  by  Underwriters'  Laboratories,  Inc.,  the  National  Bureau 
of  Standards,  the  American  Gas  Association  Laboratories  or  other 
nationally  recognized  testing  agencies. 
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(c)  "Automatic  fire  detection  system"  shall  mean  a  system  which 
automatically  detects  a  fire  condition  and  actuates  a  fire  alarm  signal 
device. 

(d)  "Person"  shall  mean  and  include  person,  persons,  children, 
infants,  firm,  corporation  or  co-partnership. 

3.  OCCUPANCY 

(a)  The  number  of  persons  in  any  room  or  area  used  as  sleeping 
quarters  shall  not  exceed  the  proportion  of  one  adult  for  each  75  square 
feet,  one  child  for  each  50  square  feet,  one  infant  for  each  25  square 
feet. 

(b)  No  occupancy  not  under  the  control  of,  or  necessary  to,  the 
administration  of  a  nursing,  convalescent  or  old  age  home  shall  be 
contained  in  any  building  used  as  sleeping  quarters  for  such  occupancy. 

(c)  The  basement  shall  be  considered  as  a  story  if  one-half  or 
more  of  its  clear  height  is  above  the  average  elevation  of  the  ground 
adjoining  the  building  on  all  sides.  An  unoccupied  attic  or  roof  space 
shall  not  be  considered  as  a  story. 

4.  FIRESTOPPING 

Exterior  walls  of  frame  construction  and  interior  stud  partitions 
shall  be  fire-stopped  so  as  to  cut  off  all  concealed  draft  openings  both 
horizontal  and  vertical  between  any  cellar  or  basement  and  the  first 
floor.  Such  firestopping  may  consist  of  suitable  non-combustible 
material  or  of  wood  at  least  2  inches  thick. 

5.  HAZARDOUS  AREAS  AND  COMBUSTIBLE  STORAGE 

(a)  Heating  apparatus  and  boiler  or  furnace  rooms  shall  be 
separated  from  other  areas  by  construction  having  a  fire  resistance 
rating  of  not  less  than  1  hour. 

(b)  Hazardous  areas  such  as  basements  or  attics  used  for  the 
storage  of  combustible  material,  workrooms  such  as  carpenter  shops, 
paint  shops  and  upholstery  shops,  central  storerooms  such  as  for 
furniture,  mattresses  and  Miscellaneous  storage,  and  similar  occu- 
pancies intended  to  contain  combustible  materials  which  will  either 
be  easily  ignited,  burn  with  an  intense  flame  or  result  in  the  production 
of  dense  smoke  and  fumes,  shall  be  separated  from  other  areas  by 
construction  having  a  fire  resistance  rating  of  not  less  than  one  hour 
or  shall  be  protected  by  an  approved  automatic  fire  detection  or  auto- 
matic sprinkler  system. 

(c)  The  use  of  attics  or  basements  for  the  storage  of  unnecessary 
combustible  materials  shall  be  prohibited. 
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6.  REQUIRED  EXIT  FACILITIES 

(a)  At  least  two  exit  ways,  remote  from  each  other,  shall  be 
provided  for  every  occupied  story  of  a  building. 

(b)  Exit  doorways  shall  be  of  such  number  and  so  located  that 
the  distance  of  travel  from  the  door  of  any  occupied  room  to  an  exit 
doorway  from  that  floor  shall  not  exceed  50  feet  in  an  unsprinklered 
building  nor  75  feet  in  a  sprinklered  building,  except  where  buildings 
are  constructed  and  protected  to  comply  with  all  requirements  appli- 
cable to  new  buildings  used  fdr  institutional  occupancy. 

(c)  The  aggregate  width  of  exit  stairs  and  ramps  shall  be  such 
as  to  provide  sufficient  22-inch  exit  units,  at  the  rate  of  15  persons 
per  exit  unit,  for  the  maximum  number  of  persons  that  may  occupy 
any  floor,  except  where  buildings  are  constructed  and  protected  to 
comply  with  all  requirements  applicable  to  new  buildings  used  for 
institutional  occupancy. 

(d)  Each  occupied  room  shall  have  at  least  one  doorway  opening 
directly  to  the  outside,  or  to  a  corridor  leading  directly  or  by  a  stairway 
or  ramp  to  the  outside,  or  to  an  adjacent  room  which  has  such  access 
to  the  outside. 

7.  STAIRWAYS  AND  VERTICAL  OPENINGS 

(a)  Stairs  and  ramps  serving  in  required  exit  ways  shall  be  not 
less  than  36  inches  wide  in  existing  nursing,  convalescent  and  old  age 
homes  and  not  less  than  40  inches  wide  in  existing  buildings  hereafter 
converted  to  such  use. 

(b)  At  least  one  required  exit  doorway  from  each  floor  above  or 
below  the  first  floor  shall  lead  directly,  or  through  an  enclosed  corridor, 
to  the  outside.  A  second  or  third  required  exit  doorway,  where  a  more 
direct  exit  is  impractical,  may  lead  to  a  first  floor  lobby  having  ample 
and  direct  exits  to  the  outside. 

(c)  In  buildings  hereafter  converted  to  use  as  a  nursing,  conva- 
lescent or  old  age  home,  all  floor  openings,  such  as  interior  stairways, 
laundry  chutes  and  dumbwaiter  shafts,  extending  to  cellar  or  base- 
ment and  between  occupied  floors  shall  be  enclosed  in  partitions  having 
a  fire-resistance  rating  of  not  less  than  one  hour,  except  that  in 
sprinklered  buildings  such  enclosures  may  be  of  any  construction 
having  a  fire-resistance  rating  of  not  less  than  one-half  hour  or  may 
be  wired  glass  in  metal  framework. 

(d)  In  existing  buildings  used  for  nursing,  convalescent  or  old- 
age  homes  all  floor  openings  shall  be  enclosed  as  required  by  section 
7  (c),  except  that  stairway  enclosures  may  be  either  at  the  head  or 
foot  of  each  stairway  from  one  floor  to  another. 
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8.  CORRIDORS  AND  PASSAGEWAYS 

(a)  Corridors  and  passageways  in  a  required  exit  way  shall  be  at 
least  36  inches  wide. 

(b)  Corridors  and  passageways  in  a  required  exit  way  shall  be 
unobstructed  and  shall  not  lead  through  any  room  or  space  used  for 
a  purpose  that  may  obstruct  free  passage.  Corridors  and  passageways 
which  lead  to  the  outside  from  any  required  stairway  shall  be  en- 
closed as  required  for  stairways. 

9.  DOORWAYS 

(a)  Exit  doorways  shall  be  at  least  30  inches  wide. 

(b)  All  doorways  to  stairways,  vertical  openings,  passageways  or 
hazardous  areas,  which  are  required  to  be  enclosed,  shall  be  provided 
with  fire  doors  or  self-closing  smoke  resistive  doors — see  section  10  (b). 

10.  DIVISION  OF  FLOOR  OPENINGS 

(a)  In  buildings  of  other  than  fire-resistive  (fireproof  or  semi- 
fireproof)  construction,  all  floors  above  the  first  floor  occupied  by 
persons  under  care  and  exceeding  3,000  square  feet  in  area  shall  be 
divided  into  separate  areas  by  smoke  barriers  so  located  as  to  provide 
ample  space  on  each  side  for  the  total  number  of  beds  on  the  floor. 
Doors  provided  in  such  smoke  barriers,  shall  be  smoke-resistive  doors, 
as  described  in  section  10  (b),  so  installed  that  they  may  normally  be 
kept  in  open  position,  but  will  close  automatically  or  may  be  released 
manually  to  self-closing  action. 

(b)  Smoke  barriers  shall  have  a  fire-resistance  rating  of  not  less 
than  %  hour.  Metal,  metal-covered  or  1%-inch  thick  solid  core  flush- 
type  wood  doors,  so  hung  as  to  be  reasonably  smoke-tight,  may  be 
accepted  as  smoke-resistive  doors.  Openings  in  either  smoke  barriers 
or  smoke-resistive  doors  shall  be  glazed  with  wired  glass. 

11.  EXIT  SIGNS 

Signs  bearing  the  word  "Exit"  in  plain  legible  block  letters  shall 
be  placed  at  each  exit  doorway,  except  at  doors  directly  from  rooms  to 
corridors  or  passageways  and  except  at  doors  leading  obviously  to  the 
outside  from  the  entrance  floor.  Additional  signs  shall  be  placed  in 
corridors  and  passageways  wherever  necessary  to  indicate  the  direction 
of  exit.  Letters  of  signs  shall  be  at  least  6  inches  high,  except  that  the 
letters  of  internally  illuminated  exit  signs  may  be  not  less  than  4^ 
inches  high.  All  exit  and  directional  signs  shall  be  maintained  clearly 
legible  by  electric  illumination  or  other  acceptable  means  when 
natural  light  fails. 
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12.  INTERIOR  FINISH  AND  DECORATIVE  MATERIALS 

(a)  Wall  and  ceiling  surfaces  of  all  occupied  rooms  and  of  all 
exit  ways  therefrom  shall  be  of  such  material  or  so  treated  as  not  to 
have  a  flame  spread  classification  of  more  than  75  according  to  the 
method  for  the  "Fire  Hazard  Classification  of  Building  Materials"  of 
Underwriters'  Laboratories,  Inc.,  unless  the  building  is  sprinklered. 

(b)  All  combustible  decorative  and  acoustical  material,  including 
textile  floor  coverings  and  curtains  located  in  corridors,  passageways 
or  stairway  enclosures  and  in  lobbies  or  other  rooms  or  spaces  for  use 
by  occupants  or  visitors,  shall  be  rendered  and  maintained  flame- 
resistant.  A  material  shall  be  deemed  to  be  flame-resistant  if  it  will 
not  ignite  and  allow  flame  to  spread  over  the  surface  when  exposed  to 
a  match  flame  test  applied  to  a  piece  removed  from  the  material  and 
tested  in  a  safe  place.  The  piece  shall  be  held  vertically  and  the  bottom 
edge  exposed  to  a  flame  from  a  common  match  held  in  a  horizontal 
position,  one-half  inch  underneath  the  piece,  and  at  a  constant  loca- 
tion for  a  minimum  of  15  seconds. 

13.  HEATING,  LIGHTING  AND  OTHER  SERVICE  EQUIPMENT 

(a)  The  heating  of  buildings  occupied  as  nursing,  convalescent  or 
old  age  homes  shall  be  restricted  to  steam,  hot  water  or  warm  air 
systems  employing  central  heating  plants  with  installation  such  as  to 
safeguard  the  inherent  fire  hazard.  The  use  of  portable  heaters  of  any 
kind  is  hereby  prohibited. 

(b)  Installation  of  heating  and  ventilating  systems  and  equipment 
in  accordance  with  the  Code  for  the  Installation  of  Heat  Producing 
Appliances,  Heating,  Ventilating,  Air  Conditioning,  Blower  and 
Exhaust  Systems  recommended  by  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Under- 
writers shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence  of  compliance  with  the 
requirement  that  installation  be  such  as  to  safeguard  the  inherent  fire 
hazard. 

(c)  Lighting  shall  be  restricted  to  electricity.  Electric  wiring, 
motors,  and  other  electrical  equipment  shall  be  installed  in  accordance 
with  nationally  recognized  safe  practice.  Compliance  with  the  Standards 
of  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  known  as  the  National 
Electrical  Code  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence  of  compliance 
with  nationally  recognized  safe  practice. 

14.  EXTINGUISHING  EQUIPMENT 

Approved-type  extinguishers  shall  be  provided  on  each  floor,  so 
located  that  a  person  will  not  have  to  travel  more  than  100  feet  from 
any  point  to  reach  the  nearest  extinguisher.  An  additional  extinguisher 
shall  be  provided  in,  or  adjacent  to,  each  kitchen  or  basement  storage 
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15.  AUTOMATIC  SPRINKLER  PROTECTION 

(a)  Buildings  which  are  not  of  fire-resistive  (fireproof  or  semi- 
fireproof)  construction  shall  be  protected  throughout  by  an  approved 
automatic  sprinkler  system. 

(b)  Sprinkler  systems  shall  be  provided  with  an  approved  water 
flow  alarm. 

16.  ALARM  SYSTEMS 

(a)  A   manually   operated   fire  alarm   system   shall  be  provided, 

except: 

1.  Where  the  entire  building  is  protected  by  an  automatic  sprinkler 
system  equipped  with  a  water  flow  alarm;  or 

2.  Where  the  entire  building  is  protected  by  an  automatic  fire- 
detection  system. 

(b)  Fire  alarm  systems  shall  be  of  approved  type.  At  least  one 
fire  alarm  sending  station  shall  be  provided  on  each  story,  located  at 
a  readily  accessible  point  in  the  natural  path  of  escape  from  fire.  The 
system  shall  be  so  arranged  that  the  operation  of  any  sending  station 
will  sound  an  alarm  which  is  audible  throughout  the  building,  or  where 
advisable  because  of  the  type  of  occupancy,  the  system  may  be  so 
arranged  that  the  initial  alarm  signal  will  sound  only  at  some  central 
point  where  24-hour  service  is  maintained. 

(c)  Automatic  fire-detection  systems  shall  be  approved  supervised 
systems.  Where  fixed  temperature  devices  are  used  they  shall  be  con- 
structed to  operate  at  165  degrees  Fahrenheit  or  less,  except  that  in 
spaces  where  high  temperature  is  normal  devices  having  a  higher  oper- 
ating point  may  be  used.  Operation  of  a  thermostat  device  shall  cause 
an  alarm  which  is  audible  throughout  the  building,  or  where  advisable 
because  of  the  type  of  occupancy,  the  system  may  be  so  arranged  that 
the  initial  alarm  signal  will  sound  only  at  some  central  point  where 
24-hour  service  is  maintained — See  section  5  (b). 

17.  ATTENDANTS 

Every  nursing,  convalescent  or  old  age  home  shall  have  at  least 
one  attendant  on  duty,  awake  and  dressed  therein  at  all  times,  and, 
in  addition,  one  stand-by  attendant  within  hearing  distance  and  avail- 
able for  emergency  service.  These  attendants  shall  be  at  least  18  years 
of  aga  and  capable  of  performing  the  required  duties  of  evacuation. 
No  person  other  than  the  management  or  a  person  under  management 
control  shall  be  considered  as  an  attendant. 
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18.  EVACUATION  PLAN 

(a)  Every  nursing,  convalescent  or  old  age  home  shall  formulate 
a  plan  for  the  protection  of  all  persons  in  the  event  of  fire  and  for 
their  evacuation  to  areas  of  refuge  and  from  the  building  when  neces- 
sary. All  employees  shall  be  instructed  and  kept  informed  respecting 
their  duties  under  the  plan — See  also  section  10. 

(b)  Every  mattress  shall  be  provided  with  strong  canvas  or 
leather  handles  so  that  it  may  serve  as  a  stretcher  when  necessary  for 
evacuation. 

19.  SMOKING 

Smoking  may  be  permitted  in  nursing,  convalescent  or  old  age 
homes  only  where  proper  facilities  are  provided.  Smoking  shall  not 
be  permitted  in  sleeping  quarters,  except  at  such  times  as  supervision 
is  provided. 

20.  INSPECTIONS 

Every  building  coming  within  the  scope  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
inspected  periodically  by  representatives  of  the  agencies  named  in 
section  1  in  order  to  insure  proper  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance.
